REPORT. 


To   the   Honorable   and   Reverend, 

the   Overseers   of    Harvard    College:  — 

The  undersigned,  the  President  of  the  Univer- 
sity, has  the  honor  to  submit  the  following,  his 
First  Annual  Report,  upon  its  condition  during  the 
past  year. 

The  general  state  of  the  University  has  been  one 
of  great  prosperity,  both  in  the  Academical  Depart- 
ment and  in  the  Professional  Schools.  In  every 
branch  of  instruction  the  work  has  been  ably  and 
successfully  performed.  The  students  have  faith- 
fully devoted  themselves  to  their  studies,  and  have, 
with  few  exceptions,  cheerfully  conformed  to  the 
laws  and  rules  which  long  experience  has  shown 
to  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  order  and 
discipline  in  such  establishments.  The  number  of 
students  in  the  several  departments  has  steadily 
increased,  as  will  appear  from  the  following  table, 
commencing  with  the  year  1850-51.

It  is  a  gratifying  circumstance,  that,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  present  term,  twenty-six  States 
were  represented  in  the  undergraduate  department, 
—  a  larger  number  than  were  ever  represented 
before,  and  larger  by  nine  States  than  were  repre- 
sented ten  years  ago,  —  and  the  members  of  the  Law 
School  represented  twenty-nine  States.  Harvard 
College  has  grown  from  a  provincial  School  to  a 
national  University,  comparing  favorably  in  point 
of  numbers  and  courses  of  instruction  with  the 
Universities  of  the  Old  World.  It  has  still  many 
deficiencies  and  wants  to  be  supplied ;  and  the  same 
liberality  which  contributed  in  times  past  to  make 
it  what  it  is,  may  be  confidently  relied  upon  in  the 
future  for  the  contributions  still  required  to  make 
it  what  it  should  be.  Large  additions  are  needed 
to  the  general  funds ;  an  increased  force  is  required 
in  several  departments  of  instruction ;  the  salaries 
are  insufficient  for   the    support  of  the  Professors' 


families,  so  that  it  is  necessary  for  those  who  have 
not  independent  means   to  engage   in    some    paying 
work  besides  their  College  duties.     In  other  coun- 
tries the  Universities  are  sustained    by  ancient    en- 
dowments,  or  by   the    resources  furnished  by  their 
respective    governments,    from    year    to    year.      The 
New    England   Colleges   must,    for    the   most   part, 
look  to  the  enlightened   generosity  of  private  citi- 
zens ;  and  it  is  not  desirable  that  the  highest  institu- 
tions of  learning    should  depend  on  legislative  ap- 
propriations.    The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
gives  generous  encouragement  to  education,  by  its 
School  Fund,  by  State  Scholarships,  and  by  a  wisely 
devised  system   of  Normal  Schools.      A  grant  has 
also  been  made  in  aid  of  the  Museum  of  Comparative 
Zoology,  which  is  connected  with  the  University  as 
a   means  of  scientific   education,   though    held  and 
administered  by  a  special  board  of  Trustees.     But 
the  means  for  the  increase  of  the  Library,  and  the 
philosophical,    chemical,    and  astronomical   appara- 
tus;   for  the  establishment  and  support  of  the  Ob- 
servatory, the  Scientific  School,  the  Law  School,  and 
the  Theological  School ;   for  erecting  nearly  all  the 
buildings  now  in  use  as  dormitories  or  for  lectures 
and  recitations ;  the  endowments  of  all  the  professor- 
ships, and  of  all  the  scholarships  that  belong  to  the 
University,  —  are  due  to  private  munificence.     The 
charges  for  instruction  in  the  Academical  Depart- 
ment are  but  a  small  fraction  of  the  actual  cost,  and 


amount  to  only  one  half  as  much  as  those  for  tuition 
in  the  best  private  schools  of  this  vicinity.  For 
by  far  the  larger  part  of  the  expenses  of  their  in- 
struction here,  the  undergraduates  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity are  all  indebted  to  the  charitable  contribu- 
tions of  wise  and  liberal-minded  citizens,  who  have 
acknowledged  that  wealth  has  its  sacred  duties  to 
the  moral  and  intellectual  welfare  of  the  present 
and  future  generations.  Under  these  circumstances, 
it  may  reasonably  be  hoped  that,  before  many  years, 
students  from  every  State  and  Territory  in  the 
Union  —  without  a  single  exception  or  secession  — 
will  resort  to  our  University,  no  difference  whatever 
being  made  between  the  citizens  of  Massachusetts 
and  the  citizens  of  the  remotest  part  of  the  country, 
or  of  foreign  lands.  The  influence  of  such  estab- 
lishments over  the  young  men  from  different  and 
distant  States  must  tend  powerfully  to  remove 
prejudices,  by  bringing  them  into  friendly  relations 
through  the  humanizing  effect  of  liberal  studies 
pursued  in  common,  in  the  impressible  season  of 
youth.  Such  influences  are  especially  needed  in  the 
present  disastrous  condition   of  public  affairs. 

For  the  details  of  instruction  in  the  several  de- 
partments, the  statements  in  the  Appendix,  togeth- 
er with  the  reports  of  the  Examining  Committees 
appointed  by  this  Board,  are  referred  to. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  President 
is  enabled  to  report  to  this  Board  the  establishment 


of  sixteen  scholarships,  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  each,  by  a  distinguished  graduate  and  friend 
of  the  University.  No  greater  benefit  can  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  community  than  to  enable  young 
men  of  narrow  means,  but  of  vigorous  intellect,  to 
prepare  themselves  for  the  careers  which  their  nat- 
ural abilities  and  instinctive  aspirations  fit  them 
for.  Intellectual  powers  are  scattered  with  impar- 
tial hand  among  the  rich  and  the  poor ;  and  the 
highest  good  of  a  republican  community  is  directly 
promoted  by  giving  talent,  wherever  it  exists,  the 
freest  scope.  Young  men  are  always  to  be  found, 
in  the  towns  and  villages  of  our  country,  who  sigh 
hopelessly  for  the  benefits  and  honors  of  a  liberal 
education.  It  is  true  that  a  person  of  merit 
and  marked  ability,  who  once  succeeds  in  entering 
college,  seldom  fails  to  complete  his  course ;  but  the 
struggle  is  sometimes  more  severe  than  is  good  for 
the  character.  Too  much  anxiety  wears  away  the 
spirit,  and  self-denial  may  be  carried  too  far.  There 
are  many,  however,  who  are  prevented  from  secur- 
ing an  education,  by  what  appears  to  them  the  im- 
possibility of  doing  it  with  slender  pecuniary  means. 
Such  scholarships  as  those  established  by  the  late 
John  E.  Thayer,  and  the  sixteen  new  scholarships 
just  mentioned,  with  a  few  which  existed  before, 
meet  the  wants  of  just  this  class.  Economy,  sobri- 
ety, temperance,  industry,  are  most  desirable  virtues 
to    be  cultivated   by  the    young ;    but  the  effects  of 


poverty  are  not  of  unmixed  advantage.  The  student 
who  is  haunted  by  the  uncertainty  whether  he  will 
be  able  to  pay  any  part  of  his  term  bill,  is  not  in  a 
favorable  condition  for  steady  application.  The  suc- 
cessful cultivation  of  literary  and  scientific  studies 
is  not  promoted  by  the  constant  presence  of  the 
spectre  of  want.  Under  the  rules  of  the  founders 
the  hope  of  winning  a  scholarship  can  only  be  cher- 
ished by  those  who  deserve  success ;  and  when 
won,  the  income  of  it,  while  it  secures  the  fortunate 
competitor  from  the  anxieties  that  beset  the  scholar 
wholly  destitute  of  means,  is  not  sufficient  to  free 
him  from  the  necessity  of  forethought,  economy,  and 
labor.  He  must  still  work  for  a  part  of  the  money 
necessary  to  sustain  himself  in  college ;  and  he  must 
see  to  it  that  he  maintains  his  position  as  a  scholar 
of  exemplary  conduct  in  all  respects,  or  another  year 
may  transfer  the  prize  to  worthier  hands.  Of  all 
the  forms  by  which  the  affluent  can  assist  meri- 
torious young  men,  this  is  liable  to  the  fewest  ob- 
jections, and  productive  of  the  greatest  benefits.  A 
hundred  such  scholarships  would  be  no  more  than 
could  be  disposed  of  among  the  deserving  stu- 
dents of  Harvard  College  to  the  great  advantage 
of  the    country. 

The  President  has  delivered  a  course  of  Lec- 
tures during  the  present  term,  to  the  Freshman 
Class,  on  College  Life,  Duties,  and  Studies.  His 
object  was  partly  a  desire  to  share  in  the  work  of 


instruction ;  but  chiefly  the  hope  of  making  sugges- 
tions to  the  young  men  who  had  just  commenced 
their  College  course,  which  might  warn  them  against 
the  errors  of  opinion  and  conduct  to  which  their  in- 
experience, and  some  of  the  influences  of  College 
life,  expose  them.  He  has  also  delivered  a  course 
of  Lectures  to  the  Junior  Class  on  the  Language 
and  Literature  of  Greece,  ancient  and  modern. 

The  measures  taken  for  the  separation  of  the 
Divinity  School  from  the  College  have  not  yet  been 
consummated.  The  condition  of  the  School,  as  to 
the  means  of  instruction,  and  the  earnest  devotion 
of  its  members  to  the  studies  of  the  sacred  profes- 
sion which  they  have  chosen,  are  highly  gratifying. 

The  Lawrence  Scientific  School  continues  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  and  fulfils  the  purposes  of  its 
wise  and  liberal  founder.  The  bequest  of  the  late 
Abbott  Lawrence,  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  addi- 
tion to  his  munificent  donation  during  his  life,  has 
been  disposed  of  by  the  Commissioners  under  his 
will,  and  accepted  by  the  Corporation.  According 
to  the  terms  agreed  upon,  the  Professorship  of  Zo- 
ology and  Geology  has  been  placed  on  a  permanent 
basis.  Mr.  Henry  James  Clarke,  who  has  long  been 
associated  with  Professor  Agassiz  as  a  student  and 
private  assistant,  and  who  has  shown  a  remarkable 
genius  for  original  investigation  in  Natural  History, 
has  been  appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Zoology ; 
but  at  present  no  salary  is  attached  to  the  office. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  means  may  be  found  to  secure 
him  permanently  in  that  department. 

The  Law  School  has  not  only  maintained,  but  sur- 
passed, its  former  prosperity.  As  has  been  already 
mentioned,  the  students  have  been  drawn  from 
twenty-nine  States.  They  have  pursued  their  studies 
with  exemplary  diligence,  and,  while  the  discords  of 
the  country  have  been  increasing,  they  have  lived  in 
uninterrupted  harmony.  The  Law  Library  needs  to 
be  enlarged ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  Professorship  of 
Roman  Law  may  in  time  be  added  to  its  means  of 
instruction. 

The  work  of  the  Observatory  has  gone  forward  as 
usual.  For  the  details,  the  Board  is  referred  to  the 
report  of  the  Director  made  to  their  Committee.  A 
year  ago  the  Director  represented  to  the  Committee 
the  importance  of  publishing  the  materials  which 
had  been  collected  for  a  history  of  the  phenomena  of 
the  great  comet  of  1858,  and  exhibited  to  them  the 
drawings  which  had  been  prepared  to  accompany  it. 
The  cost  of  the  publication  was  estimated  at  five 
thousand  dollars.  Two  gentlemen,  members  of  the 
Observatory  Committee,  have  generously  undertaken 
to  furnish  the  means  of  publishing  the  text  with  the 
engravings,  and  the  work  has  been  in  progress  since 
last  April.  It  will  probably  be  completed  within 
the  time  originally  contemplated,  namely,  two  years 
from  its  commencement. 

Among  the  interesting  events  of  the  present  term, 
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two  may  be  specially  mentioned.  On  the  19th  of 
October,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  with  his  distinguished 
suite,  visited  the  University.  He  was  cordially  wel- 
comed by  the  undergraduates  as  an  undergraduate. 
He  was  received  in  Gore  Hall  by  the  academical 
bodies,  and  visited  in  succession  all  the  departments 
of  the  University,  the  Professors  giving  brief  ex- 
planations of  the  resources  and  arrangements  of 
their  several  departments.  The  Prince  manifested 
the  intelligent  interest  of  an  educated  young  man, 
in  the  institution  ;  and  the  day  was  in  all  respects 
highly  interesting  to  the  members  of  the  University. 
The  other  event  alluded  to  was  the  dedication  of 
the  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology,  which  took 
place  on  the  13th  of  November.  A  large  number  of 
the  friends  of  the  establishment  assembled  at  the 
Museum,  and  proceeded  thence  to  the  church,  which 
had  been  fitted  up  as  usual  for  Commencement.  The 
church  was  filled  by  an  assemblage  of  cultivated 
people,  who  listened  with  interest  to  the  services 
of  the  occasion.  The  Museum  was  opened  imme- 
diately after  for  the  public,  and  the  following  week 
Professor  Agassiz  commenced  the  course  of  lectures 
to  which,  according  to  the  law,  the  teachers  in  the 
public  schools  were  to  be  admitted.  Two  lectures 
a  week  were  delivered  at  such  times  as  suited  the 
convenience  of  the  teachers,  until  the  end  of  the 
term.  The  lecture-room  has  been  constantly  crowded. 
This  wise  provision  on  the   part  of  the  Common- 
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wealth  will  result  in  great  benefits  to  the  public 
instruction  of  the  schools,  and  will  thus  in  a  few 
years  more  than  repay  the  munificent  endowment 
which  the  State  has  granted  to  the  Museum. 

The  building  thus  far  completed  is  only  a  part  of 
a  comprehensive  plan ;  but  it  enjoys  the  advantage 
of  having  been  constructed  after  long  and  careful 
study  of  the  details  in  reference  to  its  objects  and 
use,  by  the  most  distinguished  architectural  skill 
in  concert  with  the  scientific  views  of  Professor 
Agassiz.  The  collection  has  been  arranged,  so  far  as 
the  time  and  means  have  allowed,  according  to  the 
principles  of  classification  established  by  the  last 
results  of  scientific  investigation ;  so  that  what  has 
been  once  done  will  never  need  to  be  undone ;  and  the 
facilities  afforded  for  study  and  practical  use  are  all 
that  can  be  desired.  But  the  present  building  is  suf- 
ficient for  a  part  only  of  the  collections,  which  are 
accumulating  daily  from  every  quarter  of  the  world. 
The  liberality  of  the  public  must  be  looked  to  for 
the  additional  means  necessary  to  make  it  a  museum 
of  the  first  class.  If  such  means  are  furnished,  it 
may  become,  within  the  lifetime  of  the  present  gen- 
eration, equal  in  comprehensiveness  to  any  in  the 
world,  as  it  will  undoubtedly  be  superior  in  arrange- 
ment to  the  most  celebrated  now  existing.  We  may 
hope  that  its  establishment  will  not  only  be  a  great 
and  lasting  benefit  to  the  common-school  system  of 
Massachusetts,  but   that  it  will   be   the   means,  in 
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all  future  time,  of  drawing  hither  noble  young  men, 
fired  with  the  love  of  nature,  who  shall  bear  hence 
the  lights  of  science  to  illuminate  the  world.  Its 
benefits  are  already  felt  at  home,  and  it  has  excited 
the  admiration  of  the  wisest  men  from  abroad.  If 
its  future  destiny  corresponds  to  the  good  omens  of 
present  success,  we  may  not  unreasonably  look  to  it 
as  one  of  the  great  landmarks  of  science  for  man- 
kind. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  presents  a  gratifying 
view  of  the  prosperity  of  that  most  important  de- 
partment of  the  University.  Mr.  William  Gray's 
benefaction  has  already  added  materially  to  the  utility 
and  the  use  of  the  Library.  Since  July,  1859,  ten 
thousand  dollars  have  been  received  from  him.  The 
money  has  been  distributed  by  a  committee  among  the 
several  departments,  the  Professors  in  which  have 
been  called  upon  to  furnish  lists  of  books.  Faith- 
ful and  competent  purchasing  agents  have  been 
employed  in  Europe.  The  efficiency  of  every  depart- 
ment has  been  greatly  increased.  Every  scholar  who 
has  occasion  to  consult  the  Library  has  reason  for 
gratitude  to  this  enlightened  and  generous  benefac- 
tor. The  donation  of  the  Hon.  Stephen  Salisbury, 
creating  a  fund  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the 
purchase  of  Greek  and  Latin  literature,  is  yearly 
adding  important  works  to  that  department  of  the 
Library.  It  has  been  expended  in  accordance  with 
his  instructions,  contained  in  a  letter  to    President 
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Walker,  of  November  23,  1858,  and  directing  that  it 
should  be  "  invested  safely  and  productively,  and 
maintained  as  a  separate  fund,  of  which  the  annual 
income  shall  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books 
in  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages,  and  in  books  in 
other  languages  illustrating  the  Greek  and  Latin." 
The  library  of  the  late  Clarke  Gay  ton  Pickman, 
consisting  of  more  than  three  thousand  well-chosen 
volumes  of  standard  works  in  English  literature,  left 
by  will  to  the  University,  was  promptly  and  cour- 
teously delivered  by  his  executor,  J.  A.  Loring,  Esq. 
It  is  a  very  valuable  collection.  Many  of  the  books 
are  elegantly  bound.  Some  of  the  most  important 
works  were  not  in  the  Library  before  ;  particular 
editions  of  others  were  wanting ;  others  are  dupli- 
cates, but  in  almost  every  case  they  are  books  of 
which  it  is  desirable  to  have  several  copies,  and 
which  will  be  constantly  useful  in  a  working  library. 
All  who  habitually  use  the  Library  will  cherish  the 
memory  of  the  generous  son  of  Harvard,  who,  in 
disposing  of  his  worldly  goods,  remembered  his 
Alma  Mater  in  so  filial  a  manner.  Many  volumes 
have  been  received  as  gifts  from  authors  and  pub- 
lishers, all  of.  which  have  been  enumerated  in  the 
elaborate  and  minute  report  of  the  Librarian. 

Professor  Cooke  was  absent  by  leave  a  few  months 
last  summer  in  Europe.  Before  embarking  he  re- 
ceived by  the  contributions  of  friends  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  dollars,  to  which  was  added  an  un- 
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expended  balance,  amounting  to  a  thousand  dollars, 
of  a  fund  formerly  raised  by  subscription  for  the 
Mineralogical  Cabinet.  Of  this  sum  the  Professor 
expended  about  fourteen  hundred  dollars  for  min- 
erals, and  the  remainder  for  apparatus,  in  order  to 
complete,  so  far  as  possible,  the  Mineralogical  Cab- 
inet. The  collection,  which  before  represented  about 
one  half  of  the  mineralogical  species,  now  contains 
representatives  of  nearly  all,  and  is  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  of  instruction.  Though  not  so  rich  in 
unique  specimens  as  several  other  Cabinets  in  the 
country,  in  scientific  value  and  adequacy  to  the 
wants  of  the  teacher  it  is  equal  to  any.  Professor 
Cooke  also  purchased  the  apparatus  for  illustrating 
the  remarkable  discoveries  recently  made  by  Plucher 
and  Bunsen  on  the  nature  of  light  emanating  from 
different  chemical  elements  and  its  use  in  chemical 
analysis,  as  well  as  the  apparatus  invented  by  Bec- 
querel  for  illustrating  the  phenomena  of  phospho- 
rescence. 

Professor  Huntington  having  resigned  his  place, 
after  five  years  of  earnest  and  devoted  service,  his 
resignation  was  accepted  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
and  a  special  arrangement  was  made  with  him  by 
the  President  to  perform  or  provide  for  the  duties 
of  the  office  until  the  end  of  the  following  term. 
The  Rev.  A.  P.  Peabody,  who  was  in  the  mean  time 
appointed  to  the  Plummer  Professorship,  commenced 
his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  term.     His 
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labors  have  been  highly  acceptable,  both  as  a  teacher 
and  as  the  University  Preacher. 

The  undersigned,  having  resigned  the  Eliot  Pro- 
fessorship of  Greek  Literature,  continued  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  office  to  the  end  of  the  Academic 
year,  in  order  to  complete  a  course  of  instruction 
which,  not  anticipating  any  change,  he  had  laid 
down  for  the  whole  year.  Mr.  William  W.  Goodwin, 
who  had  shown  high  scholarship  and  ability  as  Tu- 
tor in  the  department,  was  elected  Eliot  Professor ; 
and  Mr.  Evangelinus  A.  Sophocles,  the  Assistant 
Professor  of  Greek,  was  elected  to  a  newly  estab- 
lished Professorship,  entitled  the  University  Profes- 
sorship of  Ancient,  Patristic  (including  the  Byzan- 
tine), and  Modern  Greek.  Both  these  gentlemen 
entered  upon  their  respective  offices  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  present  term.  This  arrangement 
of  the  Greek  Department  is  highly  satisfactory.  It 
was  thought  important  to  provide  the  means  of  in- 
struction in  the  Ecclesiastical  Greek,  should  any 
desire  it,  in  reference  to  their  future  theological 
studies.  The  Modern  Greek  has  for  many  years 
constituted  a  part  of  the  regular  course,  having  been 
introduced  by  the  undersigned  in  conformity  to  a 
suggestion  of  the  Founder  of  the  Professorship.  Its 
importance  is  now  much  greater  than  it  was  at  the 
time  when  Mr.  Eliot,  with  wise  forecast,  inserted  the 
provision  alluded  to  in  the  articles  of  the  Profes- 
sorship.    The  language  and  literature  of  the  inde- 
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pendent  kingdom  of  Greece  are  rapidly  rising  to  a 
position  which  will  command  the  respect  of  the 
literary  world.  The  Modern  Greek  is  the  medium 
of  intercourse  throughout  the  Levant ;  and  it  is  a 
great  convenience  to  travellers  in  those  countries, 
the  number  of  whom  yearly  increases,  to  understand 
that  language. 

The  President  cannot  leave  this  topic  without  ex- 
pressing his  gratitude  to  the  successive  Committees 
of  Examination,  appointed  by  the  Overseers,  during 
the  long  period  in  which  he  has  held  the  Greek  Pro- 
fessorship. A  large  proportion  of  the  members  have 
been  gentlemen  having  a  special  taste  for  Greek  Lit- 
erature, and  all  of  them  have  been  classical  scholars. 
They  have  shown  remarkable  punctuality  in  attend- 
ing to  the  duties  assigned  them,  great  interest  in 
the  department,  and  a  candid  appreciation  of  every 
effort  made  to  raise  the  standard  of  Greek  study. 
Their  reports  have  been  valuable  to  the  cause  of 
classical  education.  Some  of  them  have  attracted 
the  attention  and  received  the  applause  of  Euro- 
pean scholars  ;  and  those  on  the  study  of  Modern 
Greek  have  been  translated  into  that  language,  and 
published  in  the  literary  journals  of  Athens.  The 
President  retired  from-  the  Greek  Department  with 
a  regret  which  time  has  not  yet  begun  to  lessen ; 
and  the  pleasant  relations  so  long  maintained  be- 
tween him  and  the  Greek  Examining  Committees 
will  always  be  remembered. 
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Professor  Peirce,  after  an  uninterrupted  service  of 
twenty-seven  years,  received  leave  of  absence  last 
summer  for  the  purpose  of  travel  in  Europe,  on  ac- 
count of  impaired  health ;  Professor  Sophocles  was 
absent  for  part  of  the  Summer  term  to  visit  his 
country  and  family  after  a  long  separation ;  and 
Mr.  Schmitt,  the  German  teacher,  was  obliged  to  be 
absent  a  few  weeks  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  and 
the  beginning  of  the  Autumn  term.  Mr.  Jennison, 
the  Tutor  in  Elocution,  at  the  commencement  of 
the  present  term  received  leave  of  absence  for  six 
months,  on  account  of  impaired  health ;  and  early  in 
December  Professor  Eustis,  of  the  Scientific  School, 
received  leave  of  absence  for  six  months,  also  on 
account  of  impaired  health.  In  all  these  cases, 
satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
instruction,  without  additional  expense  to  the  Col- 
lege. 

Besides  the  appointments  already  mentioned,  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  increase  the  force  in  the 
Library,  and  the  services  of  Mr.  Charles  Ammi 
Cutter  have  been  secured  in  Mr.  Abbot's  depart- 
ment ;  Mr.  James  Jennison  has  been  appointed 
Tutor  in  Elocution ;  Mr.  Andrew  Tucker  Bates, 
Tutor  in  Latin  and  History. 

Mr.  Thies,  the  Curator  of  the  Gray  Collection  of 
Engravings,  is  making  progress  in  the  preparation  of 
a  complete  and  thorough  descriptive  catalogue.  Two 
cabinets  have  been  added  for  the  great  works  of  Au- 
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dubon  and  Rossellini.  Several  valuable  donations 
have  been  received  from  Mr.  Charles  Eliot  Norton, 
of  works  illustrating  the  early  period  of  Tuscan  art. 
It  is  stated  by  Mr.  Thies  that  this  is  the  best  pri- 
vate collection  in  the  world  for  engravings  of  the 
works  of  Rafael.  It  is  earnestly  desired  that  the 
means  of  studying  the  arts,  at  least  so  far  as  that 
study  bears  upon  education,  may  in  time  be  secured 
to  the  College.  It  is  now  possible,  at  a  compara- 
tively small  expense,  to  make  a  collection  of  plaster 
copies  of  the  best  works  in  sculpture,  ancient  and 
modern.  Instruction  in  the  classics  may  be  made 
more  interesting  and  useful  by  the  illustration  to  be 
afforded  by  copies  of  the  Elgin  and  Egina  Marbles, 
and  the  other  well-known  specimens  of  Greek  art, 
preserved  in  the  European  galleries.  Photographs 
of  works  in  every  department  of  art  serve  an  ex- 
cellent purpose  in  lectures  upon  these  subjects,  and 
in  general  teaching ;  and  as  they  can  be  easily  and 
cheaply  procured,  there  is  no  reason  why  this  kind 
of  illustration  should  not  be  extensively  used. 

Mr.  George  Washington  Wales  has  presented  to 
the  Library  a  marble  bust  of  his  brother,  the  late 
Dr.  Wales,  to  whom  the  College  is  indebted  for  the 
beautiful  Wales  Library ;  a  marble  bust  of  Chris- 
topher Gore,  executed  by  Miss  Lander,  has  been 
given  by  friends  of  the  College;  and  a  new  bust 
of  the  late  Dr.  Kirkland  has  been  substituted  in 
the    Library  by   the   artist,  Mr.   T.   A.   Carew,    for 
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the  smaller  one  made  some  years  before.  The  class 
graduated  at  the  last  Commencement  have  presented 
a  portrait  of  President  Walker,  painted  for  this  pur- 
pose by  the  distinguished  artist,  Mr.  William  Hunt. 
It  has  been  placed  in  the  gallery  of  Harvard  Hall. 

The  want  of  a  building  for  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  Graduates,  and  for  other  public  purposes,  is 
more  strongly  felt  than  ever.  At  the  last  Com- 
mencement, it  was  found  necessary  to  return  to 
the  former  rule,  which  restricted  admission  to  the 
Commencement  Dinner  to  Masters  of  Arts,  the 
academic  bodies,  and  invited  guests ;  excluding 
the  three  most  recent  classes.  Notwithstanding 
this  restriction,  every  place  was  occupied.  For  sev- 
eral years  previously  the  crowd  had  been  so  great, 
and  the  rush  to  obtain  seats  so  annoying,  that  the 
older  graduates"  were  reluctant  to  expose  themselves 
to  the  confusion,  and  had  begun  to  absent  them- 
selves from  the  Commencement  festival.  To  with- 
draw a  privilege  once  granted,  no  matter  how  urgent 
the  reasons  for  taking  the  step,  always  creates  dis- 
satisfaction ;  and  it  was  not  surprising  that  this  pro- 
ceeding of  the  University  gave  some  offence.  But  it 
was  right  and  necessary.  With  a  hall  large  enough 
to  receive  the  whole  body  of  graduates,  it  would  have 
been  more  agreeable  to  assemble  them  all.  In  the 
actual  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  choice  lay  be- 
tween admitting  the  oldest  classes,  who  have  paid  for 
the  dinner  by  charges  on  their  term  bills,  and  the 
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younger,  who  have  not  paid  anything,  —  the  charge 
in  question  having  been  discontinued  several  years 
ago.  A  hall  is  greatly  needed  for  the  services  of 
Commencement  Day.  The  church,  which  the  Col- 
lege have  the  right  to  occupy  on  their  public  days, 
was  never  a  very  suitable  building  for  such  exer- 
cises ;  at  present  it  is  not  only  insufficient  in  size, 
but  is  rapidly  falling  into  decay,  and  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  be  even  safe  many  years  longer. 

Mr.  John  C.  Gray,  as  was  mentioned  in  former 
reports,  established  two  mathematical  prizes  for  the 
year  1860,  and  again  for  1861,  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  each.  The  prizes  for  1860  were  awarded, 
after  a  severe  examination  by  a  special  committee, 
towards  the  close  of  the  Summer  term.  The  same 
liberal-minded  gentleman  has  offered  the  same  sum 
for  two  prizes  in  1862.  It  would  be  very  desira- 
ble to  multiply  such  inducements  to  special  studies, 
by  establishing  prizes  in  the  departments  of  Classics, 
Physical  Science,  and  Philosophy. 

Physical  exercise  has,  of  late  years,  received  a 
large  share  of  public  attention,  in  connection  with 
sedentary  pursuits.  This  is  right ;  and  the  public  at- 
tention has  been  properly  awakened  to  the  importance 
of  the  subject.  But  no  man  ever  killed  himself  by 
hard  study  alone.  The  exercise  of  the  intellectual 
faculties  is  not  only  pleasurable,  but  healthy.  The 
brain  is  a  physical  organ  ;  and  the  vigorous  use  of 
it  in  its   appropriate  function,  as   an  instrument  of 
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the  mind,  conduces  to  bodily  health.  The  statistics 
of  life  prove  conclusively  that  diligent  study  tends 
to  length  of  days.  Many  evils  have  resulted  to 
sedentary  men,  not  from  study,  but  from  the  neglect 
of  exercise  ;  they  have  injured  their  health,  and 
perhaps  shortened  their  lives,  by  forgetting  the 
laws  on  which  the  preservation  of  health  and  life 
depends ;  but  these  evils  are  now  in  a  fair  way  of 
being  remedied  in  our  schools  and  colleges.  The 
subject  requires  prudent  management,  or  the  in- 
troduction of  the  systems  of  exercise  now  recom- 
mended will  do  as  much  harm  as  good.  There  is 
a  tendency  to  exaggeration  and  extravagance.  The 
language  of  some  of  the  recent  discussions  seems 
to  imply  that  muscular  development  is  identical 
with  moral,  intellectual,  and  religious  progress.  It 
seems  to  be  thought  the  panacea  for  all  the  evils 
under  which  humanity  labors.  Extraordinary  feats 
of  strength  are  heralded  by  the  telegraph  as  events 
on  which  the  welfare  of  society  depends.  We  have 
lately  seen  two  great  nations  in  a  state  of  in- 
tense excitement,  while  awaiting  the  result  of  a 
brutal  conflict  between  two  prize-fighters,  whose 
chief  merit  was  that  of  having  beaten  each  other 
out  of  all  resemblance  to  human  beings.  More 
surprising  still,  the  phrase  "  muscular  Christianity  " 
has  become  a  current  commonplace  in  the  litera- 
ture of  the  day,  —  as  if  thews,  sinews,  and  mus- 
cles, and  not  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  contained 
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the  essential  points  of  the  Christian  religion.  These 
are  the  excesses  to  which  ill-balanced  judgments  are 
constantly  running.  Bodily  strength  is  a  good  thing, 
but  it  is  not  the  best  thing.  It  is  a  help  to  the  intel- 
lect, but  it  is  not  identical  with  intellect.  It  facili- 
tates the  vigorous  performance  of  the  duties  of  life, 
without  being  the  essence  of  morality  and  religion. 
But  an  abnormal  condition  of  physical  strength  is 
neither  good  in  itself,  nor  likely  to  prolong  life. 
Many  of  those  who  have  rendered  the  noblest  ser- 
vices to  humanity,  who  have  achieved  the  most  illus- 
trious triumphs  in  art,  literature,  science,  and  phi- 
lanthropy, have  been  men  of  delicate  constitutions 
and  feeble  health.  The  amount  of  labor  performed 
in  the  most  exalted  tasks  has  never  borne  any 
proportion  to  the  muscular  development.  But  it  is 
not  intended  to  say  that  physical  vigor,  and  a 
healthy  activity  of  all  the  forces  of  the  body, 
are  not  proper  objects  of  desire,  and  ought  not  to 
command  the  serious  attention  of  those  who  have 
charge  of  the  education  of  the  young.  Their  impor- 
tance was  fully  recognized  by  that  nation  to  whom 
we  owe  the  largest  intellectual  debt.  But,  on  both 
moral  and  physical  grounds,  we  must  guard  against 
extremes.  "  Nothing  to  excess,"  was  an  ancient 
maxim  of  universal  application.  The  wise  men  of 
antiquity  applied  it  to  this  very  subject,  and  they 
drew  the  line  firmly  between  proper  gymnastic  ex- 
ercise, for  the   cultivation    of  vigor  and   beauty,  as 
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curative  processes  and  gentlemanlike  accomplish- 
ments, as  a  part  of  the  education  of  the  boy  and 
the  daily  recreation  of  the  man,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  the  training  of  the  athletes  on  the  other. 
The  former  they  regarded  as  essential  to  a  sound 
mind  in  a  sound  body ;  the  latter,  as  mischievous 
and  immoral.  And,  indeed,  it  must  be  evident 
that,  to  occupy  the  mind  and  time  with  a  system 
of  physical  exercises,  for  the  purpose  of  enlarg- 
ing to  the  utmost  possible  extent  the  strength  and 
volume  of  the  muscles,  is  inconsistent  with  the 
thorough  training  of  the  intellectual  and  moral  na- 
ture. It  is  the  training  of  a  pugilist  and  a  prize- 
fighter, and  not  the  liberal  culture  of  a  scholar  and 
gentleman.  It  is  lavishing  upon  the  lower  and 
mortal  part  of  our  being  the  priceless  gift  of  time 
and  thought  which  are  due  only  to  the  higher  and 
immortal. 

Recognizing  fully  the  importance  of  physical 
health,  the  authorities  of  the  University  have  en- 
couraged every  form  of  exercise  fitted  to  conduce 
to  that  end.  The  Gymnasium,  founded  by  an  un- 
known benefactor,  has  been  regarded  with  unanimous 
favor.  Tutors  and  professors,  no  less  than  students, 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  healthy 
exercise  it  affords.  A  judicious  system  of  gymnas- 
tics is,  for  various  reasons,  deserving  of  the  attention 
of  studious  men.  It  is  so  flexible  that  it  can  be 
adapted  to  any  kind  of  constitution,  and  to   every 
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part  of  every  constitution.     It  can  be  employed  effi- 
caciously in  restoring  lost  strength,  or  in  preserving 
and   increasing    strength    that    has    been    acquired. 
Its  action  on  the  vital  organs  is  especially  beneficial. 
Another  great  recommendation  of  it  is  the  economy 
of  time.      Twenty    minutes    of  vigorous    gymnastic 
practice,  with    moderate   exercise    in    the   open  air, 
every  day,  is  better  for  the  student  than  many  hours 
of  mere  walking.      During  the  forming   period  of 
the  physical  constitution,  it  is  especially  useful  in 
correcting  natural  defects,  and  promoting  an  equal 
and  well-balanced  growth  of  all  the  parts  of  the  body. 
When  this  period  is  passed,  the  health  so  acquired 
may  be  easily  preserved  by  simple  means,  and  with 
no  loss  of  time,    by   making  some  of  the  common 
exercises    a   part   of   the  morning   toilet,    with    the 
bath,  warm  or  cold.     Unless  some  such  continuation 
of  the  practice  is  adopted,  the  good  effects  of  gym- 
nastic training  cannot   be   made    permanent.      The 
Gymnasium  in  Cambridge  has  now  been  in  operation 
a  year  and  a  half.     The  number  of  persons  availing 
themselves   of  it  has  been   constantly  between  four 
and  five  hundred.     The  College  has  been  fortunate 
in  securing  the  services  of  a  gymnastic  teacher,  who 
is  not  only  master  of  his   profession,  but  a  man  of 
excellent  judgment.      Under  his   supervision   not  a 
single    accident   has   happened    to    any   member   of 
the  classes ;  and  only  a  few  to  persons  using  the 
apparatus  by  themselves. 
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Of  late  years  the  exercise  of  boating  has  been  in- 
troduced to  a  considerable  extent.  This  is  doubtless 
excellent  in  the  main ;  but  there  are  dangers  to  be 
guarded  against.  Of  itself,  rowing  conduces  to  vigor; 
and  the  temperance  and  self-denial  necessary  to  thor- 
ough training  are  an  admirable  discipline.  But  it 
may  be  questioned  whether  the  violent  strain  upon 
youthful  constitutions,  incident  to  the  desire  for 
victory  in  the  race,  is  not  too  full  of  danger  to  be 
encouraged.  It  is  feared  that  some  have  been  per- 
manently injured  by  excessive  efforts ;  and  perhaps 
lives  have  been  shortened.  Another  objection  to 
boating  is  its  expense ;  for  this  reason,  no  student  is 
permitted  to  become  a  member  of  a  boat-club  without 
the  express  sanction  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  in 
writing.  In  its  very  nature  it  is  less  under  control 
than  the  gymnastic  system  ;  and  the  temptations  to 
young  and  inexperienced  men,  ignorant  of  physio- 
logical laws,  and  full  of  animal  spirits  and  eager 
emulation,  are  very  serious.  These  things  are  men- 
tioned, not  with  any  purpose  of  interfering  with 
healthful  and  pleasurable  exercises,  but  with  the 
hope  of  making  useful  suggestions,  and  indicating 
precautions  which  are  thought  necessary  to  secure 
the  greatest  possible  amount  of  benefit  with  the 
least  possible  harm,  from  the  revival  of  manly 
sports. 

It  is  much  to  be  desired  that,  in  connection  with 
this  subject,  a  Professorship  of  Hygiene  should  be  es- 


tablished.  The  services  of  a  skilful  and  experienced 
physician,  who  shall  act  as  the  friend  and  adviser  of 
the  students,  are  greatly  needed.  Brought  together 
from  their  homes,  at  a  critical  age,  without  the  over- 
sight of  parents  or  family  physicians,  many,  no  doubt, 
fall  into  habits  injurious  to  health,  without  being 
conscious  of  the  dangers  they  are  incurring  ;  many 
are  careless  of  precautions  which  are  forced  upon 
them  at  home ;  some  are  drawn  into  temptations 
with  regard  to  eating,  drinking,  and  smoking,  which 
they  need  to  be  warned  against.  The  College 
rules  of  order  in  some  measure  help  to  protect  the 
students  from  these  dangers  ;  but  a  good  physician 
in  the  department  of  hygiene,  who,  as  professor, 
should  give  them  instruction,  by  lectures  or  other- 
wise, at  the  commencement  of  the  College  course, 
and  to  whom  they  might  resort  in  all  cases  of 
illness,  whose  advice  they  should  have  the  right  to 
ask  confidentially  on  all  matters  relating  to  health, 
and  who  should  exercise  a  controlling  direction 
whenever  a  student  appeared  to  suffer  from  bad 
habits,  ignorance,  or  neglect,  would  be  the  best  pos- 
sible safeguard.  The  importance  of  such  a  profes- 
sorship can  hardly  be  exaggerated.  The  Trustees  of 
Amherst  College  have  already  supplied  this  urgent 
want  by  the  appointment  of  a  competent  professor. 
They  have  set  a  good  example,  which  it  would  be 
well  to  follow,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the 
friends  of  Harvard  will  see  to  it  that  the  students, 
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especially   the    undergraduates,   enjoy   the    like    se- 
curity. 

The  advantages  of  a  college  training  are  so  great 
and  permanent,  that  no  one  can  hesitate  a  mo- 
ment in  admitting  that  they  outweigh  its  dangers 
and  defects.  An  unhappy  result  is  the  rare  excep- 
tion ;  the  rule  that  good,  useful,  and  able  men  are 
formed  under  its  discipline,  is  almost  uniform.  Still 
every  human  system  has  its  evils  and  imperfections. 
It  is  a  good  thing  for  a  young  man  to  be  thrown 
upon  his  own  resources,  to  be  removed  from  the 
partialities  and  flatteries  of  home,  to  learn  self- 
knowledge  by  measuring  himself  with  others  who 
will  not  spare  him  the  necessity  of  doing  his  best. 
Such  is  the  situation  of  the  student  at  college. 
But  it  is  an  evil  for  a  young  man  to  feel  that  he 
belongs  to  a  community,  the  peculiar  organization 
of  which  gives  such  force  to  wayward  opinions, 
that  acts  not  tolerated  elsewhere  in  civilized  society 
are  endured,  and  their  authors  protected.  To  some 
extent  this  is  the  case  with  all  educational  institu- 
tions where  young  persons  are  brought  together  in 
close  companionship ;  but  it  is  the  duty  of  those 
who  have  them  in  charge  to  prevent  the  evil  con- 
sequences of  a  mischievous  corporate  sentiment  by 
correcting  the  sentiment  itself  so  far  as  they  pos- 
sibly can. 

The  English  practice  of  making   drudges  out  of 
the  new-comers,  under  the  name  of  fagging,  and  the 
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custom  which  has  grown  up  in  American  colleges  of 
annoying  the  newly  entered  class  by  a  process  called 
hazing,  are  utterly  reprehensible ;  and  nothing  but  a 
false  and  unnatural  sentiment  among  the  members  of 
the  English  schools  and  the  students  of  American 
colleges  would  have  yielded  a  moment's  toleration  to 
such  barbarisms.     The  evil  in  this  country  increases 
with  the  growth  of  colleges,  and  has  become  so  se- 
rious   that   the   attention    of  the    public   has    been 
anxiously  called  to   it.     Parents  have  serious  doubts 
about  sending  their  sons  to  college  the  first  year  ; 
those  who    overcome    their   fears  are  in  a  state  of 
painful  apprehension  until  the  year  is  past.     There 
is  perhaps   some  exaggeration  in    the    common  de- 
scription of  these  abuses ;  but,  making  all  deductions 
on  this  account,  there  is  no  question  that  serious 
outrages  on  the  persons,  property,  and  domiciles  of 
the   younger   members    have    been    perpetrated   for 
many  years  past  in  our  colleges.     It  is  quite  certain 
that  most  of  these  acts  have  originated  in  a  reckless 
love  of  fun,  and  not  in  a  criminal  purpose  deliberately 
formed.     But  students  are  not  boys :  they  are  of  a 
responsible  age;  and  in  any  other  society  they  would 
not  dare  to  violate  the  rights  of  the  youngest  per- 
son; they  could  not  do  these  things  without  arousing 
a  storm  of  public  indignation,  and  exposing  them- 
selves to  the  animadversion  of  the  law.     Any  society 
which  fails  to  protect  all  its  members,  however  feeble 
or  young,  in  their  persons  and  property,  so  far  fails 
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to  accomplish  the  objects  of  a  civilized  community. 
A  practical  joke  is  bad  enough ;  it  is  always  vulgar 
and  witless.  If  this  were  all,  the  matter  might  be 
left  to  correct  itself;  but  midnight  assaults  upon 
defenceless  persons,  or  upon  their  rooms,  the  break- 
ing of  windows  and  destruction  of  furniture,  are 
something  more,  —  they  are  cowardly  and  criminal. 
The  possibility  of  a  single  such  act  in  a  society  of 
scholars  —  of  persons  accustomed  to  the  amenities  of 
polished  society,  and  governed  by  the  spirit  of  gen- 
tlemen in  their  other  relations  —  is  surprising.* 

It  is  the  natural  dictate  of  generosity  to  protect 
the  young,  and  to  receive  the  stranger  with  hospi- 
tality. The  practice  in  question  reverses  this,  and 
encourages  acts  which  are  ungenerous,  inhospitable, 
and  tyrannical.  As  the  number  of  students  increases, 
the  evils  and  dangers  become  greater.  There  is 
reason  to   believe   that  in  some  cases  the  health  of 


*  A  distinguished  graduate  of  Harvard,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Osgood  of  New 
York,  has  lately  published  an  admirable  little  volume,  entitled  "  Student 
Life :  Letters  and  Recollections  for  a  Young  Friend."  It  ought  to  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  every  youth  intending  to  enter  College.  The  fol- 
lowing passage  has  an  important  bearing  upon  this  subject :  — 

"  The  injustice  that  is  the  offspring  of  false  honor  shows  itself  in  college 
in  various  ways,  sometimes  in  annoying  fellow-students,  sometimes  in 
assaulting  or  plundering  the  townspeople,  and  sometimes  by  conspiring 
against  the  college  government.  Sometimes,  indeed,  a  certain  passion  for 
fun  is  more  prominent  than  any  depraved  spirit  of  mischief ;  yet  such  fun, 
when  persistently  pursued,  ends  in  habitual  mischief,  and  has  left  a  mark 
upon  many  a  youth's  fortune  and  disposition  that  years  cannot  obliterate. 
In  every  class  there  is  more  or  less  disposition  to  oppress  the  more  sensi- 
tive of  its  own  members,  whilst  there  is  a  standing  custom  of  annoying  to 
the  utmost  all  novices  in  the  lower  classes.  I  have  no  objection  to  giving 
the  greenhorns  a  little  good-natured  initiation,  but  when  it  comes  to  per- 
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the  victims  has  been  seriously  broken.  And  there 
is  another  danger.  Every  man,  young  or  old,  has  a 
right  to  defend  his  person  from  lawless  assaults,  and 
the  blame  and  peril,  whatever  means  he  may  resort 
to,  belong  to  the  assailant.  It  would  be  a  great 
misfortune  should  blood  be  shed  in  resisting  such 
outrages;  but  if  they  are  allowed  to  go  on,  this 
result  will  be  inevitable.  Youths  of  a  courageous 
temper  and  a  quick  sense  of  honor  will  not  submit 
to  personal  degradation.  They  will  arm  themselves 
with  deadly  weapons,  and  will  use  them  in  self- 
defence.  The  Faculty  of  Harvard  College  have 
always  regarded  these  reckless  acts  as  grave  of- 
fences, and  have  punished  their  authors,  when 
detected,   with  summary  dismission. 

The  annual  game  of  football  had  degenerated 
into  a  fight  between  the  Classes,  in  which  serious 
injuries  were   inflicted.     Information   was    given  to 

sonal  insults,  injury  to  property,  falsehood,  and  theft,  the  joke  goes  too 
far ;  and  I  have  known  outrages  to  be  committed  by  students  upon  their 
fellows,  especially  of  the  younger  classes,  that  no  sophistry  could  call  by 
any  other  name  than  ruffianly  and  dastardly,  as  mean  as  they  were  inso- 
lent, because  so  sure  of  doing  harm  with  impunity." —  pp.  68,  69. 

The  offences  enumerated  in  the  following  sentences  have  nearly  become 
obsolete.  It  is  well  that  their  true  character  should  be  pointed  out.  The 
remark  in  the  last  sentence  is  as  true  as  it  is  important. 

"  As  to  wrongs  to  persons  outside  the  college  walls,  such  as  are  done  in 
street-fights,  robbery  of  orchards  and  hen-roosts,  it  is  important  to  remem- 
ber that  the  Homeric  age  has  passed  away,  that  piracy  is  no  longer  hero- 
ism, and  to  knock  down  a  policeman  or  to  plunder  farms  is  felony.  The 
sooner  students  understand  that  they  are  bound  by  the  law  of  the  land, 
the  better  for  their  morals  and  their  mirth,  and  the  sooner  they  will  be 
moved  to  let  their  neighbor's  goods  alone,  and  to  seek  sport  in  more  free 
and  congenial  fields." — pp.  69,  70. 
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the  President  by  parents  and  teachers,  that  it  was  a 
growing  custom  of  scholars  preparing  to  enter  col- 
lege to  take  lessons  in  sparring  and  boxing,  by  way 
of  qualification  for  the  football  match  at  the  opening 
of  the  term.  And  it  was  known  to  him,  from  the 
testimony  of  persons  who  had  witnessed,  and  of 
others  who  had  taken  part  in  the  contest,  that  it 
was  no  longer  a  manly  trial  of  skill  and  strength, 
but  a  struggle  of  brute  force,  —  not  only  utterly 
unfit  for  the  members  of  a  university,  but  dangerous 
to  life  and  limb. 

For  these  reasons,  the  Faculty  thought  themselves 
called  upon  imperatively,  the  past  year,  to  put  a  stop 
to  the  football  meeting  and  to  "  hazing,"  and  they 
passed  a  vote  directing  the  President  to  take  the 
necessary  measures.  He  accordingly  sent  a  circular 
to  the  parents  of  those  to  whom  the  votes  referred, 
informing  them  of  the  course  the  Faculty  had 
adopted,  and  requesting  them  to  use  their  influence 
in  persuading  their  sons  voluntarily  to  discontinue 
these  abuses ;  and  before  the  end  of  the  term  he  made 
a  personal  appeal  to  the  Class.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  the  following  term  he  addressed  them 
again,  urging  them  as  scholars,  Christians,  and 
gentlemen  not  to  continue  practices  so  unsuitable 
to  the  place,  and  so  severely  condemned  by  a  just 
public  opinion.  Many  of  the  parents  responded, 
entirely  approving  the  determination  which  the 
Faculty  had  taken  on  both  the  matters  included  in 
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their  votes.  Indeed,  there  was  not,  so  far  as  known, 
a  single  dissenting  opinion  among  the  parents  of  the 
students,  or  the  public  generally.  The  President 
is  satisfied  that  more  than  nine  tenths  of  the 
students  themselves  desired  that  such  unscholarly 
and  unlawful  usages  should  cease.  It  was  be- 
lieved that  all  would  yield  a  ready  compliance  with 
requirements  so  necessary  and  reasonable.  The  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Classes  for  the  football  match 
was  abandoned  ;  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  other 
and  still  more  objectionable  practice  would  be  dis- 
continued with  equal  readiness.  The  President  re- 
grets to  say  that  this  hope  was  not  entirely  realized, 
and  the  Faculty  found  themselves  compelled,  in 
the  course  of  the  present  term,  to  carry  their  re- 
solve into  effect  by  several  acts  of  discipline.  It 
is  earnestly  hoped  that  these  may  be  the  last  pun- 
ishments for  such  offences.  The  President  has  no 
hesitation  in  saying,  that,  if  the  present  organi- 
zation of  the  College  is  insufficient  for  the  protec- 
tion of  its  members  from  such  wanton  outrages, 
then  the  organization  should  be  changed ;  for  the 
security  of  person,  property,  and  domicile  of  every 
member  of  college  is  a  condition  which  must  be  in- 
sisted on  at  any  cost.  If  college  laws  are  inadequate 
to  establish  this  principle,  then  it  will  be  the  duty 
of  the  academical  authorities  to  resort  to  other  meas- 
ures. If  the  peculiar  forms  and  influences  of  col- 
lege life  should  be  found  to  interfere  with  the  just 
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and  equal  rights  of  all  the  members,  then  the  forms 
of  college  life  should  be  modified.  If  the  system 
of  classes,  and  the  assembling  of  students  in  col- 
lege buildings,  separated  in  some  measure  from  the 
common  influences  of  society,  create  inevitably  a 
public  sentiment  which  defies  and  resists  author- 
ity and  perpetuates  barbarous  abuses,  then  college 
classes  should  be  broken  up,  the  buildings  used  for 
other  purposes,  and  the  entire  system  reconstructed, 
so  that  each  young  man  shall  be,  like  young  men 
in  other  conditions  of  life,  directly  and  individually 
responsible  for  his  acts. 

Such  an  alternative,  however,  is  not  likely  to  be 
presented.  It  cannot  be  doubted  that  a  very  large 
majority  of  the  young  men  will,  in  good  time,  not 
only  acquiesce  in,  but  support  a  principle  right  in 
itself  and  essential  to  their  highest  interests. 

But  it  is  very  clear,  that,  with  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  students,  the  responsibility  of  each  and  all  to 
the  laws  of  the  land  —  a  principle  which  has  always 
been  embodied  in  the  laws  of  the  College  —  must 
be  the  rule,  and  not  the  exception,  whenever  serious 
infractions  of  the  law  are  committed.  The  College 
Faculty  is  not  a  body  that  can  well  investigate  such 
offences.  Its  members  have  no  power  to  place  wit- 
nesses on  the  stand,  or  to  administer  an  oath ;  and 
if  they  had,  they  cannot  inflict  punishment  upon 
conviction  of  the  offender.  The  highest  penalty 
they  can  impose  is  expulsion   from  College.      The 
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division  of  the  students  into  classes  has  much  to 
recommend  it.  Among  classmates  a  strong  and 
peculiar  friendship,  formed  by  equality  of  age,  sim- 
ilarity of  pursuits,  and  intimate  association  for 
four  years  of  the  plastic  period  of  youth,  springs 
up,  and  lasts  through  the  longest  life.  In  such 
an  organization,  however,  the  members  of  a  class 
can  never  be  brought  to  bear  witness  against  each 
other,  or  against  fellow-students  of  other  classes, 
in  examinations  before  the  College  Faculty;  and 
they  ought  not  to  be  required  to  do  this,  in  ordinary 
cases  of  college  discipline.  As  students,  their  rela- 
tion to  each  other  is  not  analogous  to  that  of 
citizen  to  citizen  ;  and  the  College  government  is 
not  a  political  or  judicial  body  of  their  own  creating. 
Recognizing  these  truths,  the  Faculty  of  Harvard 
College  never  require  a  student  to  testify  before 
them  against  his  fellows. 

But  there  is  another  side  to  the  picture.  The 
close  union  between  classmates  sometimes  gives  a 
pernicious  power  to  the  evil-disposed,  and  establishes 
maxims  of  conduct  at  variance  with  the  principles 
elsewhere  universally  admitted.  It  affords  a  ready 
means  of  banding  together  in  opposition  to  the  dis- 
cipline absolutely  necessary  for  the  accomplishment 
of  the  very  purposes  for  which  they  came  to  the 
University.  The  lawless  and  wilful  spirit  thus 
generated  sometimes  draws  the  best  disposed  and 
most  orderly  in  their  general  conduct,  by  the   con- 
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tagious  excitement  of  sympathy,  into  acts  which  they 
deplore  when  the  frenzy  has  run  its  course.  It 
is  thought  this  evil  may  be  checked,  and  the  con- 
sequences of  these  paroxysms  of  insubordination 
avoided,  if  it  is  understood  once  for  all  that  serious 
violations  of  the  law  shall  be  dealt  with  by  the 
appropriate  tribunals.  The  temporary  and  abnormal 
influences  of  college  association  cease  in  the  pres- 
ence of  public  justice.  The  witness  must  take  the 
stand,  whether  student  or  apprentice,  young  or  old, 
rich  or  poor,  and  is  compelled  to  aid,  to  the  extent 
of  his  knowledge,  in  the  discovery  of  the  truth. 
Deeds  of  violence  and  personal  outrage  ought  to  be 
put  down  by  the  force  of  a  sound  public  opinion 
among  the  students  themselves;  but  this  will  never 
be  effected  so  long  as  the  theory  prevails  that  the 
College  premises  are  inaccessible  to  the  operation  of 
the  laws  of  the  land,  —  so  long  as  the  perpetrators 
of  such  deeds  can  rely  upon  the  protection  of  their 
fellow-students,  and  are  allowed  ta  suppose,  however 
erroneously,  that  they  are  only  amenable  to  a  col- 
lege faculty,  who  have,  as  they  are  well  aware,  no 
adequate  power. 

The  principle  of  responsibility  to  the  laws  has 
always  been  recognized  here;  but  when  the  num- 
ber of  students  was  small,  the  discipline  of  the 
College  and  the  authority  of  the  Faculty  were  suf- 
ficient, except  in  cases  that  occurred  at  long  inter- 
vals.    In  this  age  our  American  Colleges  are  rapidly 
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becoming  great  Universities  ;  student  life  is  assum- 
ing larger  proportions,  and  acquiring  a  more  com- 
manding position ;  it  is  growing  every  year  more 
important  that  principles  of  justice  which  regulate 
all  civilized  society  should  be  incorporated  in  the 
system  of  academical  government ;  that  boyish  mis- 
chief and  headstrong  passion,  and  the  tyranny  of 
senseless  customs,  should  be  restrained,  and  manly 
obedience  to  lawful  authority,  and  respect  for  each 
other's  personal  rights  as  gentlemen  and  scholars, 
become  the  universal  rule.  The  parietal  and  do- 
mestic government,  which  formerly  served  the  pur- 
pose of  maintaining  order  sufficiently  well,  cannot 
much  longer  be  regarded  as  a  fit  substitute  for  the 
legal  responsibilities  to  which  all  other  citizens  are 
at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances  subjected. 

This  subject  has  been  dwelt  upon  somewhat 
at  length  because  at  tbis  moment  there  is  no  ques- 
tion of  more  vital  importance  to  the  continued  pros- 
perity of  the  College. 

It  must  not  be  inferred  that  the  disorderly  acts 
referred  to  have  extended  to  any  considerable  num- 
ber of  the  students,  or  that  they  have  been  more 
common  than  usual  during  the  period  embraced  in 
this  report.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  believed  that 
fewrer  flagrant  instances  have  occurred  than  in  pre- 
ceding years.  But  the  subject  is  now  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board,  because  special  efforts 
have  been  made  to  put  an  end  to  these  particular 
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offences  ;  and  because  a  period  has  arrived  in  the 
progress  of  the  University  when,  according  to  the 
best  judgment  of  the  undersigned,  its  future  wel- 
fare and  good  name  require  that  an  end  be  put  to 
them  forever,  let  the  immediate  consequences  be 
what  they  may.  The  moral  and  religious  condition 
of  the  society,  —  the  temperance,  order,  and  indus- 
try which  have  been  its  general  characteristics, — 
the  growing  sense  of  the  sacred  and  immutable 
obligations  of  truth,  of  which  striking  proofs  have 
been  given  within  the  past  year,  —  inspire  the 
hope  that  whatever  is  amiss  in  college  opinion  and 
practice  upon  the  points  in  question  will  be  cor- 
rected by  the  good  sense  and  right  feeling  of  the 
students,  in  accordance  with  the  progress  of  Chris- 
tian civilization  and  an  enlightened  public  opinion.

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Summary  Statement  of  the  Course  of  Instruction  pur- 
sued IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
DURING   THE   ACADEMICAL   YEAR   1859-60. 


I.     ACADEMICAL   DEPARTMENT. 
1.   Religious  Instruction. 

Instruction  in  "  Christian  Morals,"  and  in  the  "  Christian 
Evidences,"  has  been  regularly  given  by  Frederic  D.  Hun- 
tington, D.  D.,  Preacher  to  the  University  and  Plummer  Pro- 
fessor of  Christian  Morals.  During  the  First  Term  of  the  year 
he  heard  recitations  from  the  Freshman  Class,  twice  a  week, 
in  Whately's  Lessons  on  Christian  Morals  and  Christian  Evi- 
dences, a  text-book  that  has  been  substituted  for  Whewell  and 
Paley. 

Lectures  on  the  Special  Duties  and  Exposures  of  a  College 
Life  have  been  delivered  by  this  Professor  to  the  same  Class. 

The  service  of  Daily  Prayers  has  been  attended  by  him,  in 
the  Chapel.  He  has  also  been  responsible  for  the  supply  of 
the  Chapel  Pulpit  on  Sundays. 

Other  religious  exercises,  at  which  the  attendance  is  volun- 
tary, have  been  conducted  by  the  same  officer. 

Professor  Huntington  having  resigned  his  place  at  the  close 
of  the  First  Term,  the  President  was  authorized  to  make  a 
special  arrangement  with  him  to  perform  the  customary  duties 
of  the  office,  or  to  provide  for  them,  until  the  end  of  the  Ac- 
ademic year. 
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At  present,  two  hundred  and  thirteen  students  have  leave  of 
absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  Sunday  at  home ;  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-seven  attend  worship  in  the  College  Chapel ; 
and  eighty-three  attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 


2.   Philosophy. 

The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  lectures, 
recitations,  familiarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  the  Professor, 
and  written  forensic  exercises. 

The  Department  was  under  the  charge  of  Francis  Bowen, 
A.  M.,  Alford  Professor.  During  the  first  Academic  Term, 
the  Senior  Class  recited  four  times  a  week  in  Reid's  Essays 
on  the  Intellectual  Powers  and  Bowen's  Ethics  and  Meta- 
physics. During  the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited 
six  times  a  week  in  Bowen's  Political  Economy  and  Hamil- 
ton's Metaphysics.  The  Class  recited  in  three  Divisions,  on 
the  first  four  days  of  the  week,  so  that  the  recitation  of  each 
day  occupied  three  hours. 

Forensics  were  read,  throughout  the  year,  every  Tuesday 
forenoon,  by  the  Seniors,  half  of  the  Class  attending  each 
week. 

All  the  instruction  in  this  Department  is  now  given  to  the 
Senior  Class. 


3.   Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  Department  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Francis 
J.  Child,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted 
in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jennison,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  is  given  to  the  three  upper 
Classes,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  English  Com- 
position, and  by  recitations  in  Grammar  and  Rhetoric* 

The  Sophomores,  during  the  First  Term  of  the  current  year, 
studied  Vernon's  Anglo-Saxon  Guide. 

One  fourth  of  the  Class  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical 
exercise  upon  them,  every  week  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  recitations,  twice 
a  week,  during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Rhetoric. 

They  write  Themes,  and  attend  a  critical  exercise  upon 
them,  once  every  two  weeks,  through  the  year. 

They  also  declaim,  by  sections  of  nine,  every  week,  before 
the  Class  and  the  instructors. 

*  Logic,  which  has  of  late  years  formed  part  of  the  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment, is  now  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Philosophy. 
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The  inspection  of  performances  for  Commencement  and 
other  Public  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 

The  foregoing  statement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 

In  addition  to  the  exercises  in  Declamation  already  men- 
tioned, there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution, 
which  is  wholly  under  the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Nine  Juniors  attended  him  every  week  in  an  exercise  pre- 
paratory to  the  weekly  Declamation  of  the  Class. 

The  Sophomores  and  Freshmen  attended  him  once  every 
week,  during  the  year. 

He  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year  ;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
of  which  is  regularly  attended  by  the  Professor. 

Leave  of  absence  having  been  granted  to  Professor  Child,  his 
place,  during  a  part  of  the  First  Term,  was  supplied  by  Mr. 
Jennison. 


4.    History. 

Instruction  was  given  in  this  Department  to  the  Senior 
Class,  during  the  last  academical  year,  by  the  Professor  of 
History.  The  books  used  were  Guizot's  Lectures  on  the  His- 
tory of  Civilization  in  France  and  in  Europe,  Hallam's  Con- 
stitutional History,  with  the  Student's  Hume,  and  Sheppard's 
Constitutional  Text-Book.  The  Class  recited  four  times  a 
week  during  the  year,  and  were  examined  by  written  ques- 
tions and  orally  at  the  end  of  the  Second  Term.  A  course 
of  Lectures  was  also  read  to  the  Class  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
The  Freshman  Class  recited  twice  a  week  during  the  Second 
Term  to  Mr.  Jennison,  the  Tutor  in  History,  in  Liddell's  His- 
tory of  Rome,  and  were  examined  by  written  questions  and 
orally  at  the  end  of  that  Term. 


5.   Latin. 

During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  University  Professor  of  Latin, 
assisted  by  Ephraim  W.  Gurney,  Edwin  H.  Abbot,  and  Solo- 
mon Lincoln,  Tutors.  The  instruction  of  the  Senior  and  Junior 
Classes  was  conducted  by  Professor  Lane,  that  of  the  Sopho- 
more Class  by  Mr.  Gurney,  and  that  of  the  Freshman  Class 
by  Mr.  Abbot  and  Mr.  Lincoln. 

Instruction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  from  Livy,  the   Odes  of  Horace,  Roman  Antiqui- 
ties, and  in  writing  Latin,  once  a  month. 
6 
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To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Satires  of  Horace,  and 
Cicero's  Oration  for  Sestius,  and  in  writing  Latin,  once  a 
month. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  the  Eunuchus  of  Terence  and  a 
part  of  the  Annals  of  Tacitus,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose  and 
verse. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  Tibullus,  and  in  writing  Latin  prose. 

In  the  three  lower  Classes  the  Latin  was  a  required  study  ; 
with  the  Seniors  it  was  elective. 


6.   Greek. 

The  Greek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Cornelius 
Conway  Felton,  LL.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature, 
and  Evangelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.  M.,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Greek,  William  W.  Goodwin,  P.D.,  and  Solomon  Lincoln, 
A. B.,  Tutors. 

The  Freshmen  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Sophocles  and  Mr. 
Lincoln.  They  were  divided  into  four  alphabetical  Sections. 
The  text-books  during  the  First  Term  were  Homer's  Odys- 
sey and  the  Panegyricus  of  Isocrates ;  during  the  Second 
Term,  the  Oration  of  Lycurgus  against  Leocrates.  There  were 
five  recitations  a  week  during  each  Term,  besides  an  exercise 
every  fortnight  in  Greek  Prose  Composition. 

The  Sophomores  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Goodwin.  They 
were  divided  into  four  alphabetical  Sections,  each  Section  re- 
citing three  times  a  week.  They  read  the  Olynthiacs  and 
Philippics  during  the  First  Term,  and  parts  of  the  Orations 
against  Aristocrates  and  against  Timocrates  during  the  Second 
Term. 

The  Juniors  and  Seniors  were  instructed  by  the  Professor. 

The  Seniors  and  Juniors  attended  three  exercises  each  week. 
The  Professor  also  delivered  a  course  of  public  Lectures  to 
the  Junior  Class,  on  Greek  Literature,  one  Lecture  being  de- 
livered each  week  during  the  First  Term. 

The  Juniors  recited  in  three  alphabetical  Sections.  In  the 
First  Term,  they  read  the  Ajax  of  Sophocles,  and  the  Clouds 
of  Aristophanes  ;  in  the  Second  Term,  the  Clouds  of  Aristopha- 
nes, and  parts  of  the  Iliad. 

A  Section  of  eighteen  Seniors  selected  the  Greek  as  an 
elective  study.  They  read  Demosthenes  against  the  Law  of 
Leptines,  against  Meidias,  and  against  Androtion,  in  the  First 
Term  ;  and  the  Agamemnon  of  iEschylus  in  the  Second 
Term. 
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7.    Hebrew. 


This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages  ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year,  if  desired.  Attendance  on 
this  branch  is  optional.  During  the  past  year  five  members 
of  the  Senior  Class  have  pursued  the  study  of  Hebrew,  and 
have  made  very  satisfactory  progress. 


8.   Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  James 
R.  Lowell,  A.M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  were 
in  the  Department  two  Instructors  :  Charles  Miel,  A.  M., 
Instructor  in  French,  and  George  Adam  Schmitt,  Instructor 
in  German.* 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modern  Languages  are  optional.  2.  A  student  commen- 
cing the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted  to  leave  it  before 
the  close  of  the  year  without  a  vote  of  the  Faculty.  3.  The 
students  are  formed  into  Sections,  and  are  carried  forward 
according  to  their  proficiency,  without  reference  to  Classes. 
4.  The  days  of  instruction  are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays. 

The  French  Language  was  taught  to  students  of  the  Jun- 
ior and  Sophomore  Classes,  in  two  Sections.  One  hour  a 
day,  three  days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  de- 
voted to  each  Section.  The  instruction  was  given  by  trans- 
lation from  text-books,  written  exercises,  and  practice  in 
speaking   at    each  recitation. 

Instruction  was  given  in  German  by  translation  from  Ger- 
man into  English  and  from  English  into  German,  the  text- 
books used  being  Gothe's  "Faust"  and  Follen's  "German 
Reader."  The  Instructor  has  paid  especial  attention  to 
grounding  the  students  thoroughly  in  the  elements  of  the 
language,  and  has  met  his  class  one  evening  in  each  week 
for  practice  in  conversation. 

The  students  in  Spanish  and  Italian  from  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Classes  recited  in  two  Sections  three  times  a  week 
during  the  year.  Instruction  was  given  by  translation  from 
text-books,  and  by  written  exercises. 

*  In  Spanish  and  Italian  the  instruction  is  given  by  Professor  Lowell. 
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Instruction  in  Italian  was  given  to  one  Section  of  Seniors 
three  times  a  week  during  the  year,  by  translation  from  text- 
books, written  exercises,  and  practice  in  speaking. 

Professor  Lowell  delivered  Lectures  during  the  First  Term 
of  the  Academic  Year.  A  class  of  volunteer  students  in 
Italian  read  Dante  with  him  three  times  a  week  during  the 
year. 

9.   Mathematics. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, Charles  William  Eliot,  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics and  Chemistry,  and  Edward  Pearce,  Tutor. 

The  Freshman  Class  recited  in  four  sections  on  four  days 
of  the  week,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday, 
throughout  the  year,  from  the  following  text-books  ;  namely, 
Peirce's  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry,  Peirce's  Algebra,  except 
Chapters  IV.  and  VIII.,  and  Chauvenet's  Plane  Trigonometry. 

The  Sophomore  Class  recited  in  four  sections,  on  three  days 
in  the  week,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  throughout  the 
year,  from  the  following  text-books ;  namely,  Peirce's  Spherical 
Trigonometry,  Chapter  IV.  of  Peirce's  Algebra,  and  J.  M. 
Peirce's  Analytic  Geometry. 

Instruction  was  given  to  those  who  elected  Mathematics  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years  by  Lectures  and  Recitations,  on 
three  days  in  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday, 
throughout  the  year,  in  the  Differential,  Imaginary,  Integral, 
and  Residual  Calculuses  and  the  Calculus  of  Quaternions,  and 
in  the  Mathematical  Theory  of  Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 


10.   Physics. 

During  the  past  academical  year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment was  conducted  by  Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  whole  Junior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a 
week  during  the  First  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  Her- 
schel's  Outlines  of  Astronomy  and  Lardner's  Course  of  Nat- 
ural Philosophy.  This  Class  was  examined  at  the  end  of 
the  Second  Term  in  both  books.  The  examination  was  both 
oral  and  written. 

Each  Class  was  divided  into  three  Divisions ;  and  each  Di- 
vision remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise  ; 
in  all  nine  hours  a  week. 
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The  Senior  Class  attended  a  course  of  twenty-four  Lectures 
on  Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  The  Junior  Class 
attended  a  similar  course  of  twenty-four  Lectures.  The  whole 
course,  which  extends  through  two  years,  consists  of  about 
sixty  Lectures  of  one  hour  each ;  or  one  Lecture  to  each  Class 
for  every  week  of  both  Terms.  The  subject  last  year  was 
Mechanics,  applied  to  Solids,  Liquids,  and  Gases,  including 
Optics.  These  Lectures  are  always  attended  by  some  mem- 
bers of  the  Scientific  and  Professional  Schools. 


11.   Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor.  During  the  First  Term,  the 
Sophomore  Class  recited  twice  a  week,  from  the  first  half  of 
Stockhardt's  Elements  of  Chemistry,  and  attended  a  course  of 
Experimental  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the  Non-Metallic 
Elements.  During  the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited 
twice  a  week,  from  the  remainder  of  the  same  book,  and 
attended  a  course  of  about  thirty  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry 
of  the  Metallic  Elements. 

The  Junior  Class  recited  twice  a  week  from  a  work  on 
Chemical  Physics  prepared  by  the  Professor  expressly  for 
their  use.  The  portion  of  the  book  studied  was  that  relating 
to  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Pneumatics. 


12.   Natural  History. 

This  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  Gray,  M.D., 
Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

Throughout  the  Second  Term  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology  and  Morphology,  by 
recitations  from  Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  with  informal 
Lectures,  microscopical  demonstrations,  and  written  examina- 
tions. These  exercises  were  attended  by  the  Class,  in  three 
Sections,  twice  a  week,  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 

A  course  of  Lectures  upon  Geographical  and  Systematic 
Botany,  consisting  of  two  Lectures  per  week  throughout  the 
Term,  was  delivered  to  those  students  of  the  Junior  Class 
who  elected  the  study.  These  Lectures  were  attended  by 
about  fifty  Juniors  and  a  few  Scientific  Students.  From 
the  middle  of  May  to  the  end  of  the  Term,  private  prac- 
tical lessons  were  given  by  the  Professor,  twice  a  week,  to 
thirty  members  of  the  Class,  who  chose  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege. 
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The  course  of  Lectures  on  Geology,  delivered  by  Professor 
Agassiz  during  the  First  Term,  and  that  upon  Zoology  during 
the  Second  Term,  are  open  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class. 


13.   Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

A  course  of  twenty-three  Lectures  on  the  Anatomy  and 
Physiology  of  Animals  was  delivered  during  the  First  Term 
to  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  by  Jeffries  Wyman,  M.D., 
Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy.  The  Lectures  were  given  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  at  12  M.,  in  the  anatomical  lecture- 
room  in  Boylston  Hall. 


II.     PROFESSIONAL   SCHOOLS. 

1.  Divinity  School. 

The  Divinity  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Rev.  Con  vers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care ;  the  Rev.  George  R. 
Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature  ; 
the  Rev.  Frederick  H.  Hedge,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Ecclesiasti- 
cal History  ;  and  Rev.  George  E.  Ellis,  D.D.,  Professor  of 
Systematic  Theology. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Classes  ;  the  Jun- 
ior, Middle,  and  Senior. 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkman  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics,  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Church  Polity,  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of 
Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pastoral  Office,  together  with 
several  Exercises  of  a  miscellaneous  character.  To  the  Han- 
cock Professor,  the  Principles  of  Criticism  and  Interpreta- 
tion, the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old  and  the  New 
Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language.  The  Professor  of 
Ecclesiastical  History  and  the  Professor  of  Systematic  Theol- 
ogy give  instruction  in  the  branches  of  Theology  which  their 
titles  designate. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  preach  on  Sunday  evening 
during  part  of  the  year  in  one  of  the  churches  of  this  city. 
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There  is  also  a  weekly  exercise  in  extemporaneous  speaking, 
attended  by  the  whole  School. 

The  present  number  of  students  (December,  1860)  is  22. 
They  come  from  the  States  of  Vermont,  New  Hampshire, 
Maine,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  and 
Indiana ;  and  those  of  them  who  are  graduates,  from  Dart- 
mouth, Bowdoin,  Amherst,  Harvard,  and  Antioch  Colleges, 
and  from  the  Philadelphia  Central  High  School. 


2.   Law  School. 

During  the  Academic  Year  1859  -  60,  the  Law  School  has 
continued  under  the  superintendence  of  Joel  Parker,  LL.D., 
Royall  Professor  of  Law,  Theophilus  Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane 
Professor  of  Law,  and  Emory  Washburn,  LL.D.,  University 
Professor  of  Law. 

The  Royall  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the  Law 
of  Bailments,  Corporations,  Pleading,  Constitutional  Law  and 
the  Jurisprudence  of  the  United  States,  and  Equity  Jurispru- 
dence, Pleading,  and  Evidence. 

The  Dane  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Blackstone's 
Commentaries,  Kent's  Commentaries,  the  Law  of  Shipping 
and  Admiralty,  the  Law  of  Bills  and  Notes,  and  the  Law  of 
Partnership. 

The  University  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the 
Domestic  Relations,  upon  Bankruptcy,  Conflict  of  Laws,  and 
the  Law  of  Sales,  and  the  Law  of  Real  Property. 

There  have  been  no  new  arrangements  in  relation  to  the 
organization  of  the  School  or  the  course  of  instruction. 

Ten  Lectures  are  delivered  in  each  week,  generally  from 
text-books  designated ;  and  in  the  course  of  the  Lectures  ex- 
aminations are  made,  by  inquiry  of  the  students  as  to  cases  or 
principles  presented  to  them  in  connection  with  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  Lecture.  The  Faculty  continue  this  method  of 
examination,  being  convinced  that  no  other  would  meet  so  sat- 
isfactorily the  wants  of  the  School. 

A  Moot  Court  has  been  held  each  week  by  one  of  the  Pro- 
fessors ;  and  continued  experience  strengthens  the  confidence 
of  the  Faculty  and  the  students  in  the  great  utility  of  these 
courts.  That  they  must  be  especially  useful  to  the  students 
engaged  in  them  as  counsel  is  obvious.  But  they  are  almost 
equally  profitable  to  others  who  investigate  the  questions  pre- 
sented, and  indeed  to  all  who  attend  them,  and  make  use  of 
the  opportunities  they  offer  to  learn  to  take  notes  readily  and 
accurately. 
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Clubs  for  discussion  and  debate,  and  for  the  argument  of 
cases,  have  been  continued  by  the  students.  The  Faculty 
regard  them  as  eminently  useful,  and  provide  for  them  all  the 
facilities  and  encouragement  in  their  power. 

Prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  awarded  as  before  ;  with 
the  usual  strong  commendation  of  the  essays  by  the  Committee. 

The  average  number  of  students  attending  in  the  course  of 
the  year  was  one  hundred  and  sixty-one.  They  came  from 
twenty-six  of  the  United  States,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  and  France. 

The  degree  of  LL.B.  was  conferred  at  Commencement  upon 
sixty-two  students. 

3.   Medical  School. 

This  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

D.  Humphreys  Storer,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Midwifery  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence  ; 

J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.D.,  Shattuck  Professor  of  Morbid  Anat- 
omy ; 

Henry  I.  Bowditch,  M.D.,  Jackson  Professor  of  Clinical 
Medicine  ; 

George  C.  Shattuck,  Hersey  Professor  of  the  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Physic ; 

Oliver  W.  Holmes,  M.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology  ; 

Henry  J.  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Surgery ; 

Edward  H.  Clarke,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  ; 

John  Bacon,  M.D.,  University  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  Courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
the  several  Professors  in  their  respective  departments.  The 
Lectures  begin  annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November, 
and  continue  four  months,  or  seventeen  weeks.  The  students 
also  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
session  of  1859-60  was  191. 

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 


4.   Lawrence  Scientific  School. 

This  institution  was  under  the  superintendence  of 
Louis  Agassiz,  LL.D.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Zoology  and 
Geology  ; 
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Benjamin  Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy 
and  Mathematics  ; 

Asa  Gray,  M.D.,  Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History  ; 

Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy  ; 

Jeffries  Wyman,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy  ; 

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineering ; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
turer on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts, 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty  ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and 
Mineralogy. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraces  systematic  practical  ex- 
ercises in  the  several  Laboratories  of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wy- 
man, Gray,  and  Horsford  ;  instruction  in  Engineering  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Eustis ;  occasional  excursions  to  lo- 
calities and  manufacturing  establishments  of  scientific  interest 
in  the  neighborhood ;  recitations  ;  and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  are  as  follows  :  — 

On  Geology,  and  on  the  Structure  and  Classification  of  the 
Animal  Kingdom,  by  Professor  Agassiz,  between  forty  and 
forty-five  Lectures  each  Term.  Scientific  excursions  are 
made  about  once  a  fortnight. 

On  the  Differential  Calculus,  twice  a  week,  thirty  Lectures ; 
and  on  Analytical  Mechanics,  three  times  a  week,  forty-five 
Lectures,  by  Professor  Peirce. 

The  Lectures  were  attended  by  several  members  of  the 
Scientific  and  Law  Schools,  and  by  the  Undergraduates. 

The  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  branches  of  science 
was  ninety-seven,  exclusive  of  the  members  of  the  other  Pro- 
fessional Schools,  and  of  the  Undergraduates,  who  attended 
the  Scientific  Lectures. 


5.    Astronomical  Observatory. 

During  the  past  year  the  Astronomical  Observatory  has 
been  under  the  superintendence  of  George  P.  Bond,  A.M., 
Director  of  the  Observatory. 

The  Observatory  was  not  founded  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
elementary  instruction  in  Astronomy  and  the  kindred  sciences, 
but  to  furnish  accurate  systematic  observations  of  the  heavenly 
bodies,  and  to  co-operate  in  other  investigations  for  the  public 
good.  It  is,  however,  open  to  persons  wishing  to  enter  upon 
a  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Practical  Astronomy. 
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6.  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology. 

The  Museum  has  been  under  the  superintendence  of  Louis 
Agassiz,  Professor  of  Geology  and  Zoology  in  the  Lawrence 
Scientific  School.  The  lectures  and  instruction  in  his  depart- 
ment of  the  Scientific  School  have  been  given  at  the  Museum, 
where  the  special  students  have  been  employed  in  their  several 
branches  of  study,  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor.

TREASURER'S   STATEMENT 


To  the  Honorable  and  Reverend, 

The  Overseers  of  Harvard  College. 

Gentlemen  :  —  The  accompanying  accounts  show  that 
the  disbursements  for  the  year  have  been  $64,423.81, 
and  the  income  $60,928.52,  leaving  a  deficiency  of 
$3,495.29.  The  sum  of  $2,790,  included  in  this  defi- 
ciency, has  been  set  aside  from  the  income  of  Factory 
Stocks  paying  over  six  per  cent,  for  an  insurance  and 
guaranty  fund ;  leaving  to  the  debit  of  the  yearly  ac- 
count the  sum  of  $705.29. 

The  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  has  been  received 
from  the  executors  of  the  late  Abbott  Lawrence,  which 
completes  his  endowment  of  the  Scientific  School. 

A  legacy  of  six  thousand  dollars  has  been  received 
from  the  estate  of  Miss  Mary  Osgood  of  Medford,  which 
is  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  Corporation  during  the  lives 
of  three  of  her  relatives ;  and  afterwards  the  income  is 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 


The  sum  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  has  been  con- 
tributed to  the  Library  Fund  * 

A  graduate  of  the  College,  distinguished  among  other 
things  for  his  acts  of  judicious  benevolence,  has  given 
two  thousand  dollars  for  the  support  of  meritorious  stu- 
dents who  are  poor;  and  he  has  indicated  his  intention 
of  establishing  a  permanent  fund  for  the  same  purpose. 

An  increase  has  been  made  to  the  salaries  of  the 
officers  of  instruction  and  government,  amounting  to 
$4,800. 

By  the  extension  of  the  College  House  over  vacant 
land  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  by  rebuilding 
upon  the  Webb  estate  in  Boston,  some  increase  of  in- 
come has  been  made. 

The  income  of  the  "  Professorship  of  Natural  History  " 
has  always  been  inadequate  for  the  support  of  that  de- 
partment, and  the  average  yearly  reduction  of  the  fund 
is  $600,  leaving  at  the  present  time,  $12,703. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  the  separation  of  the 
property  of  the  Divinity  School  from  that  of  the  College. 
The  united  petition  of  the  Corporation  and  Overseers  to 
the  Legislature  wras  granted  in  1858,  and  a  statute  was 
passed  authorizing  the  College  to  resign  its  control  of 
this  School  and  its  funds.     By  the  same  act  the  Supreme

Judicial  Court  was  authorized,  on  petition  of  the  Corpo- 
ration, to  appoint  another  Trustee,  and  to  transfer  the 
funds.     Such  a  petition  was  forthwith  presented,  but  it 
has  neither  been  granted  nor  refused  by  the  Court.

REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  and   Reverend, 

the  Overseers  of  Harvard   College  : — 

The  undersigned,  President  of  the  University,  has 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following,  his  Second  An- 
nual Keport,  upon  the  condition  of  the  establishment 
during  the  past  year. 

Though  not  insensible  to  the  agitations  of  the 
times,  no  Department  of  the  University  has  for  a 
moment  ceased  or  slackened  its  appropriate  labors. 
The  general  condition  as  to  order  and  discipline  has 
never  been  better,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  par- 
tial interruption  of  the  studies  of  the  young  men  who 
by  request  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor  were  de- 
tailed in  succession  to  perform  guard  duty  at  the  ar- 
senal, the  work  of  the  several  classes  went  on  with  its 
customary  regularity;  and  even  those  lessons  that 
were  thus  omitted  were  made  up  in  the  reviews.  Two 
or  three  students  belonging  to  military  companies 
were  allowed  to  be  absent  during  the  three  months 
for  which  the  requisition  of  the  President  was 
made,  and  a  few  were  permitted,  towards  the  end 
of  the  last  term  of  their  Senior  year,  to  avail  them- 


selves  of  the  opportunity  offered  them  to  acquire 
some  knowledge  of  military  drill  by  joining  the 
troops  stationed  at  one  of  the  forts  in  Boston  Har- 
bor, inasmuch  as  they  were  intending  to  enter  the 
service  immediately  after  taking  their  degrees.  A 
drill  was  also  established  in  place  of  the  customary 
gymnastic  exercises  for  a  portion  of  the  summer 
term,  arms  having  been  furnished  temporarily  for 
that  purpose  by  the  government  of  the  Common- 
wealth. The  drill  was  conducted  partly  by  College 
officers,  and  partly  by  other  gentlemen,  who  kindly 
volunteered  their  services  and  gave  much  valuable 
time  to  this  object.  The  general  expenses  of  these 
military  arrangements  were  defrayed  by  a  fund  con- 
tributed by  a  few  liberal-minded  friends  of  the  Col- 
lege. Some  undergraduates  still  continue  in  the 
army.  Many  graduates  of  the  recent  classes  re- 
sponded instantly  to  the  call  of  the  country,  and  are 
serving  in  the  field.  They  are  among  the  bravest  of 
the  brave ;  not  one  has  failed,  whenever  opportunity 
offered,  to  show  his  readiness  to  lay  down  his  life  for 
his  country.  A  cultivated  intellect  and  the  natural 
sense  of  honor,  sharpened  by  the  discipline  of  the 
University,  are  not  only  the  best  preparation  for 
civil  life,  but  for  the  duties  and  dangers  of  war. 

During  these  scenes,  so  unusual  in  our  academic 
retreats,  the  undersigned  became  deeply  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  making  more  than  usual 
efforts  to  carry  on  uninterruptedly  the  works  of 
peace  in  the  midst  of  war,  and  he  and  his  associates 


insisted  that  no  part  of  the  College  work  should  be 
left  unperformed,  and  no  one  of  the  College  festivals 
should  be  omitted.  One  of  the  greatest  evils  of  war 
is  the  check  it  puts  almost  invariably  to  the  progress  of 
science  and  civilization  ;  but  they  serve  their  country 
who  continue  toiling  in  the  discovery  of  truth  and 
the  education  of  the  young,  no  less  than  those  who 
arm  themselves  for  the  field  of  battle ;  and  it  would 
be  a  great  mistake  to  make  any  essential  modifica- 
tions in  our  colleges  and  schools  by  introducing  a 
large  element  of  military  instruction  and  discipline, 
under  the  idea  of  adapting  them  to  the  peculiar  exi- 
gencies of  the  hour.  While  it  may  be  useful  to 
make  to  some  extent  a  military  drill  a  part  of  the 
gymnastic  training  now  so  generally  introduced,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  the  gymnastic  system  it- 
self is,  according  to  the  late  experience  of  European 
armies,  the  best  physical  basis  for  military  discipline. 
During  the  past  year  the  University  has  sustained 
several  heavy  losses  by  death.  Chief  Justice  Lemuel 
Shaw  was  for  twenty-two  years  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers,  and  for  the  last  twenty-seven 
years  a  Fellow  of  the  College.  He  was  a  scholar  of 
liberal  tastes  and  large  acquirements ;  a  jurist,  fore- 
most among  his  contemporaries ;  a  magistrate,  uni- 
versally regarded  as  a  pillar  of  the  Commonwealth. 
With  these  high  and  manly  powers  and  qualities, 
Judge  Shaw  possessed  a  disinterested  and  generous 
disposition,  and  a  heart  as  tender  as  a  child's.  Dur- 
ing his  long  life  he  manifested  on  all  occasions  the 


warmest  filial  devotion  to  the  University,  the  mother 
of  his  mind.  In  the  official  relations  which  he  sus- 
tained till  the  day  of  his  death,  he  gave  his  time,  his 
best  thoughts,  his  labors,  freely  and  unsparingly  to 
her  service.  Important  subjects  of  a  business  char- 
acter connected  with  the  University  were  among  the 
last  that  occupied  his  intellectual  faculties;  and  a 
meeting  of  the  Corporation  had  been  appointed  to 
be  held  at  his  house  on  the  13th  of  March,  the  day 
of  his  death.  Mr.  Francis  B.  Crowninshield  was 
elected  to  fill  the  place  of  Judge  Shaw,  and  unani- 
mously confirmed  by  the  Overseers. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  the  establishment  of  six- 
teen scholarships  was  announced,  without  the  name 
of  the  founder;  since  then,  death  has  removed  the 
seal  of  secrecy.  The  author  of  this  munificent  bene- 
faction, the  founder  of  these  sixteen  scholarships, 
was  the  late  Nathaniel  Ingersoll  Bowditch.  Shortly 
after  the  undersigned  came  into  office,  he  received  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Bowditch,  expressing  a  strong  desire 
to  use  a  portion  of  his  wealth  for  the  benefit  of 
students  struggling  with  poverty.  Mr.  Bowditch  was 
then,  and  had  long  been,  suffering  from  the  illness  of 
which  he  died ;  but  instead  of  dwelling  upon  himself, 
his  thoughts  were  occupied  with  plans  for  the  relief 
of  ethers ;  and  from  that  chamber  of  sickness  streams 
of  charity  were  flowing  in  every  direction.  Mr. 
Bowditch  understood  thoroughly  the  difficulties  that 
the  poor  student  at  College  has  to  contend  against, 
and  he  sympathized  with  them  with  all  the  gener- 


osity  of  his  nature.  In  his  correspondence  upon  this 
subject  he  scrupulously  included  the  name  of  Mrs. 
Bowditch,  and  through  all  the  conversations  and  dis- 
cussions which  ended  in  the  establishment  of  the 
scholarships,  her  earnestness  to  carry  out  this  munifi- 
cent scheme  was  equal  to  his  own.  The  cheerful 
resignation  with  which  he  bore  the  pains  of  long-pro- 
tracted illness,  and  met  the  final  hour,  will  be  a  pre- 
cious memory  for  his  friends  to  cherish,  while  his 
benefactions  to  numerous  literary  and  philanthropic 
institutions  will  carry  his  name  down  to  future  gen- 
erations, as  that  of  one  ever  ready  to  listen  to  the 
calls  of  humanity  and  to  the  claims  of  science  and 
literature. 

Nothing  has  yet  been  done  towards  separating  the 
Divinity  School  from  the  University.  Circumstances 
are  now  so  different  from  the  state  of  things  at  the 
time  when  this  measure  originated,  that  many  who 
at  first  favored  it  now  question  the  expediency  of 
the  change.  A  Theological  Faculty  is  an  essential 
part  of  a  University  organization.  In  some  of  the 
Universities  of  the  Old  World  it  is  the  most  impor- 
tant of  the  Faculties.  An  institution  for  higher 
education,  which  should  exclude  the  Department  of 
Theology,  can  lay  no  claim  to  the  rank  of  a  Univer- 
sity. There  is  nothing  of  a  sectarian  character  in 
the  organization  of  the  Theological  School  at  Cam- 
bridge. There  never  has  been.  Gentlemen  of  emi- 
nence in  the  several  departments  of  theological 
[earning,  belonging  to  the  different  branches  of  the 
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Christian  Church,  may,  without  altering  a  single  ar- 
ticle in  the  Constitution  of  the  School,  be  appointed 
to  Professorships.  The  time  appears  to  have  come 
when  our  oldest  University  may  venture  to  regard 
Christian  Theology  as  a  divine  science,  above  and 
beyond  the  restrictions  of  sect.  It  would  seem  to 
be,  not  only  right,  but  politic,  to  consider  the  Theo- 
logical Department  as  a  proper  School  of  Theology, 
on  the  broadest  basis,  and  to  enlarge  the  means  of 
instruction  so  as  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  entire 
Christian  Church,  by  selecting  the  most  eminent 
Christian  scholars,  in  whatever  denomination  found. 
To  suppose  that  gentlemen  who  would  be  selected  for 
such  places,  and  on  such  grounds,  cannot  co-operate 
harmoniously  in  promoting  Christian  learning  and 
-education,  is  contrary  to  all  the  experience  of  the 
undersigned,  and,  in  his  judgment,  is  doing  great 
injustice  to  their  characters  as  Christians  and  gen- 
tlemen. 

The  Law  School  has  been  somewhat  affected  by 
the  state  of  the  times.  A  considerable  number  of 
Law  Students  usually  come  from  the  Southern  and 
Western  States,  and  this  circumstance  has  given  that 
Department  of  the  University  a  beneficent  influence 
upon  the  whole  country,  and  that  influence  will  be 
felt  again  the  moment  peace  is  restored.  Notwith- 
standing these  drawbacks,  the  School  has  been  well 
attended,  and  the  young  men  have  devoted  them- 
selves to  their  studies  with  unusual  earnestness  and 
success.     Besides  the  ordinary  courses  of  instruction 
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the  Professors  have,  from  time  to  time,  delivered 
very  able  lectures  on  important  questions  of  public 
and  international  law  growing  out  of  the  events 
of  the  day.  Some  of  these  have  been  printed,  and 
will  hereafter  be  regarded  as  important  contribu- 
tions to  the  literature  of  the  subject. 

The  Medical  School,  under  its  able  corps  of  Pro- 
fessors, has  more  than  maintained  its  former  emi- 
nence. At  the  present  moment  the  number  of 
students  surpasses  that  of  any  former  period. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  Academic  year  a  change 
was  made,  by  which  Professor  Horsford,  who,  since 
the  foundation  of  the  Lawrence  Scientific  School,  had 
had  charge  of  the  Chemical  Department  in  it,  was 
placed  again  on  the  footing  of  his  predecessors  in  the 
Rumford  Professorship.     He  will,  hereafter,  deliver 
Lectures  on  the  Application  of  Science  to  the  Arts 
of  Life,  to  undergraduates  and  others,  as  was  done 
by  former  Rumford  Professors.    Professor  Charles  W. 
Eliot  has  been  charged  with  the  Chemical  Depart- 
ment in  the  Scientific  School.     The  Scientific  Fac- 
ulty have  at  present  under  consideration  a  plan  for 
the  improvement  of  the  School  as  a  place  of  scien- 
tific and  practical  education.     They  hope  to  be  able 
to  carry  it  into  effect  the  next  year,  and  that  it  will 
add  largely  to  the  utility  of  the  School ;  but  the  de- 
tails are  not  yet  sufficiently  matured  to  be  distinctly 
stated  in  this  Report.     Some  other  measures  have 
been   adopted,   in  the   hope   of  producing  a  more 
united  action  of  the  special  departments. 
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For  the  details  of  the  increase  in  the  Library, 
the  minute  and  elaborate  Keport  of  the  Librarian 
may  be  consulted.  All  who  have  occasion  to  use 
the  Library  see  reason  in  their  daily  visits  to  its 
shelves  to  bless  the  generosity  of  Mr.  William  Gray, 
whose  annual  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  has 
so  multiplied  its  literary  resources.  It  may  be  stated 
here,  that  the  late  Nathaniel  I.  Bowditch  added  to 
his  other  benefactions  a  legacy  of  two  thousand 
dollars  for  the  purchase  of  books.  Larger  accom- 
modations for  the  books  will  soon  demand  the  at- 
tention of  the  University,  as  nearly  all  the  available 
space  is  now  occupied,  unless  the  whole  interior  of 
the  building  be  filled  with  cross-alcoves,  and  given 
up  to  the  exclusive  accommodation  of  books. 

The  University  has  received,  through  Professor 
Cooke,  the  gift  of  a  magnificent  suite  of  Minerals, 
from  the  Eev.  A.  G.  Frazer,  of  Bombay.  The  direc- 
tion of  the  gift  was  decided  by  the  influence  of  G. 
W.  Healey,  Esq.,  a  graduate  of  this  College,  and  now 
American  Consul  in  that  country.  In  that  distant 
region  it  is  pleasant  to  find  the  claims  of  Alma 
Mater  so  remembered  by  her  sons. 

Mr.  Tutor  Jennison  and  Professor  Eustis  have  re- 
turned and  resumed  their  duties.  Mr.  Charles  Miel 
having  resigned  his  place  as  Instructor  in  French, 
Mr.  Ferdinand  Bocher  has  been  appointed  in  his 
place.  Mr.  Schmitt,  the  German  teacher,  has  had 
leave  of  absence  to  enable  him  to  enter  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  he  having  received  a 
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commission  of  Captain.  His  brave  conduct  in  the 
battle  of  Ball's  Bluff,  in  which  he  received  several 
wounds,  showed  that  the  habits  of  studious  life  had 
not  weakened  the  heroic  spirit.  Professor  Bowen 
has  been  chosen  Registrar  of  the  Faculty.  Mr.  S. 
Lincoln,  Jr.  has  been  elected  Tutor  in  Mathematics, 
in  place  of  Edward  Pearce,  resigned ;  Mr.  Andrew 
T.  Bates,  Tutor  in  Greek,  in  place  of  Mr.  Lincoln, 
appointed  Tutor  in  Mathematics ;  Mr.  G.  W.  C. 
Noble,  Tutor  in  Latin,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Bates, 
transferred  to  the  Greek.  Mr.  Albert  Stickney,  Mr. 
George  Franklin  French,  Mr.  A.  J.  Hartwell,  Mr.  C. 
S.  Swan,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Willard,  have  been  ap- 
pointed Proctors.  Mr.  Eliot  having  resigned  his 
place  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics,  Mr. 
James  Mills  Peirce  has  been  appointed  to  the  same. 
Mr.  Edwin  Hale  Abbot,  after  four  years  and  a  half 
faithful  service,  has  resigned  his  Tutorship. 

The  Hon.  A.  A.  Lawrence,  the  Treasurer  of  Har- 
vard College,  as  will  be  seen  by  his  Report,  has 
resigned  that  office,  his  resignation  to  take  effect 
on  the  appointment  of  a  successor.  This  event  will 
be  learned  with  regret  by  all  who  are  connected 
with  the  University.  He  has  given  four  years  to 
the  service  of  the  University  in  this  most  important 
department.  Combining  the  tastes  of  the  scholar, 
the  accurate  habits  of  the  man  of  business,  and  the 
jsagacity  acquired  by  dealing  with  large  affairs,  he 
lias  administered  the  department  ably,  successfully, 
jand  acceptably. 
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The  Catalogue  of  the  Gray  Collection  of  Engrav- 
ings is  nearly  completed.  The  collection  is  one  of 
the  most  valuable  and  important  in  the  world,  and 
is  an  object  of  intelligent  interest  to  every  lover 
of  Art  who  visits  the  Library.  Some  valuable  en- 
gravings are  still  wanting  to  complete  the  series, 
which  it  will  probably  be  thought  expedient  to 
watch  the  opportunity  of  procuring,  as  they  are 
not  to  be  had  by  sending  orders  to  Europe  in  the 
usual  way.  It  is  very  desirable  that  a  more  con- 
venient place  for  these  treasures  of  Art  should  be 
provided.  The  printing  of  the  Catalogue,  probably, 
will  soon  be  commenced. 

One  mathematical  prize  only  has  been  assigned 
the  past  year.  Mr.  John  C.  Gray  continues  the 
liberal  offer  of  two  prizes  of  $  250  each,  for  the 
present  year. 

The  work  of  the  Observatory  has  gone  on  as  usual. 
The  principal  instruments  are  in  as  effective  con- 
dition as  at  any  time  since  they  were  originally 
mounted.  The  object-glass  of  the  Great  Equato- 
rial shows  traces  of  efflorescence,  but  not  to  an 
extent  in  any  way  affecting  its  performance.  The 
defect  can  be  removed,  when  it  is  sensibly  inju- 
rious, by  repolishing. 

Observations  have  been  made  with  the  Great 
Refractor  upon  eleven  of  the  asteroids,  and  four 
comets,  and  upon  the  details  of  the  spiral  con- 
figuration of  the  great  nebula  in  Orion.  The 
physical  aspect  of  the   great  comet   of  July  was 
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observed  with  particular  care.  A  third  series  of 
Zones  has  been  completed,  and  a  fourth  is  in 
progress.  The  total  number  of  distinct  stars, 
whose  positions  have  been  determined,  on  the  av- 
erage, twice  each,  in  the  Zones,  is  eighteen  thou- 
sand. 

One  asteroid,  Maia,  the  66th  of  the  group,  and 
a  new  comet,  1861  III.,  have  been  discovered, 
both  by  Mr.  H.  P.  Tuttle.  The  name  Maia  has 
been  conferred  on  the  new  planet  by  the  venera- 
ble Josiah  Quincy. 

An  improved  apparatus  has  been  applied  to  the 
Itransit  instrument  for  obtaining  the  nadir  point 
by  reflection.  The  usual  observations  have  been 
made  for  clock  errors.  The  meteorological  record 
has  been  made,  as  usual,  four  times  daily. 

The  usual  communications  of  observations  and 
results  of  computations  have  been  made,  by  re- 
quest, to  various  public  surveys. 

Twelve  sets  of  comet  orbits  have  been  com- 
jputed,  four  of  asteroids,  two  planet-ephemerides, 
md  one  comet-ephemeris. 

The  mass  of  Neptune  has  been  investigated  by 
Mr.  SafTord,  from  the  perturbations  of  Uranus. 
The  value  found  agrees  nearly  with  that  derived 
rom  the  distances  of  the  satellite  of  Neptune, 
obtained  at  this  Observatory  in  1848. 
!  Mr.  SafFord  has  also  investigated  the  proper  mo- 
ion  of  Sirius  in  declination,  and  has  obtained  an 
nteresting  confirmation  of  Bessel's  hypothesis,  that 
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this  star  revolves  around  an  invisible  companion 
in  its  near  vicinity.  The  period  of  revolution  is 
about  fifty  years. 

The  Phillips  Library  has  received  several  val- 
uable accessions  by  purchase,  and  still  more  by 
donations,  received  from  twenty-three  observato- 
ries and  public  institutions,  mostly  in  Europe,  and 
from  private  sources.  The  shelf  room  for  bound 
volumes  is  now  wholly  occupied.  The  books  have 
been  arranged  according  to  their  subjects,  and  the 
shelves  suitably  labelled. 

Of  the  steel  plates  for  Yol.  III.  of  the  Annals, 
twenty-eight  have  been  finished  and  printed.  The 
remainder,  including  those  on  copper  for  transfer 
to  stone,  are  either  finished  or  very  nearly  so. 
Nine  views  of  the  comet  of  June,  1860,  have  also 
been  engraved.  The  printing  of  the  volume  is 
in  progress. 

The  expenses  of  engraving  have  been  defrayed 
by  funds  contributed  by  private  individuals  for 
that  object;  the  cost  of  the  letter-press  has  been 
provided  for  by  the  Hon.  Josiah  Quincy. 

Four  new  scholarships  of  the  yearly  value  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each,  have  been  es- 
tablished from  the  legacy  of  Miss  Mary  P.  Town- 
send,  to  be  used,  according  to  the  terms  of  her 
will,  for  the  benefit  of  indigent  students.  The 
same  enlightened  lady  left  a  bequest  of  five  thou-; 
sand  dollars  for  the  benefit  of  the  Divinity  School,  j 

In  the  Eeport  of  the  last  year,  the  undersigned 
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took  occasion  to  speak,  at  considerable  length,  of 
the  importance  of  putting  an  end  to  certain  abuses 
existing  in  College,  and  alleged  to  form  a  part  of  the 
usages  of  College  life.  He  refers  particularly  to 
what  is  called  "  hazing  Freshmen."  The  students  of 
some  of  the  New  England  Colleges  have  voluntarily 
abandoned  the  practice,  as  unworthy  of  gentlemen 
and  scholars.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the 
students  of  Harvard  will  allow  themselves  to  be  out- 
done by  their  contemporaries  in  other  institutions 
in  the  tone  of  action  and  sentiment  becoming  gen- 
tlemen engaged  in  liberal  pursuits.  The  evil  has 
greatly  diminished  among  us,  but  some  attempts 
were  made  during  the  term  to  perpetuate  it. 
Those  engaged  in  these  unworthy  transactions,  so 
far  as  detected,  were  instantly  punished.  But 
though  no  other  serious  consequences  followed,  the 
undersigned  feels  it  his  duty  to  say  that  one  of 
these  outrages  was  so  marked  by  cowardice,  inso- 
lence, and  brutality,  that  the  friends  of  the  victim 
would  have  been  justified  in  pursuing  the  offenders 
to  the  extremities  of  the  law ;  and  the  perpetra- 
tors of  the  infamy  have  shown  themselves  so  lost 
to  all  sense  of  honor  that  they  have  left  the  oc- 
cupant of  the  room  which  was  borrowed  for  this 
disgraceful  scene  to  bear  the  whole  weight  of  the 
punishment,  instead  of  coming  forward  with  the 
natural  manliness  of  youth,  and  relieving  him  of 
a  portion  of  the  responsibility,  by  confessing  their 
share  in  the   offence.     A  more   striking   comment 
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upon  the  corrupting  tendency  of  these  mean  and 
unlawful  practices  on  the  characters  and  principles 
of  those  who  engage  in  them,  could  hardly  be  fur- 
nished. Should  any  repetitions  of  this  indecent 
and  miserable  outrage  be  attempted  another  year, 
in  defiance  of  the  measures  that  will  be  taken  to 
prevent  them,  the  Faculty  will  undoubtedly  be 
prepared  to  recommend  some  radical  changes  in 
the  constitution  of  the  College  Classes. 

Besides  performing  the  general  duties  of  his 
office  as  prescribed  by  law,  the  undersigned  has 
attended  recitations  and  lectures  in  the  different 
departments,  and  has  occasionally  taken  part  in 
instruction.  During  the  past  term,  he  has  deliv- 
ered a  course  of  lectures  to  the  Freshman  Class, 
on  College  Duties  and  Studies,  and  another  course 
to  the  Junior  Class,  on  Homer. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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Summary  Statement  of  the  Course  of  Instruction  pur- 
sued IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
DURING  THE  ACADEMICAL  YEAR   1860-61. 


I.    ACADEMICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

1.   Religious  Instruction. 

Instruction  in  Christian  Evidences  and  Ethics  has  been 
regularly  given  by  Andrew  P.  Peabody,  D.  D.,  Preacher  to 
the  University  and  Plummer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals. 
During  the  First  Term  of  the  year  he  heard  recitations  from 
the  Freshman  Class,  twice  a  week,  in  Whately's  Lessons  on 
Christian  Morals  and  Christian  Evidences. 

During  the  Second  Term  he  heard  recitations  from  the 
Senior  Class,  twice  a  week,  in  Butler's  Analogy  and  Ethics. 

The  service  of  Daily  Prayers  has  been  attended  by  him,  in 
the  Chapel.  He  has  also  supplied  the  Chapel  Pulpit  on 
Sundays. 

Other  religious  exercises,  at  which  the  attendance  is  volun- 
tary, have  been  conducted  on  Tuesday  evenings  by  the  same 
officer. 

At  present,  two  hundred  and  eighteen  students  have  leave 
of  absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  Sunday  at  home  ;  one 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  attend  worship  in  the  College  Chapel ; 
and  eighty-six  attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 
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2.   Philosophy. 

The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  lectures, 
recitations,  familiarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  the  Professor, 
and  written  forensic  exercises. 

The  Department  was  under  the  charge  of  Francis  Bowen, 
A.  M.,  Alford  Professor.  During  the  first  Academic  Term, 
the  Senior  Class  recited  four  times  a  week  in  Lectures  on 
Metaphysics,  Thomson's  Laws  of  Thought,  and  Bowen's  Ethics 
and  Metaphysics.  During  the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class 
recited  six  times  a  week  in  Bowen's  Political  Economy  and 
Hamilton's  Logic.  The  Class  recited  in  three  Divisions,  on 
the  first  four  days  of  the  week,  so  that  the  recitation  of  each 
day  occupied  three  hours. 

Forensics  were  read,  throughout  the  year,  every  Tuesday 
forenoon,  by  the  Seniors,  half  of  the  Class  attending  each 
week. 

Lectures  were  delivered  to  the  Class  on  the  afternoon  of 
Friday  during  a  portion  of  the  Second  Term. 


3.   Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  Department  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Francis 
J.  Child,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted 
in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jennison,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  is  given  to  the  three  upper 
Classes,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  English  Com- 
position, and  by  recitations  in  Grammar  and  Rhetoric* 

The  Sophomores,  during  the  First  Term  of  the  current  year, 
studied  Vernon's  Anglo-Saxon  Guide. 

One  fourth  of  the  Class  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical 
exercise  upon  them,  every  week  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  recitations,  twice 
a  week,  during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Rhetoric. 

They  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise  upon 
them,  once  every  two  weeks,  through  the  year. 

They  also  declaimed,  by  sections  of  nine,  every  week,  before 
the  Class  and  the  instructors. 

The  inspection  of  performances  for  Commencement  and  for 
the  other  Public  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 

The  foregoing  statement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 


*  Logic,  which  has  of  late  years  formed  part  of  the  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment, is  now  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Philosophy. 
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In  addition  to  the  exercises  in  Declamation  already  men- 
tioned, there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution, 
which  is  wholly  under  the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Nine  Juniors  attended  him  every  week  in  an  exercise  pre- 
paratory to  the  weekly  Declamation  of  the  Class. 

The  Sophomores  and  Freshmen  attended  him  once  every 
week,  during  the  year. 

He  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year ;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
of  which  is  regularly  attended  by  the  Professor. 


4.   History. 

Instruction  was  given  in  this  Department  to  the  Senior 
Class,  during  the  last  academical  year,  by  the  Professor  of 
History.  The  books  used  were  Guizot's  Lectures  on  the  His- 
tory of  Civilization  in  France  and  in  Europe,  Eliot's  History 
of  the  United  States,  Sheppard's  Constitutional  Text-Book,  and 
Woolsey's  International  Law.  The  Class  recited  four  times  a 
week  during  the  year,  and  were  examined  by  written  ques- 
tions and  orally  at  the  end  of  the  Second  Term.  A  course 
of  Lectures  was  also  read  to  the  Class  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
The  Freshman  Class  recited  twice  a  week  during  the  Second 
Term  to  Mr.  Abbot,  the  Tutor  in  History,  in  Smith's  History 
of  Greece,  and  were  examined  by  written  questions  and  orally 
at  the  end  of  that  Term. 


5.   Latin. 


During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  University  Professor  of  Latin, 
assisted  by  Ephraim  W.  Gurney,  Edwin  H.  Abbot,  Andrew 
T.  Bates,  and  George  W.  C.  Noble,  Tutors.  The  instruction 
of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes  was  conducted  by  Professor 
Lane,  that  of  the  Sophomore  Class  by  Mr.  Gurney,  and  that 
of  the  Freshman  Class  by  Mr.  Abbot  and  Mr.  Bates  in  the 
First  Term,  and  Mr.  Abbot  and  Mr.  Noble  in  the  Second 
Term. 

Instruction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  from  Livy,  the  Odes  of  Horace,  Roman  Antiqui- 
ties, and  in  writing  Latin,  once  a  month. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Andria  and  Phormio  of 
Terence,  and  Cicero's  Oration  for  Cluentius,  and  in  writing 
Latin,  once  a  month. 
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To  the  Junior  Class,  in  Cicero's  Epistles,  Horace's  Epistles, 
and  Juvenal,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  Cicero  de  Natura  Deorum,  Lucretius  and 
Plautus's  Rudens,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

In  the  three  lower  Classes  the  Latin  was  a  required  study  ; 
with  the  Seniors  it  was  elective. 


6.   Greek. 

The  Greek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  William  W. 
Goodwin,  Ph.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature,  Evan- 
gelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.M.,  University  Professor  of  Ancient, 
Byzantine,  and  Modern  Greek,  Solomon  Lincoln,  A.  M.,  and 
Andrew  T.  Bates,  A.  B.,  Tutors. 

The  Freshmen  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Bates  and  Mr. 
Lincoln.  They  were  divided  into  four  alphabetical  Sections. 
The  text-books  were  Homer's  Iliad,  the  Panegyricus  of  Isoc- 
rates,  Lysias,  and  Thucydides.  There  were  five  recitations  a 
week  during  each  Term,  besides  an  exercise  every  fortnight 
in  Greek  Prose  Composition. 

The  Sophomores  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Goodwin.  They 
were  divided  into  four  alphabetical  Sections,  each  Section  re- 
citing three  times  a  week.  They  read  the  Apology  and  Crito 
of -Plato,  and  Thucydides,  during  the  First  Term,  and  the 
Clouds  of  Aristophanes  during  the  Second  Term.  The  Class 
were  also  instructed  in  Greek  Composition. 

The  Juniors  and  Seniors  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Sophocles. 

The  Seniors  and  Juniors  attended  three  exercises  each  week. 
The  President  delivered  a  course  of  public  Lectures  to  the 
Junior  Class,  on  Greek  Literature,  one  Lecture  being  deliv- 
ered each  week  during  the  First  Term. 

The  Juniors  recited  in  three  alphabetical  Sections.  In  the 
First  Term,  they  read  the  Antigone  of  Sophocles,  and  the 
Clouds  of  Aristophanes ;  in  the  Second  Term,  the  Agamem- 
non of  Aeschylus. 

A  Section  of  six  Seniors  selected  the  Greek  as  an  elective 
study.  They  read  Plato's  Gorgias,  and  the  Clouds  of  Aris- 
tophanes, in  the  First  Term  ;  and  the  Alcestis  of  Euripides, 
and  the  Agamemnon  of  Aeschylus  in  the  Second  Term. 


7.   Hebrew. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages  ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
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oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year,  if  desired.  Attendance  on 
this  branch  is  optional. 


8.   Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  James 
R.  Lowell,  A.M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  were 
in  the  Department  two  Instructors  :  Charles  Miel,  A.  M., 
Instructor  in  French,  and  George  Adam  Schmitt,  Instructor 
in  German.* 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modern  Languages  are  optional.  2.  A  student  commen- 
cing the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted  to  leave  it  before 
the  close  of  the  year  without  a  vote  of  the  Faculty.  3.  The 
students  are  formed  into  Sections,  and  are  carried  forward 
according  to  their  proficiency,  without  reference  to  Classes. 
4.  The  days  of  instruction  are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays. 

The  French  Language  was  taught  to  students  of  the  Jun- 
ior and  Sophomore  Classes,  in  two  Sections.  One  hour  a 
day,  three  days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  de- 
voted to  each  Section.  The  instruction  was  given  by  trans- 
lation from  text-books,  written  exercises,  and  practice  in 
speaking   at   each  recitation. 

Instruction  was  given  in  German  by  translation  from  Ger- 
man into  English  and  from  English  into  German,  the  text- 
books used  being  Goethe's  "Faust"  and  Follen's  "  German 
Reader."  The  Instructor  has  paid  especial  attention  to 
grounding  the  students  thoroughly  in  the  elements  of  the 
language,  and  has  met  his  class  one  evening  in  each  week 
for  practice  in  conversation. 

The  students  in  Spanish  and  Italian  from  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Classes  recited  in  two  Sections  three  times  a  week 
during  the  year.  Instruction  was  given  by  translation  from 
text-books,  and  by  written  exercises. 

Instruction  in  Italian  was  given  to  one  Section  of  Seniors 
three  times  a  week  during  the  year,  by  translation  from  text- 
books, written  exercises,  and  practice  in  speaking. 

Professor  Lowell  delivered  Lectures  during  the  First  Term  of 
the  Academic  Year.  A  class  of  volunteer  students  in  Italian 
read  Dante  with  him  three  times  a  week  during  the  year. 

*  In  Spanish  and  Italian  the  instruction  is  given  by  Professor  Lowell. 
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9.   Mathematics. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, Charles  "W.  Eliot,  A.  M.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Math- 
ematics and  Chemistry,  Edward  Pearce  and  Solomon  Lincoln, 
Tutors. 

The  Freshman  Class  recited  in  four  sections  on  four  days 
of  the  week,  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday, 
throughout  the  year,  from  the  following  text-books  ;  namely, 
Peirce's  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry,  Peirce's  Algebra,  except 
Chapters  IV.  and  VIII.,  and  Peirce's  Plane  Trigonometry. 

The  Sophomore  Class  recited  in  four  sections,  on  three  days 
in  the  week,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  throughout  the 
year,  from  the  following  text-books ;  Chauvenet's  Spherical 
Trigonometry,  Chapter  IV.  of  Peirce's  Algebra,  and  J.  M. 
Peirce's  Analytic  Geometry. 

Instruction  was  given  to  those  who  elected  Mathematics  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years  by  Lectures  and  Recitations,  on 
three  days  in  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday, 
throughout  the  year,  in  the  Differential,  Imaginary,  Integral, 
and  Residual  Calculuses  and  the  Calculus  of  Quaternions,  and 
in  the  Mathematical  Theory  of  Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 


10.   Physics. 

During  the  past  academical  year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment was  conducted  by  Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  whole  Junior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a 
week  during  the  First  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  Her- 
schel's  Outlines  of  Astronomy  and  Lardner's  Course  of  Nat- 
ural Philosophy  [Optics].  This  Class  was  examined  at  the 
end  of  the  Second  Term  in  both  books.  The  examination  was 
both  oral  and  written. 

Each  Class  was  divided  into  three  Divisions ;  and  each  Di- 
vision remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise  ; 
in  all  nine  hours  a  week. 

The  Senior  Class  attended  a  course  of  thirty  Lectures  on 
Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  The  Junior  Class  at- 
tended a  similar  course  of  thirty  Lectures.  The  whole  course 
of  Lectures  in  this  Department,  which  extends  through  two 
years,  consists  of  about  sixty  Lectures  of  one  hour  each  ;  or 
one  Lecture  to  each  Class  for  every  week  of  both  Terms. 
The  subject  last  year  was  Mechanics,  applied  to  Acoustics, 
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Electricity,  and  Magnetism.  These  Lectures  are  always  at- 
tended by  some  members  of  the  Scientific  and  Professional 
Schools. 


11.   Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.  M.,  Erving  Professor,  and  Charles  W.  Eliot,  A.  M., 
Assistant  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Chemistry.  During  the 
First  Term,  the  Sophomore  Class  recited  twice  a  week,  from 
the  first  half  of  Stockhardt's  Elements  of  Chemistry,  and  at- 
tended a  course  of  Experimental  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry 
of  the  Non-Metallic  Elements.  During  the  Second  Term,  the 
same  Class  recited  twice  a  week,  from  the  remainder  of  the 
same  book,  and  attended  a  course  of  about  thirty  Lectures 
on  the  Chemistry  of  the  Metallic  Elements. 

The  Junior  Class  recited  twice  a  week  from  a  work  on 
Chemical  Physics  prepared  by  the  Professor  expressly  for 
their  use.  The  portion  of  the  book  studied  was  that  relating 
to  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  and  Pneumatics. 

Those  of  the  Junior  Class  who  elected  this  Department  at- 
tended during  the  First  Term  a  course  of  instruction  in  Prac- 
tical Chemistry  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Eliot,  giving 
their  attendance  in  the  Laboratory  on  three  days  in  the  week, 
three  hours  each  day.  During  the  Second  Term,  the  same 
Section  of  the  Junior  Class  recited  to  the  Erving  Professor 
three  times  each  week  from  Dana's  System  of  Mineralogy,  and 
the  Chapter  of  Crystallography  in  Cooke's  Chemical  Physics. 


12.   Natural  History. 

This  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  Gray,  M.D., 
Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

Throughout  the  Second  Term  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology  and  Morphology,  by 
recitations  from  Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  with  informal 
Lectures,  microscopical  demonstrations,  and  written  examina- 
tions. These  exercises  were  attended  by  the  Class,  in  three 
Sections,  twice  a  week,  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 

A  course  of  Lectures  upon  Systematic  Botany,  consisting 
of  two  Lectures  per  week  throughout  the  Term,  was  deliv- 
ered to  those  students  of  the  Junior  Class  who  elected  the 
study.  These  Lectures  were  attended  by  about  fifty  Juniors 
and   a  few  Scientific   Students.     From  the  first  of  May   to 
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the  end  of  the  Term,  private  practical  lessons  were  given 
by  the  Professor,  twice  a  week,  to  about  thirty  members  of 
the  Class,  who  chose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege. 

The  course  of  Lectures  on  Geology,  delivered  by  Professor 
Agassiz  during  the  First  Term,  and  that  upon  Zoology  during 
the  Second  Term,  are  open  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class. 


13.   Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

A  course  of  twenty-three  Lectures  on  the  Anatomy  and 
Physiology  of  Animals  was  delivered  during  the  First  Term 
to  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  and  to  members  of  the 
Professional  Schools,  by  Jeffries  Wyman,  M.D.,  Hersey  Pro- 
fessor of  Anatomy.  The  Lectures  were  given  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays,  at  12  M.,  in  the  anatomical  lecture-room  in 
Boylston  Hall. 


II.    PROFESSIONAL   SCHOOLS. 

1.  Divinity  School. 

The  Divinity  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Rev.  Con  vers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care ;  the  Rev.  George  R. 
Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature  ; 
the  Rev.  Frederick  H.  Hedge,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Ecclesiasti- 
cal History  ;  and  Rev.  George  E.  Ellis,  D.D.,  Professor  of 
Systematic  Theology. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Classes  ;  the  Jun- 
ior, Middle,  and  Senior. 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkman  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics,  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Church  Polity,  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of 
Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pastoral  Office,  together  with 
several  Exercises  of  a  miscellaneous  character.  To  the  Han- 
cock Professor,  the  Principles  of  Criticism  and  Interpreta- 
tion, the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old  and  the  New 
Testaments,  and   the  Hebrew   Language.     The   Professor  of 
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Ecclesiastical  History  and  the  Professor  of  Systematic  Theol- 
ogy give  instruction  in  the  branches  of  Theology  which  their 
titles  designate. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  sometimes  preach  on  Sun- 
day evening  during  part  of  the  year  in  one  of  the  churches 
of  this  city.  There  is  also  a  weekly  exercise  in  extempo- 
raneous speaking,  attended  by  the  whole  School,  and  evening 
meetings  for  religious  exercises. 

The  present  number  of  students  (December,  1861)  is  18. 
They  come  from  the  States  of  New  Hampshire,  Maine, 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  and  Indiana  ; 
and  those  of  them  who  are  graduates,  from  Dartmouth, 
Bowdoin,  Amherst,  Harvard,  and  Antioch  Colleges,  and  from 
the  Philadelphia  Central  High  School. 


2.   Law  School. 

During  the  Academic  Year  1860 -61,  the  Law  School  has 
continued  under  the  superintendence  of  Joel  Parker,  LL.D., 
Koyall  Professor  of  Law,  Theophilus  Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane 
Professor  of  Law,  and  Emory  Washburn,  LL.D.,  University 
Professor  of  Law. 

The  Roy  all  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the  Law 
of  Currency,  Pleading,  Constitutional  Law,  and  Equity  Juris- 
prudence. 

The  Dane  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Blackstone's 
Commentaries,  Kent's  Commentaries,  the  Law  of  Insurance, 
the  Law  of  Evidence,  and  the  Law  of  Contracts. 

The  University  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Ar- 
bitration, Wills  and  Administration,  Criminal  Law,  and  the 
Law  of  Real  Property. 

There  have  been  no  new  arrangements  in  relation  to  the 
organization  of  the  School  or  the  course  of  instruction. 

Ten  Lectures  are  delivered  in  each  week,  generally  from 
text-books  designated ;  and  in  the  course  of  the  Lectures  ex- 
aminations are  made,  by  inquiry  of  the  students  as  to  cases  or 
principles  presented  to  them  in  connection  with  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  Lecture.  The  Faculty  continue  this  method  of 
examination,  being  convinced  that  no  other  would  meet  so  sat- 
isfactorily the  wants  of  the  School. 

A  Moot  Court  has  been  held  each  week  by  one  of  the  Pro- 
fessors ;  and  continued  experience  strengthens  the  confidence 
of  the  Faculty  and  the  students  in  the  great  utility  of  these 
courts.  That  they  must  be  especially  useful  to  the  students 
engaged  in  them  as  counsel  is  obvious.     But  they  are  almost 
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equally  profitable  to  others  who  investigate  the  questions  pre- 
sented, and  indeed  to  all  who  attend  them,  and  make  use  of 
the  opportunities  they  offer  to  learn  to  take  notes  readily  and 
accurately. 

Clubs  for  discussion  and  debate,  and  for  the  argument  of 
cases,  have  been  continued  by  the  students.  The  Faculty 
regard  them  as  eminently  useful,  and  provide  for  them  all  the 
facilities  and  encouragement  in  their  power. 

Prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  awarded  as  before  ;  with 
the  usual  strong  commendation  of  the  essays  by  the  Committee. 

The  average  number  of  students  attending  in  the  course  of 
the  year  was  one  hundred  and  forty-eight.  They  came  from 
twenty-four  of  the  United  States,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  New  Brunswick. 

The  degree  of  LL.B.  was  conferred  at  Commencement  upon 
seventy  students. 

3.   Medical  School. 

This  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

D.  Humphreys  Storer,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Midwifery  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence  ; 

J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.D.,  Shattuck  Professor  of  Morbid  Anat- 
omy ;. 

Henry  I.  Bowditch,  M.D.,  Jackson  Professor  of  Clinical 
Medicine  ; 

George  C.  Shattuck,  Hersey  Professor  of  the  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Physic ; 

Oliver  W.  Holmes,  M.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology  ; 

Henry  J.  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Surgery  ; 

Edward  H.  Clarke,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  ; 

John  Bacon,  M.D.,  University  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  Courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
the  several  Professors  in  their  respective  departments.  The 
Lectures  begin  annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November, 
and  continue  four  months,  or  seventeen  weeks.  The  students 
also  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
session  of  1860-61  was  205. 

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 

Instruction  is  also  given  during  the  summer  at  the  Medical 
College,  by  means  of  Recitations  and  Lectures.     The  summer 
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course  begins  at  the  close  of  the  winter  course,  and  continues 
till  November.  There  is  a  vacation  from  the  middle  of  July 
till  the  middle  of  August. 


4.  Lawrence  Scientific  School. 

This  institution  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

Louis  Agassiz,  LL.D.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Zoology  and 
Geology  ; 

Benjamin  Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy 
and  Mathematics  ; 

Asa  Gray,  M.D.,  Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History  ; 

Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy  ; 

Jeffries  Wyman,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy  ; 

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineering ; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
turer on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts, 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty  ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and 
Mineralogy. 

Henry  James  Clark,  S.  B.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Zoology. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraces  systematic  practical  ex- 
ercises in  the  several  Laboratories  of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wy- 
man, Gray,  and  Horsford  ;  instruction  in  Engineering  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Eustis ;  occasional  excursions  to  lo- 
calities and  manufacturing  establishments  of  scientific  interest 
in  the  neighborhood  ;  recitations  ;  and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  are  as  follows :  — 

On  Geology,  and  on  the  Structure  and  Classification  of  the 
Animal  Kingdom,  by  Professor  Agassiz,  between  forty  and 
forty-five  Lectures  each  Term.  On  the  Cellular  Structure 
and  Development  of  Organized  Bodies,  by  Professor  Clark. 
Scientific  excursions  are  made  about  once  a  fortnight. 

On  the  Differential  Calculus,  twice  a  week,  thirty  Lectures ; 
and  on  Analytical  Mechanics,  three  times  a  week,  forty-five 
Lectures,  by  Professor  Peirce. 

The  Lectures  were  attended  by  several  members  of  the 
Scientific  and  Law  Schools,  and  by  the  Undergraduates. 

The  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  branches  of  science 
was  eighty-eight,  exclusive  of  the  members  of  the  other  Pro- 
fessional Schools,  and  of  the  Undergraduates,  who  attended 
the  Scientific  Lectures. 
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5.   Astronomical  Observatory. 

During  the  past  year  the  Astronomical  Observatory  has 
been  under  the  superintendence  of  George  P.  Bond,  A.M., 
Director  of  the  Observatory. 

The  Observatory  was  not  founded  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
elementary  instruction  in  Astronomy  and  the  kindred  sci- 
ences, but  to  furnish  accurate  systematic  observations  of  the 
heavenly  bodies,  and  to  co-operate  in  other  investigations 
for  the  public  good.  It  is,  however,  open  to  persons  wishing 
to  enter  upon  a  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Practical 
Astronomy. 


6.  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology. 

The  Museum  has  been  under  the  superintendence  of  Louis 
Agassiz,  Professor  of  Geology  and  Zoology  in  the  Lawrence 
Scientific  School.  The  lectures  and  instruction  in  his  de- 
partment of  the  Scientific  School  have  been  given  at  the 
Museum,  where  the  special  students  have  been  employed  in 
their  several  branches  of  study,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor. 

The  lectures  were  also  attended  by  the  Senior  Class,'  and  by 
a  large  number  of  teachers  of  the  public  schools  of  Massa- 
chusetts.

TREASURER'S    STATEMENT. 


To  the  Honorable  And  Reverend, 

The  Overseers  of  Harvard  College. 

Gentlemen  :  —  During  the  past  year  there  has  been 
no  loss  of  any  part  of  the  property  held  by  the  Corpora- 
tion ;  but  increased  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
meeting  the  requirements  with  the  usual  income.  This 
arises  from  the  additional  number  of  students,  requiring 
a  more  numerous  body  of  officers  of  instruction  and 
government;  from  the  increasing  cost  of  maintaining 
in  vigorous  operation  all  the  departments ;  and  espe- 
cially from  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  the  funds 
are  appropriated  to  specific  purposes. 

To  meet  in  some  measure  the  steadily  advancing  rise 
of  prices  and  of  expenditure,  it  has  been  deemed  ad- 
visable to  change  the  investment  of  a  portion  of  the 
property  from  its  form  of  fixed  values.  The  amount 
of  this  property,  consisting  chiefly  of  mortgages,  has 
been  diminished  to  the  extent  of  $236,619.45,  and  the 


real  estate  yielding  income  has  been  proportionally  in- 
creased. 

The  income  from  all  sources  since  the  last  annual 
account  was  rendered  has  been  $  85,346.89,  and  the 
expenditure  has  been  $91,997.21,  leaving  a  deficiency 
of  $  6,650.42.  This  deficit  is  rather  apparent  than  real, 
as  it  arises  from  carrying  to  the  Insurance  and  Guaranty 
Fund  the  sum  of  $4,061.79,  which  is  the  surplus  of 
Factory  dividends  when  over  six  per  cent,  together  with 
any  gain  made  from  the  sale  of  personal  property.  There 
has  been,  of  course,  some  loss  of  income  during  the 
process  of  changing  the  investments. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Benjamin  Bussey,  his  property 
was  devised,  subject  to  certain  annuities,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Theological  and  Law  Schools,  and  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  Agricultural  Department,  to  be  located 
chiefly  upon  his  estate  in  Roxbury.  One  quarter  of  the 
income  is  to  be  paid  to  each  of  the  two  former,  and  one 
half  to  the  latter.  This  estate  has  been  held,  since  the 
decease  of  the  testator  in  1842,  by  trustees,  and  is  now 
valued  at  $413,290.67,  besides  the  Roxbury  estate,  val- 
ued at  $  65,000.  The  possession  of  the  whole,  and  the 
execution  of  the  trusts,  has  now  been  assumed  by  the 
College. 

The  late  Jonathan  Phillips,  during  his  long  life  a  lib- 
eral friend  of  sound  learning,  whose  name  has  often 
appeared  in  these  Reports  as  a  benefactor  of  Harvard 


College,  has  given  by  his  will  the  sum  of  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  "  for  any  other  purpose  than  for  the  erec- 
tion and  repair  of  buildings  or  real  estate." 

Miss  Mary  P.  Townsend,  of  Boston,  a  lady  who  will 
be  long  remembered  as  a  friend  of  science  and  of  sound 
learning,  as  well  as  for  her  many  virtues,  has  given  a 
legacy  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  for  the  benefit  of  in- 
digent scholars ;  also  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  Theo- 
logical School. 

The  late  Nathaniel  Ingersoll  Bowditch,  cherishing  a 
love  for  the  College,  which  he  might  be  supposed  to 
have  inherited  from  his  father,  had  it  not  been  also 
his  own  Alma  Mater,  created  in  his  lifetime  a  fund, 
which  is  in  the  hands  of  trustees ;  the  yearly  income, 
amounting  to  four  thousand  dollars,  is  appropriated  to 
sixteen  scholarships  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
each,  for  the  benefit  of  meritorious  students  who  are  in 
need  of  pecuniary  assistance.  While  he  lived,  Mr. 
Bowditch  refused  to  have  his  name  made  public  in  con- 
nection with  this  noble  charity.  He  also  left  a  legacy 
of  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  annual  donation  of  William  Gray,  to  be  ex- 
pended during  the  year  for  books,  has  been  received 
and  appropriated  according  to  his  directions. 

A  fund  of  $590,  to  meet  the  expense  of  a  military 
drill  for  the  students,  has  been  given  by  friends,  and 
has  been  expended  for  that  purpose. 
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The  donation  of  the  late  Peter  Chardon  Brooks,  for 
the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  use  of  the  President,  has 
been  expended  for  that  purpose,  except  the  sum  of 
$4,610.98,  which  has  been  reserved  for  repairs  of  the 
house,  and  for  the  care  of  the  grounds. 

The  separation  of  the  Theological  School  from  the 
College  has  not  been  accomplished.  The  united  peti- 
tion of  the  Overseers  and  Corporation  to  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  in  1858,  for  a  division  of  the  funds  of  the 
School  from  those  of  the  College,  has  not  been  granted 
or  refused.  Consequently  the  relation  of  this  depart- 
ment has  not  been  changed  by  the  action  of  the  two 
Boards  and  of  the  Legislature. 

The  Observatory  is  in  pressing  need  of  funds  to  meet 
the  cost  of  its  publications,  for  repairs,  and  for  inciden- 
tal expenses.  A  comparison  of  the  expenditure  of  other 
similar  institutions  in  Europe  and  in  this  country,  made 
from  their  official  reports,  shows  that  this  has  been 
conducted  more  economically  than  any  one  of  them. 
Some  assistance  has  been  obtained  from  the  liberality 
of  friends,  but  at  present  no  funds  are  at  the  disposal 
of  this  or  of  any  other  department  which  can  be  used 
to  meet  the  present  requirements. 

The  Professorship  of  Natural  History  has  been  sup- 
ported in  part  by  using  the  principal  of  a  fund  which 
was  subscribed  for  that  purpose.  This  fund  has  been 
reduced  to  about  one  third  of  the  original  amount,  and 
before  many  years  must  disappear. 


The  undersigned,  having  served  the  Corporation  as 
Treasurer  for  four  years,  proposes  to  resign  his  trust 
as  soon  as  the  present  contracts  for  building  are  com- 
pleted. He  therefore  uses  this  occasion  to  express  with 
profound  sensibility  his  acknowledgment  of  the  uni- 
form confidence  and  courtesy  which  have  been  extended 
to  him  by  the  gentlemen  composing  the  various  boards 
of  instruction  and  government,  and  by  all  others  con- 
nected with  the  College  with  whom  he  has  had  official 
intercourse.

REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  and  Reverend, 

the  Overseers  of  Harvard  College:  — 

The  undersigned.  President  of  the  University, 
would  present,  in  accordance  with  the  standing 
orders   of  the   Board,  his   first  Annual  Eeport. 

The  year  that  has  just  closed  is  rendered  sadly 
memorable  by  the  death  of  a  President  of  the 
College  while  in  office,  since  a  like  event  had  not 
occurred  for  more  than  half  a  century.  Those  best 
qualified  by  near  intimacy  with  President  Felton, 
and  by  co-operation  with  him  in  the  labors  of  his 
office,  have  already  spoken  fitting  words  of  eulogy, 
and  given  expression  to  the  deep  sense  of  loss  felt 
by  all  connected  with  the  University.  The  Plum- 
mer  Professor,  Andrew  P.  Peabody,  S.  T.  D.,  was 
appointed  by  the  Corporation  on  the  28th  of 
February  to  perform  the  duties  of  President  in 
the  Academical  department,  —  a  trust  which  he 
filled  with  admirable   wisdom  and   efficiency   until 


the  1st  of  December.  The  undersigned  not  hav- 
ing undertaken  any  of  the  duties  of  his  office  un- 
til the  1st  of  November,  and  not  having  entered 
fully  upon  them  until  the  1st  of  December,  must 
refer,  for  an  account  of  the  condition  of  the  Uni- 
versity during  the  last  Academic  year,  to  the  re- 
port herewith  presented  of  the  late  Acting  Presi- 
dent, and  to  the  usual  Appendix. 

The  President  has  been  too  short  a  time  in 
office  to  render  his  opinion  on  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  University  of  much  value.  The  de- 
partments stand  substantially  as  at  the  close  of 
the  last  Academic  year,  except  that  Professor 
Henry  L.  Eustis  has  had  leave  of  absence  in  order 
that  he  might  render  his  high  military  education 
and  talents  of  service  to  the  army ;  and  the  de- 
partment of  Engineering  has  been  put  under 
charge  of  Assistant  Professor  C.  W.  Eliot,  who 
has  taken  as  his  assistant  Mr.  Edward  Pearce. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer's  Eeport  that 
the  Divinity  and  Law  Schools  have  begun  to  re- 
ceive a  part  of  the  income  from  the  munificent 
bequest  of  the  late  Benjamin  Bussey,  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  ultimately  enable  us  to  place  those 
two  important  Faculties  on  a  proper  basis. 

Allusion  is  made  in  the  Treasurer's  Report  to 
the  wants  of  the  Observatory.  It  gives  the  Pres- 
ident great  pleasure  to  say  that  a  generous  dona- 
tion of  ten   thousand   dollars,  just   proposed   by  a 


benefactor  who  withholds  his  name,  will  go  far 
towards  supplying  the  immediate  needs  of  that 
institution. 

Returning,  after  a  few  years'  absence,  to  resume 
an  interest  in  our  University,  the  undersigned  has 
been  gratified  to  note  the  evidences  of  her  in- 
creasing prosperity,  and  the  growth  of  her  means 
of  usefulness.  Bu-t  he  must  be  permitted  to  add, 
that  he  is  even  more  forcibly  struck  with  the  op- 
portunities still  offered  for  an  advantageous  em- 
ployment of  larger  means.  No  department,  either 
in  the  College  or  among  the  Professional  Schools, 
can  be  said  to  stand  above  the  need  of  improve- 
ment, and  few,  if  any,  can  court  comparison  with 
the  most  thoroughly  furnished  schools  of  Europe. 
No  lower  ambition  is  worthy  of  our  age  and  our 
people  than  that  which  would,  in  conformity  with 
the  suggestions  of  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  at 
length  make  Harvard  College  a  University  in  re- 
ality as  well  as  in  name.  Other  institutions  in 
our  country  have  desired  to  fulfil  the  high  func- 
tion; but  it  is  impossible  for  us  in  this  generation 
to  have  in  North  America  more  than  one  Univer- 
sity of  the  highest  grade ;  and  Harvard  College 
has  high  vantage-ground,  in  its  position  and  pres- 
ent endowments,  from  which  to  assume  that  hon- 
ored post.  It  becomes,  therefore,  her  guardians  to 
invite  the  assistance  of  her  friends,  —  of  the  lov- 
ers  of  religion,    literature,    art,    and    science,   and 
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especially  of  those  whose  wealth  will  enable  them 
to  execute  the  generous  purposes  of  their  hearts, 
—  that  by  concentrated  effort  we  may  make  our 
College  worthy  of  our  ancestors,  and  of  ourselves.

REPORT     OF    DE.    PEABODY. 


To  the  Honorable  and  Reverend, 

the  Overseers  of  Harvard  College  :  — 

The  undersigned,  by  appointment  of  the  Cor- 
poration Acting  President  of  the  College  from  Feb- 
ruary 27  to  December  1,  1862,  has  the  honor  to 
submit  the  following  Report  on  the  condition  of 
the    College    during   his   administration. 

It  belonged  of  course  to  the  temporary  incum- 
bent of  the  office  less  to  institute  new  measures, 
than  to  maintain  the  regular  and  beneficent  op- 
eration of  the  methods  sanctioned  by  previous 
experience.  The  energy,  promptness,  and  practical 
wisdom  of  President  Felton  had  bequeathed  at 
once  an  easy  and  an  arduous  task  to  his  suc- 
cessor, —  easy  as  regarded  the  system  to  be  pur- 
sued, arduous  as  to  the  amount  of  work  to  be 
done.  The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  express  his 
•grateful  sense  of  the  ready  and  cordial  co-oper- 
ation of  his  colleagues  in  the  Academic  Faculty, 
and  of  an  official  intercourse  with  them  which 
has  left  only  the  happiest  rdhiembrances.  He 
would  bear  equally  full  and  hearty  testimony  to 
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the  uniformly  pleasant  and  kind  relations  sus- 
tained with  the  students,  no  less  marked  by  re- 
spect and  confidence  on  their  part,  than  on  his 
side  by  an  earnest  desire  for  their  welfare  and 
improvement. 

But  few  changes  have  taken  place  among  the 
officers  of  instruction  and  government  since  the 
date  of  the  last  Annual  Eeport.  During  the  sec- 
ond term  of  the  last  Academic  year  the  duties 
of  the  tutorship  made  vacant  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Abbot  were  performed  by  Messrs.  Bates 
and  Noble.  The  vacancy  is  now  filled,  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Faculty,  by  Mr.  John 
E.  Hudson.  Mr.  George  M.  Folsom,  Mr.  William 
G.  Golburn,  Mr.  Alexander  F.  Wadsworth,  and  Mr. 
William  H.  Pettee,  were  appointed  Proctors  at  the 
commencement  of  the  present  Academic  year. 
The  arrangement  by  which  Professor  Eliot  took 
charge  of  the  department  of  Chemistry  in  the 
Scientific  School  restored  the  Rumford  Professor- 
ship to  the  Academic  Department,  and  Professor 
Horsford,  in  accordance  with  this  arrangement, 
delivered  during  the  second  term  of  the  Aca- 
demic year  a  course  of  lectures  on  Recent  Im- 
provements in  Munitions  of  War,  which  was 
attended  by  a  numerous  and  deeply  interested 
audience.  With  this  addition  only,  the  course  of 
instruction  and  of  study  has  remained  unchanged 
in   any   essential   particular. 


Among   the   subjects  which  claim  the  attention 
!  of  your  honorable   Board  is  the   construction  and 
working  of  your  Committees  of  Examination.     The 
present   system   does  not  even  serve  the  purpose 
of  a   communication   between   the   several  depart- 
!  ments   and   the    Overseers.     At   the   stated    exam- 
inations  before   the   last  Commencement,  in  some 
cases  there  wras  not  a  single  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  attendance,  in  others  one,  two,  or  three 
out  of    committees   of    from    twelve    to    twenty. 
The   Faculty   would    regard    it   as   a   privilege   to 
I  themselves  and  a  benefit  to  the  College  to  have 
|  the  active  service  of  efficient  committees ;  and  it 
i  certainly   wrould   conduce   to   the  just  estimate  of 
I  our  system   in   the   minds   of   the    entire   commu: 
nity,  were  the  results  of  a   thorough   annual  ex- 
amination given   to   the  public.     But  to  this  end 
it    is    essential    that    the    Committees   should   be 
small,  and  should  be  composed  of  members  who, 
in    accepting    their    appointment,   consider   them- 
selves  as   pledged   to    discharge    its    duties.     The 
undersigned    would    propose    the    following    as    a 
feasible    plan.      Let    the    Overseers   designate    for 
each   department  as  the  chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee that  member  of  their  Board  who  is  regarded 
as   most  intimately  conversant   with    that   depart- 
ment,  and   on    his    acceptance    let    him    be    held 
responsible   to   the   Board  for   a  full   and  discrim- 
inating  report    on   his   department.      Let   him   be 
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authorized  to  associate  with  himself  two  gentle- 
men, whether  members  of  the  Board  or  not, 
who  are  specially  versed  in  his  department.  Let 
it  be  their  duty,  not  only  to  attend  the  stated 
examinations,  but  also  to  be  present  occasionally 
at  the  ordinary  class-exercises,  to  confer  with  the 
teachers  as  to  text-books  and  methods  of  instruc- 
tion, to  tender  their  advice  when  it  seems  desira- 
ble, and  to  inform  themselves  of  whatever  it  can 
concern  the  public  to  know  with  regard  to  the 
actual  condition  of  the  department,  its  improve- 
ment, its  relation  to  the  needs  of  the  community, 
and  its  wants  as  to  endowments,  apparatus,  or  ad- 
ditional teachers.  Such  committees  would  at  once 
strengthen  the  instructors  in  their  work,  and  sustain 
in  your  Board,  and  in  the  community  which  they 
represent,  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  practical 
working  of  our  educational  system. 

Another  subject  to  which  it  may  not  be  amiss 
to  ask  your  attention  and  that  of  the  public  is 
the  provision  made  for  indigent  students.  We 
have  now  thirty-seven  scholarships.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  over-estimate  their  beneficial  influence 
upon  the  College.  They  attract  to  the  University 
a  large  number  of  the  very  best  of  our  scholars, 
who  otherwise  would  sfeek  less  expensive  colleges. 
They  have  raised,  to  a  degree  which  those  not 
connected  with  the  College  can  hardly  appreciate, 
the  general  standard   of  scholarship  and  of  char- 
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acter.  They  might  be  multiplied  with  added  ad- 
vantage to  the  institution,  and  with  unspeakable 
benefit  to  those  whose  proficiency  they  would 
sustain  and  reward.  But  there  is  a  large  class 
of  deserving  and  needy  students  who  fall  short 
of  the  rank  which  entitles  them  to  scholarships. 
Among  those  who  become  our  best  scholars  there 
are  some  who,  not  having  enjoyed  the  preliminary 
training  of  schools  of  a  high  grade,  are  not  pre- 
pared, for  the  first  months  of  their  college  course, 
to  become  successful  competitors  with  those  who 
are  thoroughly  fitted  to  enter  college.  There  are 
others  who  in  rank  fall  but  little  below  the  suc- 
cessful competitors,  and  are  fully  their  equals  in 
industry  and  merit.  There  are  yet  others,  des- 
tined to  be  able  and  useful  men  in  after-life,  who 
commence  their  education  at  a  late  period,  and 
cannot,  therefore,  become  as  accurate  classical 
scholars  as  those  who  acquire  the  rudiments  of 
the  ancient  languages  in  childhood,  who  yet  attest 
their  mental  capacity  and  vigor  by  their  strong 
grasp  of  the  subjects  on  which  they  are  occupied 
in  the  last  year  of  the  college  course.  For  these 
classes  of  students  our  general  beneficiary  fund 
presents  a  very  inadequate  resource,  the  dividend 
which  each  applicant  can  receive  averaging  not 
more  than  from  twenty  to  thirty  dollars  per 
annum.  Many  of  these  students  submit  to  severe 
privations,  struggle  on  in  depressing  poverty,  and 
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often  incur  a  burden  of  indebtedness  which  must 
weigh  heavily  upon  them  for  many  subsequent 
years.  It  is  very  desirable  that  there  should  be 
a  fund,  —  a  large  fund  if  possible,  —  the  income 
of  which  should  be  distributed,  not  with  sole  ref- 
erence to  the  scale  of  rank,  but  in  the  joint  ratio 
of  merit  and  need.  The  disposal  of  the  proceeds 
of  such  a  fund  might  be  intrusted  to  the  Presi- 
dent, or  to  a  select  committee  of  the  Faculty,  and 
left,  without  restrictive  rules,  to  his  or  their  dis- 
cretion. A  provision  of  this  character  would  meet 
a  want  profoundly  and  painfully  felt  by  those  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  who  have  been  placed  in  con- 
fidential relations  with  individual  students,  whose 
own  ability  to  render  aid  is  limited,  and  who  often 
know  not  where  to  look  to  private  generosity  for 
the  requisite  funds,  or  are  reluctant  to  multiply  ap- 
peals where  such  appeals  are  never  made  in  vain. 

The  undersigned,  in  closing  his  Keport,  begs 
leave  to  express  his  conviction  that  the  College 
was  never  in  a  better  condition  than  at  the  pres- 
ent moment,  as  to  the  competency  and  efficiency 
of  its  instructors,  the  vigilant  and  energetic  disci- 
pline of  its  boards  of  government,  and  the  general 
standard  of  scholarship,  conduct,  and  character 
among   its   students.

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Summary  Statement  of  the  Course  op  Instruction  pur- 
sued IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
DURING   THE   ACADEMICAL   YEAR   1860-61. 


I.     ACADEMICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

1.   Religious  Instruction. 

Instruction  in  Christian  Evidences  and  Ethics  has  been 
regularly  given  by  Andrew  P.  Peabody,  D.  D.,  Preacher  to 
the  University  and  Plummer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals. 
During  the  First  Term  of  the  year  he  heard  recitations  from 
the  Freshman  Class,  twice  a  week,  in  Hopkins's  Lectures  on 
the  Christian  Evidences. 

During  the  First  Term  he  also  heard  recitations  from  the 
Senior  Class,  twice  a  week,  in  Butler's  Analogy  and  Ethics. 

During  the  Second  Term  the  Professor  took  charge  of  the 
department  of  Political  Economy,  hearing  the  Seniors  recite 
twice  a  week  in  Bowen's  Political  Economy,  and  delivering 
lectures  on  subjects  not  included  in  the  text-book. 

The  service  of  Daily  Prayers  has  been  attended  by  him,  in 
the  Chapel.  He  has  also  supplied  the  Chapel  Pulpit  on 
Sundays. 

Other  religious  exercises,  at  which  the  attendance  is  volun- 
tary, have  been  conducted  on  Tuesday  evenings  by  the  same 
officer. 

At  present,  two  hundred  and  one  students  have  leave  of 
absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  Sunday  at  home  ;  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-five  attend  worship  in  the  College  Chapel ;  and 
seventy-six  attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 
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2.   Philosophy. 

The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  lectures, 
recitations,  familiarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  the  Professor, 
and  written  forensic  exercises. 

The  Department  was  under  the  charge  of  Francis  Bowen, 
A.M.,  Alford  Professor.  During  the  first  Academic  Term, 
the  Senior  Class  recited  four  times  a  week  in  Hamilton's 
Metaphysics,  and  Bowen's  Ethics  and  Metaphysics.  During 
the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited  four  times  a  week 
in  Thomson's  Laws  of  Thought,  and  Mansel's  Prolegomena  I 
Logica.  The  Class  recited  in  three  Divisions,  on  the  first 
four  days  of  the  week,  so  that  th«  recitation  of  each  day 
occupied  three  hours. 

Forensics  were  read,  throughout  the  year,  every  Tuesday 
forenoon,  by  the  Seniors,  half  of  the  Class  attending  each 
week. 

Lectures  were  delivered  to  the  Class  on  the  afternoon  of 
Friday  during  a  portion  of  the  Second  Term. 


3.   Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  Department  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Francis 
J.  Child,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted 
in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jennison,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  is  given  to  the  Sophomore  and  I 
Junior  Classes,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  Eng- 
lish  Composition,  and  by  recitations  in  Grammar  and  Rhetoric* 

The  Sophomores,  during  the  First  Term  of  the  current  year,  I 
studied  Vernon's  Anglo-Saxon  Guide. 

One  fourth  of  the  Class  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical 
exercise  upon  them,  every  week  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  recitations,  twice  I 
a  week,  during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Rhetoric. 

They  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise  upon  1 
them,  once  every  two  weeks,  through  the  year. 

They  also  declaimed,  by  sections  of  nine,  every  week,  before 
a  portion  of  the  Class  and  the  instructors. 

The  inspection  of  performances  for  Commencement  and  for 
the  other  Public  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 

The  foregoing  statement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 

*  Logic,  which  has  of  late  years  formed  part  of  the  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment, is  now  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Philosophy. 
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In  addition  to  the  exercises  in  Declamation  already  men- 
tioned, there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution, 
which  is  wholly  under  the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Twelve  Juniors  attended  him  every  week  in  an  exercise  pre- 
paratory to  the  weekly  Declamation  of  the  Class. 

The  Sophomores  and  Freshmen  attended  him  once  ever^r 
week,  during  the  year. 

He  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year ;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
of  which  is  regularly  attended  by  the  Professor. 


4.   History. 

Instruction  was  given  in  this  Department  to  the  Senior 
Class,  during  the  last  academical  year,  by  the  Professor  of 
History.  The  books  used  were  Stephen's  Lectures  on  the 
History  of  France,  Guizot's  Lectures  on  the  History  of  Civili- 
zation in  Europe,  May's  Constitutional  History  of  England, 
and  Woolsey's  International  Law.  The  Class  recited  four 
times  a  week  during  the  year,  and  were  examined  by  written 
questions  and  orally  at  the  end  of  the  Second  Term.  A 
course  of  Lectures  was  also  read  to  the  Class  at  the  close  of 
the  year.  The  Freshman  Class  recited  twice  a  week  during 
the  Second  Term  to  Mr.  Bates,  in  Smith's  History  of  Greece, 
and  were  examined  by  written  questions  and  orally  at  the  end 
of  that  Term. 


5.   Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  James 
R.  Lowell,  A.M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  were 
in  the  Department  two  Instructors:  Ferdinand  Bocher,  A.M., 
Instructor  in  French,  and  Ernst  K.  F.  Krauss,  Instructor  in 
German.* 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modern  Languages  are  optional.  2.  A  student  commen- 
cing the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted  to  leave  it  before 
the  close  of  the  year  without  a  vote  of  the  Faculty.  3.  The 
students  are  formed  into  Sections,  and  are  carried  forward 
according  to  their  proficiency,  without  reference  to  Classes. 
4.  The  days  of  instruction  are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays. 

*  In  Spanish  and  Italian  the  instruction  is  given  by  Professor  Lowell. 
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The  French  Language  was  taught  to  students  of  the  Jun- 
ior and  Sophomore  Classes,  in  two  Sections.  One  hour  a 
day,  three  days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  de- 
voted to  each  Section.  The  instruction  was  given  by  trans- 
lation from  text-books  (Demogeot  and  Robertson),  written 
exercises,  and  practice  in  speaking  at  each  recitation. 
'  Instruction  was  given  in  German  by  translation  from  Ger- 
man into  English  and  from  English  into  German,  the  text- 
books used  being  Goethe's  "  Faust "  and  Follen's  "  German 
Reader."  The  Instructor  has  paid  especial  attention  to 
grounding  the  students  thoroughly  in  the  elements  of  the 
language,  and  has  met  his  class  one  evening  in  each  week 
for  practice  in  conversation. 

The  students  in  Spanish  and  Italian  from  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Classes  recited  in  two  Sections  three  times  a  week 
during  the  year.  Instruction  was  given  by  translation  from 
text-books,  and  by  written  exercises. 

Instruction  in  Italian  was  given  to  one  Section  of  Seniors 
three  times  a  week  during  the  year,  by  translation  from  text- 
books, and  written  exercises. 

Professor  Lowell  delivered  Lectures  during  the  First  Term  of 
the  Academic  Year.  A  class  of  volunteer  students  in  Italian 
read  Dante  with  him  three  times  a  week  during  the  year. 


6.   Latin. 


During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  University  Professor  of  Latin, 
assisted  by  Ephraim  W.  Gurney,  Edwin  H.  Abbot,  and 
George  W.  C.  Noble,  Tutors.  The  instruction  of  the  Senior 
and  Junior  Classes  was  conducted  by  Professor  Lane,  that  'of 
the  Sophomore  Class  by  Mr.  Gurney,  and  that  of  the  Fresh- 
man Class  by  Mr.  Noble  and  Mr.  Abbot  in  the  First  Term, 
and  by  Mr.  Noble  in  the  Second  Term. 

Instruction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  from  Livy,  the  Odes  of  Horace,  Roman  Antiqui- 
ties, and  in  writing  Latin,  once  a  month. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Andria  and  Heautonti- 
moroumenos  of  Terence,  Cicero's  Orations  against  Verres, 
and  the  Epistles  of  Horace,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  Horace's  Satires,  Tacitus's  Annals, 
and  in  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  Juvenal  (continued),  Catullus,  and 
Quintilian,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

In  the  three  lower  Classes  the  Latin  was  a  required  study ; 
with  the  Seniors  it  was  elective. 
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7.   Greek. 

The  Greek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  William  W. 
Goodwin,  Ph.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature,  Evan- 
gelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.M.,  University  Professor  of  Ancient, 
Byzantine,  and  Modern  Greek,  Edwin  H.  Abbot,  A.M.,  and 
Andrew  T.  Bates,  A.B.,  Tutors. 

The  Freshmen  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Bates  and  Mr. 
Abbot.  They  were  divided  into  four  alphabetical  Sections. 
The  text-books  were  Homer's  Iliad,  the  Oedipus  Tyrannus 
of  Sophocles,  and  Thucydides.  There  were  five  recitations  a 
week  during  each  Term,  besides  an  exercise  every  fortnight 
in  Greek  Prose  Composition. 

The  Sophomores  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Sophocles.  They 
were  divided  into  four  alphabetical  Sections,  each  Section  re- 
citing three  times  a  week.  They  read  the  Apology  and  Crito 
of  Plato,  and  Thucydides,  during  the  First  Term,  and  the 
Clouds  of  Aristophanes  during  the  Second  Term.  The  Class 
were  also  instructed  in  Greek  Composition. 

The  Juniors  and  Seniors  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Goodwin, 
and  attended  three  exercises  each  week. 

The  Juniors  recited  in  three  alphabetical  Sections.  In  the 
First  Term,  they  read  the  Septem  of  Aeschylus,  the  Birds  of 
Aristophanes,  and  part  of  Aeschines  on  the  Crown ;  in  the 
Second  Term  they  finished  Aeschines  on  the  Crown,  and  read 
the  whole  of  Demosthenes  on  the  Crown.  The  Class  were  also 
instructed  in  Greek  Composition. 

A  Section  of  ten  Seniors  selected  Greek  as  an  elective 
study.  They  read  the  greater  part  of  Books  I.,  II.,  VI.,  and 
VII.  of  Thucydides,  and  parts  of  Vols.  V.,  VI.,  and  VII.  of 
Grote's  History  of  Greece. 

President  Felton  delivered  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Homer 
to  the  Junior  Class  during  the  last  six  weeks  of  the  First  Term  ; 
the  Eliot  Professor  began  a  course  of  Lectures  to  the  Juniors 
in  the  First  Term,  which  were  continued  during  the  first  six 
weeks  of  the  Second  Term. 


8.   Hebrew. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages  ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year,  if  desired.  Attendance  on 
this  branch  is  optional.  Two  students  attended  twice  a  week, 
and  made  satisfactory  progress  for  the  time  given  to  the  study. 
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9.   Natural  History. 

This  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  Gray,  M.D., 
Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

Throughout  the  Second  Term  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology  and  Morphology,  by 
recitations  from  Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  with  informal 
Lectures,  microscopical  demonstrations,  and  written  examina- 
tions. These  exercises  were  attended  by  the  Class,  in  three 
Sections,  twice  a  week,  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 

A  course  of  Lectures  upon  Systematic  Botany,  consisting 
of  two  Lectures  per  week  throughout  the  Term,  was  deliv- 
ered to  those  students  of  the  Junior  Class  who  elected  the 
study.  These  Lectures  were  attended  by  about  forty-five 
Juniors  and  several  Scientific  Students.  From  the  first  of  May 
to  the  end  of  the  Term,  private  practical  lessons  were  given 
by  the  Professor,  twice  a  week,  to  about  thirty  members  of 
the  Class,  who  chose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege. 

The  course  of  Lectures  on  Geology,  delivered  by  Professor 
Agassiz  during  the  First  Term,  and  that  upon  Zoology  during 
the  Second  Term,  are  open  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class. 


10.   Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

A  course  of  twenty-six  Lectures  on  the  Anatomy  and  Physi- 
ology of  Vertebrated  Animals  was  delivered  during  the  First 
Term,  also  a  course  of  twelve  Lectures  on  Comparative  Em- 
bryology during  the  Second,  to  the  members  of  the  Senior 
Class,  and  to  members  of  the  Professional  Schools,  by  Jeffries 
Wyman,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy.  The  Lec- 
tures were  given  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  at  12  M.,  in 
the  anatomical  lecture-room  in  Boylston  Hall. 


11.   Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor,  and  Leonard  C.  Alden,  A.  B., 
Assistant  in  Chemistry.  During  the  First  Term,  the  Sopho- 
more Class  recited  twice  a  week,  from  the  first  half  of  Stock- 
hardt's  Elements  of  Chemistry,  and  attended  a  course  of 
Experimental  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the  Non-Metallic 
Elements.  During  the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited 
twice  a  week,  the  first  half  of  the  term  from  the  same  book, 
the  second  half  from  Cooke's  Chemical  Physics,  and  attended 
a  course  of  about  thirty  Lectures  on  the  Chemistry  of  the 
Metallic  Elements. 
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The  Junior  Class  recited  twice  a  week  from  Cooke's  Chemi- 
cal Physics,  prepared  by  the  Professor  expressly  for  their  use. 
The  portion  of  the  book  studied  was  that  relating  to  Heat. 

Those  of  the  Junior  Class  who  elected  this  Department  at- 
tended during  the  First  Term  a  course  of  instruction  in  Prac- 
tical Chemistry,  giving  their  attendance  in  the  Laboratory  on 
three  days  in  the  week,  three  hours  each  day.  The  recita- 
tions of  this  section  were  heard  by  the  Professor,  but  the  Class 
while  in  the  Laboratory  were  under  the  direction  of  the 
Assistant  in  Chemistry.  During  the  Second  Term,  the  same 
Section  of  the  Junior  Class  recited  to  the  Erving  Professor 
three  times  each  week  from  Dana's  System  of  Mineralogy,  and 
the  Chapter  of  Crystallography  in  Cooke's  Chemical  Physics. 


12.    Physics. 

During  the  past  academical  year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment was  conducted  by  Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  whole  Junior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a 
week  during  the  First  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  Her- 
schel's  Outlines  of  Astronomy  and  Lardner's  Course  of  Nat- 
ural Philosophy  [Optics].  This  Class  was  examined  at  the 
end  of  the  Second  Term  in  both  books.  The  examination  was 
both  oral  and  written. 

Each  Class  was  divided  into  three  Divisions ;  and  each  Di- 
vision remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise  ; 
in  all  nine  hours  a  week. 

The  Senior  Class  attended  a  course  of  thirty  Lectures  on 
Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  The  Junior  Class  at- 
tended a  similar  course  of  thirty  Lectures.  The  whole  course 
of  Lectures  in  this  Department,  which  extends  through  two 
years,  consists  of  about  sixty  Lectures  of  one  hour  each  ;  or 
one  Lecture  to  each  Class  for  every  week  of  both  Terms. 
The  subject  last  year  was  Mechanics  (including  Hydrostatics, 
Hydrodynamics,  Pneumatics),  and  Optics.  These  Lectures 
are  always  attended  by  some  members  of  the  Scientific  and 
Professional  Schools. 


13.   Mathematics. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, James  Mills  Peirce,  A.M.,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Mathematics,  and  Solomon  Lincoln,  Tutor. 

The  Freshman  Class  recited  in  four  Sections  on  four  days 
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of  the  week,  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday, 
throughout  the  year,  from  the  following  text-books  ;  namely, 
Peirce's  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry  and  Peirce's  Algebra. 

The  Sophomore  Class  recited  in  four  Sections  on  three  days 
in  the  week,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday,  throughout  the 
year,  from  the  following  text-books :  Peirce's  Navigation 
and  Surveying  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  Chapter  IV.  of 
Peirce's  Algebra,  and  J.  M.  Peirce's  Analytic  Geometry. 

Instruction  was  given  to  those  who  elected  Mathematics  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years  by  Lectures  and  recitations,  on 
three  days  in  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday, 
throughout  the  year,  in  the  Differential,  Imaginary,  Integral, 
and  Residual  Calculuses  and  the  Calculus  of  Quaternions,  and 
in  the  Mathematical  Theory  of  Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 


II.     PROFESSIONAL   SCHOOLS. 
1.  Divinity  School. 

The  Divinity  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Rev.  Convers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care ;  the  Rev.  George  R. 
Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature  ; 
the  Rev.  Frederick  H.  Hedge,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Ecclesiasti- 
cal History  ;  and  Rev.  George  E.  Ellis,  D.D.,  Professor  of 
Systematic  Theology. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Classes  ;  the  Jun- 
ior, Middle,  and  Senior. 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkman  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics,  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Church  Polity,  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of 
Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pastoral  Office,  together  with 
several  exercises  of  a  miscellaneous  character.  To  the  Han- 
cock Professor,  the  Principles  of  Criticism  and  Interpreta- 
tion, the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old  and  the  New 
Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language.  The  Professor  of 
Ecclesiastical  History  and  the  Professor  of  Systematic  Theol- 
ogy give  instruction  in  the  branches  of  Theology  which  their 
titles  designate. 
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The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  have  a  course  of  preach- 
in  <?  during  a  part  of  the  year  in  the  Chapel  of  Divinity  Hall. 
They  also  have  an  evening  meeting  once  a  week  for  prayer 
and  religious  conversation.  Occasionally,  evening  meetings 
are  held  for  extemporaneous  debate  on  given  questions. 

The  present  number  of  students  (December,  1862)  is  17. 
They  come  from  the  States  of  New  Hampshire,  Maine, 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  Ohio,  and  from  Montreal,  C.  E. ; 
and  those  of  them  who  are  graduates,  from  Amherst,  Har- 
vard, and  Antioch  Colleges. 


2.   Law  School. 

During  the  academic  year  1861  -  62,  the  Law  School  has 
continued  under  the  superintendence  of  Joel  Parker,  LL.D., 
Royall  Professor  of  Law,  Theophilus  Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane 
Professor  of  Law,  and  Emory  Washburn,  LL.D.,  Bussey 
Professor  of  Law. 

The  Royall  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the  Law 
of  Bailments  and  of  Corporations,  Constitutional  Law,  and 
the  Jurisprudence  of  the  United  States,  and  Equity  Jurispru- 
dence, Pleading  and  Evidence. 

The  Dane  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Blackstone's 
Commentaries,  Kent's  Commentaries,  the  Law  of  Evidence, 
the  Law  of  Bills  and  Notes,  and  the  Law  of  Partnership. 

The  Bussey  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Arbitra- 
tion, Bankruptcy,  Insolvency,  and  Conflict  of  Laws,  and  the 
Law  of  Real  Property. 

There  have  been  no  new  arrangements  in  relation  to  the 
organization  of  the  School  or  the  course  of  instruction. 

Ten  Lectures  are  delivered  in  each  week,  with  occasional 
extra  lectures,  generally  from  text-books  designated ;  and  in 
the  course  of  the  Lectures  examinations  are  made,  by  inquiry 
of  the  students  as  to  cases  or  principles  presented  to  them  in 
connection  with  the  subject-matter  of  the  Lecture.  The  Fac- 
ulty continue  this  method  of  examination,  being  convinced  that 
no  other  would  meet  so  satisfactorily  the  wants  of  the  School. 

A  Moot  Court  has  been  held  each  week  by  one  of  the  Pro- 
fessors. The  Law  Faculty  repeat  the  expression  of  their 
confidence  in  the  great  utility  of  these  courts.  That  they 
must  be  especially  useful  to  the  students  engaged  in  them 
as  counsel,  is  obvious.  But  they  are  almost  equally  profitable 
to  others  who  investigate  the  questions  presented,  and  indeed 
to  all  who  attend  them,  and  make  use  of  the  opportunities 
they  offer  to  learn  to  take  notes  readily  and  accurately. 
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Clubs  for  discussion  and  debate,  and  for  the  argument  of 
cases,  have  been  continued  by  the  students.  The  Faculty 
regard  them  as  eminently  useful,  and  provide  for  them  all  the 
facilities  and  encouragement  in  their  power. 

-Prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  awarded  as  before  ;  with 
the  usual  strong  commendation  of  the  essays  by  the  Committee. 

The  number  of  students  attending  at  the  first  term  was 
one  hundred  and  three,  at  the  second  term  seventy-eight. 
They  came  from  twenty  of  the  United  States,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  New  Brunswick,  Turkey,  and  the  Hawaiian 
Islands. 

The  degree  of  LL.B.  was  conferred  at  Commencement  upon 
forty-two  students. 

3.   Medical  School. 

This  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

D.  Humphreys  Storer,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Midwifery  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence  ; 

J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.D.,  Shattuck  Professor  of  Morbid  Anat- 
omy ; 

Henry  I.  Bowditch,  M.D.,  Jackson  Professor  of  Clinical 
Medicine  ; 

George  C.  Shattuck,  Hersey  Professor  of  the  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Physic ; 

Oliver  W.  Holmes,  M.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology  ; 

Henry  J.  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Surgery ; 

Edward  H.  Clarke,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  ; 

John  Bacon,  M.D.,  University  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  Courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
the  several  Professors  in  their  respective  departments.  The 
Lectures  begin  annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November, 
and  continue  four  months,  or  seventeen  weeks.  The  students 
also  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
session  of  1861-62  was  205. 

The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 

Instruction  is  also  given  during  the  summer  at  the  Medical 
College,  by  means  of  Recitations  and  Lectures.  The  summer 
course  begins  at  the  close  of  the  winter  course,  and  continues 
till  November.  There  is  a  vacation  from  the  middle  of  July 
till  the  middle  of  September. 
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4.   Lawrence  Scientific  School. 

This  institution  was  under  the  superintendence  of

md  Natural  Philosophy  ; 

Jeffries  Wynian,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy  ; 

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineering, 
md  Dean  of  the  Faculty  ; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
urer  on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and 
Mineralogy ; 

Henry  James  Clark,  S.B.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Zoology; 

Charles  W.  Eliot,  A.M.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraces  systematic  practical  ex- 
rcises  in  the  several  Laboratories  of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wy- 
nan,  Gray,  and  Eliot ;  instruction  in  Engineering  under  the 
lirection  of  Professor  Eustis  ;  recitations  ;  and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  are  as  follows :  — 

Professor  Agassiz's  Course  on  Geology,  and  the  Structure 
md  Classification  of  the  Animal  Kingdom,  consisting  of  be- 
ween  thirty  and  forty  Lectures  each  Term.  These  Lectures 
rere  attended  by  members  of  the  Scientific  and  Law  Schools, 
nd  by  the  Senior  Class  of  the  College. 

All  the  courses  of  Lectures  of  the  Academic  Department 
re  open  to  Scientific  Students. 

The  average  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  Depart- 
lents  of  the  School  throughout  the  year  was  about  sixty. 


5.  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology. 

The  Museum  has  been  under  the  superintendence  of  Louis 
ilgassiz,  Professor  of  Geology  and  Zoology  in  the  Lawrence 
Scientific  School.  The  lectures  and  instruction  in  his  de- 
partment of  the  Scientific  School  have  been  given  at  the 
Museum,  where  the  special  students  have  been  employed  in 
heir  several  branches  of  study,  under  the  direction  of  the 
professor.  With  one  exception,  all  the  students  have  received 
heir  instruction  gratuitously. 

The  lectures  were  also  attended  by  the  Senior  Class,  and  by  a 
arge  number  of  teachers  of  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts. 
4 
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6.   Astronomical  Observatory. 

During  the  past  year  the  Astronomical  Observatory  has" 
been  under  the  superintendence  of  George  P.  Bond,  A.M., 
Director  of  the  Observatory. 

The  Observatory  was  not  founded  for  the  purpose  of  giving  i 
elementary  instruction  in  Astronomy  and  the  kindred  sci-| 
ences,  but  to  furnish  accurate  systematic  observations  of  the 
heavenly  bodies,  and  to  co-operate  in  other  investigations 
for  the  public  good.  It  is,  however,  open  to  persons  wishing 
to  enter  upon  a  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Practical 
Astronomy.

TREASURER'S   STATEMENT 


To  the  Honorable  and  Reverend, 

The  Overseers  of  Harvard  College. 

Gentlemen  :  —  The  Treasurer  submits  the  accompa- 
nying Statement,  for  the  past  year,  of  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  College,  of  which  he  has  had  charge 
since  March  1st. 

By  the  General  Statement  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment, Doc.  No.  II.,  made  up  in  the  usual  form,  it  is 
shown  that  the  income  from  all  sources  has  been 
§  117,321.22  ;  that  there  has  been  paid  for  salaries 
and  general  expenses  $  61,126.62,  and  that  the  amount 
credited  to  the  several  accounts  in  the  different  depart- 
ments is  $60,735.03,  —  making  the  whole  expenditure 
$121,861.65,  and  leaving  a  deficiency  for  the  year  of 
$  4,540.43.  The  surplus  over  six  per  cent  of  dividends 
for  the  same  time  and  the  gain  on  stocks  sold  has, 
however,  amounted  to  $  5,946.25,  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  Insurance  and  Guaranty  Fund. 

The  income  from  the  property  devised  by  the  late 
Benjamin  Bussey  has,  for  the  first  time,  been  brought 
into  the  College  accounts,  and  has  been  appropriated 


according  to  the  directions  of  the  testator.  In  May 
last,  two  stores,  originally  a  part  of  this  estate,  were 
entirely,  and  another  partially,  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
loss  on  all,  beyond  the  insurance  recovered,  will  be  a 
little  over  $  1,000,  and  will  be  charged  to  the  before- 
named  Insurance  and  Guaranty  Fund,  —  showing  the 
wise  policy  of  having  such  an  account. 

The  late  Winthrop  Ward,  of  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
bequeathed  two  thousand  dollars  in  trust  for  the  Di- 
vinity School,  which  has  already  been  received  from 
his  executors. 

Five  hundred  dollars  have  been  given  by  "  a  member 
of  the  Class  of  1817,"  in  aid  of  the  fund  for  the  Schol- 
arship heretofore  established  for  that  Class. 

A  portrait  by  Ames,  valuable  as  a  work  of  art,  and 
interesting  as  a  memorial  of  the  late  President  Felton, 
has  been  presented  to  the  College  by  several  of  his 
friends,  and  placed  in  Harvard  Hall. 

A  valuable  donation  of  minerals,  from  Eev.  A.  G. 
Frazier,  of  Bombay,  received  too  late  for  notice  in  the 
last  Treasurer's  Eeport,  but  appropriately  acknowl- 
edged in  that  of  the  President,  is  placed  in  the  care 
of  Professor  Cooke. 

No  further  action  has  been  had  by  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  in  reference  to  the  separation  of  the 
Divinity  School  from  the  College. 

The  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Massachusetts  Pro- 
fessorship of  Natural  History  has  been  somewhat  fur- 
ther reduced  since  the  last  report  upon  the  subject. 
It  has  been  voted,  however,  by  the  Corporation,  that 
no  further  encroachment  upon  its  principal  shall,  under 


my  circumstances,  be  allowed  ;  and  measures  are  now 
>eing  taken  by  the  friends  of  this  branch  of  education, 
vhich  it  is  hoped  will  be  successful,  for  its  permanent 
■elief. 

The  Observatory  is  still  conducted,  with  great  credit 
o  itself  and  the  University,  under  much  embarrass- 
nent  from  the  want  of  funds  to  meet  its  incidental 
expenses  and  repairs.     The  necessary  acknowledgment 
1   ilone  of  valuable  donations  from  its  more  highly  en- 
rol   lowed  rivals,  and  the  diffusion  of  its  most  interesting 
md  valuable   publications,  demand  of  the  friends  of 
k   science  and  of  our  country  at  large,  that  means  should 
If    >e  provided  more  adequate  to  the  support  of  an  insti- 
ution  so  creditable,  not  only  to  the  University,  but  to 
:    lie  United  States. 

The  liberality  of  friends,  and  a  due  appreciation  of 
i  lie  value  of  property  now  in  our  charge,  begin  to  de- 
nand  earnestly  that  some  provision  be  made  for  the 
I  )roper  care  and  disposal  of  books  in  the  Library,  — 
I  is  its  shelves  are  already  crowded,  and  little  if  any 
it  idditional  room  suitable  to  the  purpose  can  be  made 
vithin  the  walls  of  Gore  Hall.

REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  and  Reverend, 

the  Overseers  of  Harvard  College  :  — 

The  undersigned,  President  of  the  University, 
would  present,  in  accordance  with  the  standing 
orders  of  the  Board,  his  Second  Annual  Report, 
covering  the  first  year  of  his  administration.  His 
second  report,  as  his  first,  must  open  with  a  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  the  honored  dead. 

Dr.  George  Hayward,  who  for  eleven  years  had 
been  a  Fellow  of  the  Corporation,  and  for  fourteen 
years  filled  the  Chair  of  Surgery  in  the  Medical 
School,  and  whose  excellent  qualities  of  mind  and 
heart  had  endeared  him  to  all  with  whom  he  had 
been  often  brought  into  contact,  even  though 
merely  in  an  official  way,  has  been  removed  from 
office  by  sudden  death  since  tile  close  of  the  aca- 
demic year. 

Rev.  Convers  Francis,  S.  T.  D.,  was  taken  early  in 
the  Spring.     For  more  than  twenty  years  he  had 


filled  the  Parkman  Professorship  with  indefatigable 
industry  and  illustrated  it  with  profuse  and  varied 
learning. 

The  general  course  of  affairs  in  the  University 
during  the  year  1862  -  63  has  been  smooth  and  pros- 
perous. Manifestations  of  the  continued  kindness 
of  friends  towards  our  Institution  have  not  been 
wanting.  A  gentleman,  who  has  frequently  given 
substantial  proofs  of  his  good-will,  has  presented  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  instructions  to 
spend  it  at  about  the  rate  of  five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  in  encouraging  the  art  of  reading  among 
the  undergraduates.  Beneficial  effects  are  already 
visible  from  this  movement,  which  lead  us  to  hope 
that,  before  the  fund  given  by  Mr.  Lee  is  exhausted, 
some  means  may  be  provided  to  give  a  perpetual 
stimulus  to  this  branch  of  elocution. 

Mr.  Benjamin  D.  Greene  has  bequeathed  one 
thousand  dollars  as  a  foundation  for  a  scholarship  in 
the  Undergraduate  Department. 

Messrs.  E.  S.  Rand  and  James  Lawrence,  Esquires, 
have  given  to  the  Botanical  Garden  a  valuable  col- 
lection of  orchids  and  other  hot-house  plants,  in- 
creasing the  mea*ns  of  the  Fisher  Professor  to  illus- 
trate his  teaching. 

The  Botanical  Garden  has,  through  the  exertions 
of  our  lamented  colleague,  Dr.  George  Hayward, 
been  endowed  with  a  temporary  provision,  for  three 
years,  by  a  subscription  among  those  interested  in 


Botany.  The  very  valuable  collection  of  plants  be- 
longing to  Dr.  Gray,  and  deriving  great  additional 
value  from  the  fact  that  the  specimens  have  all  been 
identified  by  his  authority,  is  now  scattered  in  vari- 
ous apartments  of  two  wooden  buildings,  and  con- 
stantly exposed  to  the  danger  of  fire.  Dr.  Gray 
offers  to  give  it  to  the  University,  provided  the  Col- 
lege will  put  it  into  a  fire-proof  building,  and  provide 
for  its  maintenance  and  increase.  A  gentleman  of 
Boston  pledges  himself  to  furnish  the  building,  if 
other  friends  of  the  College  and  of  science  will  pro- 
vide twelve  thousand  dollars  as  a  fund  for  the  per- 
petual support  of  the  herbarium. 

Other  pledges  of  great  value  to  that  department 
have  also  been  made,  contingent  on  the  success  of 
this  effort,  so  that  the  strongest  motives  are  now 
offered  to  those  desirous  of  perpetuating  and  advan- 
cing the  knowledge  of  Botany,  to  contribute  to  this 
fund.  The  success  of  this  enterprise  would  cause 
the  Botanic  Garden  at  Cambridge,  now  only  of  local 
interest,  to  assume  at  once  a  national  and  universal 
value. 

Mr.  Charles  Sanders,  of  the  Class  of  1802,  has 
conveyed  to  the  College  a  valuable  estate  in  Cam- 
bridge, for  the  purpose  of  building,  when  sufficiently 
increased  by  future  donations,  a  plain  and  substan- 
tial hall  for  the  public  occasions  of  the  College  and 
its  Alumni.  It  is  peculiarly  pleasant  to  receive 
from   a   graduate   of  sixty  years'  standing,   and    a 


Steward  who  retired  from  office  thirty  years  ago, 
this  proof  that  he  still  cherishes  his  Alma  Mater, 
and  desires  to  provide  for  her  wants. 

On  Commencement  day,  Frederic  Athearn  Lane, 
Esq.,  of  New  York,  gave,  through  the  hands  of  Ex- 
President  Walker,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
the  annual  interest  of  which  is  to  be  expended  in 
the  purchase  of. books  for  the  Library.  This  gift, 
valuable  in  itself,  and  rendered  more  so  from  the 
spirit  in  which  it  was  given,  comes  most  oppor- 
tunely at  the  time  when  the  munificent  gift  of 
William  Gray,  Esq.,  of  five  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  for  five  years,  was  nearly  expended ;  and 
will,  it  is  hoped,  be  the  nucleus  about  which  a  large 
permanent  fund  may  be  established.  Mr.  Gray's 
donation  is  the  largest  ever  given  to  our  Library  by 
any  one  individual,  and  has  been  prized  as  of  in- 
estimable worth  ;  and  yet  it  has  revealed  to  us  more 
clearly  than  ever,  how  large  the  sums  which  are 
needed  in  order  to  render  our  Library  valuable  for 
purposes  of  original  research.  The  needs  of  the 
scholar  are  but  imperfectly  appreciated,  even  among 
the  most  generous  friends  of  education  in  our  coun- 
try. Massachusetts  herself,  liberally  as  she  provides 
for  the  diffusion  of  knowledge  among  her  people, 
and  for  that  education  of  all  classes  which  shall 
enable  the  youth  of  highest  talent  always  to  know 
and  to  exercise  his  own  power  among  men,  has  not 
provided,  in  general,  for  the  highest  culture  of  the 


highest  abilities.  Our  country  produces  men  of  as 
fine  natural  talent  for  every  department  of  learning 
and  science,  as  can  be  found  among  any  people.  But 
that  talent  almost  never  attains  any  high  degree  of 
culture,  without  being  transplanted  to  Europe  for  a 
few  years.  It  is  now  time  that  we  should  begin  to 
develop  among  ourselves  the  learning  and  science 
which  we  diffuse  among  our  people  and  apply  to  the 
arts  of  life.  It  is  time  that  we  should  have  in  our 
country  at  least  one  institution  thoroughly  organ- 
ized and  amply  endowed,  at  which  it  shall  be  a 
principal  aim  to  carry  those  students  who  have  the 
highest  talents  to  the  highest  degree  of  culture ; 
and  also  through  its  teachers,  its  pupils  and  gradu- 
ates, to  extend  the  domain  of  science,  and  increase 
the  fruits  of  learning.  The  most  able  of  our  young 
graduates,  and  the  most  studious  of  our  younger 
instructors,  now  feel  compelled  to  go  in  person  to 
the  universities  of  Europe  for  the  learning  and 
science  which  they  expound,  or  wiiich  they  are  to 
apply  to  practice  hereafter.  This  dependence  upon 
the  older  countries  wTas  honorable  and  beneficial 
in  our  childhood,  but  becomes  disgraceful  and  in- 
jurious in  our  manhood.  Nor  is  there  any  other 
State  than  Massachusetts,  nor  any  other  place  than 
Cambridge,  where  greater  facilities  already  exist 
for  the  establishment  of  an  American  University  in 
the  highest  and  best  sense,  —  an  institution  offering 
opportunities  to  students  and  scholars,  in  every  de- 
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partment  of  knowledge,  for  attaining  that  amount 
of  instruction  and  aid  which  will  enable  them,  how- 
ever great  their  talents,  to  take  their  true  position 
among  the  world's  laborers  in  science,  art,  and  lit- 
erature. 

The  establishment  of  an  American  University  is 
not  merely  a  matter  of  State  or  national  pride,  — 
it  is  demanded  by  the  highest  considerations  of 
national  interest,  both  material  and  political.  No 
man  can  measure  the  positive  pecuniary  loss  and 
political  mismanagement  which  have  already  befallen 
our  nation,  because  of  the  fact  that  so  much  of  the 
political  and  agricultural  science  diffused  through 
the  medium  of  our  colleges  and  schools  is  drawn 
from  the  writers  and  thinkers  of  the  Old  World,  or 
from  American  writers  nurtured  on  European  books 
or  educated  in  the  Universities  of  countries  whose 
whole  social  and  political  fabric,  as  well  as  climate 
and  soil,  differs  so  essentially  from  ours.  The  awful 
storm  raging  in  our  country  during  the  past  three 
years  might,  indeed,  without  much,  if  any,  strained 
construction,  be  attributed  to  this  cause,  and  this 
is  therefore  peculiarly  a  fit  time  to  attempt  the 
removal  of  the  cause,  —  by  opening  here  and  now 
an  institution  which  shall  develop  science  and  lit- 
erature from  our  own  soil  and  climate  and  social 
condition. 

The  plan  of  University  Lectures,  sanctioned  by 
your  Honorable  and  Reverend  Board  upon  the  11th 


9 


of  March  last,  was  put  into  immediate  operation,  and 
has  succeeded  —  if  we  remember  that  there  were 
no  other  inducements  either  to  lecturers  or  to  hear- 
ers than  the  love  of  learning  —  as  well  as  could  have 
been  hoped.  Twelve  different  lecturers  have  given 
sixteen  courses  of  instruction,  eight  in  the  spring 
and  eight  in  the  fall  term.  Some  of  these  courses 
have  been  free  from  technical  terms,  and  attended 
by  more  than  a  hundred  hearers,  including  physi- 
cians, clergymen,  and  other  graduates,  with  school 
teachers  and  members  of  the  professional  schools ; 
others  have  drawn  only  seven  or  eight  hearers, 
being  technical  expositions  of  physical  and  mathe- 
matical science.  All,  however,  have  been  of  ability  ; 
in  some  of  them  positive  contributions  to  science, 
of  a  high  character,  have  been  made,  and  invaluable 
novel  suggestions  offered ;  and  the  thanks  of  all 
friends  of  the  University  are  due  to  those  who  have 
given  these  gratuitous  labors  to  increase  its  use- 
fulness. 

The  body  of  associated  Professors  has  taken  to 
itself  the  title  of  the  Academic  Council. 

Early  in  the  Second  Term,  the  Divinity  School 
sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Francis. 
To  supply,  in  part,  his  place  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year,  the  President  and  the  Plummer  Professor 
gave  several  hours  each  week  to  instruction  in  the 
School.  The  Professorship  was  afterwards  perma- 
nently filled  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Oliver  Stearns, 
2 
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S.  T.  D.,  who  is  now  acceptably  performing  its  duties. 
The  executor  of  the  late  J.  Henry  Kendall,  Esq., 
of  Leominster,  has  given  this  School  his  legacy 
of  $  2,000  for  the  benefit  of  indigent  students 
therein. 

The  Chemical  Department  of  the  Lawrence  Scien- 
tific School  was,  during  the  First  Term,  under  the 
charge  of  Charles  W.  Eliot,  A.M.,  Assistant  Professor 
of  Chemistry.  His  term  of  office  expired  upon  the 
first  of  March,  but  the  Corporation  requested  him 
to  continue  his  duties  pending  efforts  which  were 
made  by  certain  friends  of  the  institution  to  raise 
an  endowment  for  a  Chemical  Professorship,  and  it 
was  not  until  nearly  the  close  of  the  Second  Term 
that  it  became  evident  that  these  efforts  must,  for 
the  present,  fail. 

Meanwhile,  the  Eumford  Professorship  had  be- 
come vacant,  by  the  resignation  of  Professor  Hors- 
ford,  and  been  filled  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Wolcott 
Gibbs;  and  the  Corporation  was  forced,  through 
want  of  funds  for  the  Chemical  Department,  to 
consign  it  again  to  the  care  of  the  Eumford  Pro- 
fessor, and  thus  lose  the  services  of  Assistant 
Professor  Eliot,  whose  administrative  talent  had 
been,  in  various  departments,  so  valuable  to  the 
University. 

The  Engineering  Department  was  also  placed  by 
General  Eustis,  on  his  departure  for  the  army,  under 
the  care  of  Assistant-Professor  Eliot,  and  he  employed 
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as  instructor  Mr.  Edward  Pearce,  a  graduate  of  the 
Class  of  1853.  Neither  of  these  departments  is, 
however,  in  an  entirely  satisfactory  state.  While 
the  Rumford  Professor  is  eminently  qualified  for 
the  oversight  of  the  Chemical  Department,  the  du- 
ties and  statutes  of  his  Professorship  require  him 
to  give  his  chief  attention,  not  to  chemistry,  but 
to  technology;  and  in  order  to  make  the  Depart- 
ment strong,  he  should  have  associated  with  him 
an  adjunct  Professor  provided  for  from  a  separate 
foundation ;  and  that  foundation  should  be  suffi- 
cient to  enable  the  School  to  reduce,  at  least  to  in- 
digent students,  the  present  charges.  Moreover,  the 
equipments  of  the  Chemical  Department  are  insuffi- 
cient to  the  most  successful  prosecution  of  advanced 
chemical  studies.  The  business  tact  and  economy 
of  the  Rumford  Professor  are  already  providing 
improvements  ;  but  it  is,  nevertheless,  painfully 
true,  that  the  equipments  of  the  laboratory  for 
professional  students  at  Cambridge  are  much  less 
complete  than  those  which  have  been  provided 
for  undergraduates  under  the  admirable  super- 
vision and  generous  contributions  of  the  Erving 
Professor. 

The  Engineering  Department  is  strong  only  in 
the  abilities  of  its  Professor.  Lamentably  deficient 
in  models,  and  not  rich  in  its  library,  it  has  not 
even  a  room  wherein  to  store  models,  or  wherein 
to  give  instruction,  without   depriving  the  School 
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of  its  only  lecture-room ;  and  even  the  addition  to 
the  School  of  the  services  of  the  Kuraford  Professor 
does  not  give  him,  or  the  School,  any  place  wherein 
he  may  lecture  upon  any  subject  connected  either 
with  his  technological  or  chemical  duties. 

In  his  last  Report,  the  undersigned  alluded  to  the 
gift  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  publication  of 
the  observations  at  the  Observatory,  by 'a  benefac- 
tor who  withheld  his  name.  The  allusion  was  to 
the  generous  act  of  the  late  Hon.  William  Sturgis, 
who  placed  that  sum  in  the  hands  of  trustees,  the 
income  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  stated  above, 
and  forever  to  continue  its  aid  to  the  institution 
which  he  helped  to  found. 

Several  works  of  art  have  been  placed  in  Gore 
and  Harvard  Halls  by  the  kindness  of  testators  and 
of  living  friends,  —  busts  of  General  Sumner  and 
Dr.  Peabody,  a  portrait  of  Governor  Samuel  Adams, 
and  a  marble  bust  of  the  late  President  Felton  by 
Mr.  Henry  Dexter,  the  last  being  the  gift  of  twenty- 
seven  gentlemen  making  equal  contributions. 

The  undersigned,  gratefully  acknowledging  the 
munificence  of  the  donors  who  have  contributed  to 
the  resources  of  the  University  during  the  year, 
could  not,  nevertheless,  refrain  from  again  express- 
ing the  strength  of  his  conviction,  that  there  are  at 
Cambridge  opportunities  for  the  advantageous  em- 
ployment of  larger  means  in  almost  every  depart- 
ment.     The  late  Acting  President,   in  his  Report, 


mentioned  among  these  opportunities  the  increase 
of  the  beneficiary  funds.  All  students  in  a  higher 
seminary  of  learning  may  be  regarded  as  benefi- 
ciaries, educated  in  part  at  the  expense  of  its 
founders  and  benefactors.  But  those  whose  means 
are  small,  and  who  are  aided  by  the  scholarships 
and  exhibition  funds,  are  now,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered, aided  to  a  less  extent  than  three  years 
ago,  owing  to  the  unavoidable  depreciation  of  the 
currency  in  which  the  income  of  those  funds  is  paid 
and  disbursed.  And  should  the  Government  of  the 
College  be  compelled,  as  during  former  periods  of 
great  depreciation  in  the  currency,  to  raise  the 
price  of  tuition,  the  sufferings  of  these  beneficia- 
ries will  become  still  greater,  and  should  not  be 
overlooked  by  those  who  have  the  means  to  aid 
them. 

The  discipline  of  the  College  during  the  year  was, 
as  the  undersigned  is  assured,  as  good  as  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  That  there  should  be  some  immorality 
and  misbehavior  among  a  body  of  eight  hundred 
young  men  gathered  about  a  University,  is  to  be 
expected  ;  but  after  a  year's  observation,  the  Presi- 
dent is  convinced  that  the  reports  of  evil  among 
them  are  frequently  exaggerated,  and  that  the 
amount  of  sterling  worth  and  steadfast  fidelity  is 
seldom  reported. 

The  passage  of  horse-cars  to  and  from  Boston, 
nearly,  if  not  quite,  a  hundred  times  a  day,  has  ren- 
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dered  it  practically  impossible  for  the  Government 
of  the  College  to  prevent  our  young  men  from  be- 
ing exposed  to  all  the  temptations  of  the  city.  The 
only  practicable  remedy  lies  with  the  parents,  and 
with  the  teachers  of  the  preparatory  schools  ;  it  is 
to  develop  in  the  youth,  before  he  comes  here,  such 
habits  of  moral  strength  and  independence,  that  he 
may  be  able  to  stand  and  walk  alone.  The  expos- 
ures in  College  do  not  create,  but  only  reveal,  the 
weakness  or  the  corruption  which  was  already  in 
the  boy  at  his  entrance  here.  A  young  man  at  the 
age  of  seventeen  years,  if  he  have  any  real  moral 
strength  in  him,  is  too  mature  to  be  easily  led 
astray ;  and  if  at  that  age  he  appears  to  fall  away, 
it  only  shows,  in  general,  that  he  had  hitherto  not 
been  trained,  but  only  constrained,  in  the  way  in 
which  he  should  go. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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Summary  Statement  of  the  Course  of  Instruction  pur- 
sued IN  THE  SEVERAL  DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
DURING   THE   ACADEMICAL   YEAR   1862-63. 


I.     ACADEMICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

1.   Religious  Instruction. 

Instruction  in  Christian  Evidences  and  Ethics  has  been 
regularly  given  by  Andrew  P.  Peabody,  D.  D.,  Preacher  to 
the  University  and  Plummer  Professor  of  Christian  Morals. 
During  the  First  Term  of  the  year  he  heard  recitations  from 
the  Freshman  Class,  twice  a  week,  in  Chaplin's  First  Prin- 
ciples of  Ethics. 

During  the  Second  Term  he  heard  recitations  from  the 
Senior  Class,  once  a  week,  in  Hopkins's  Lectures  on  the  Chris- 
tian Evidences,  and  delivered  a  course  of  twelve  Lectures  on 
the  Connection  between  Natural  and  Revealed  Religion. 

During  the  First  and  a  part  of  the  Second  Term,  the  Pro- 
fessor took  charge  of  the  department  of  Political  Economy, 
hearing  the  Seniors  recite  twice  a  week  in  Bowen's  Politi- 
cal Economy,  and  delivering  lectures  on  subjects  not  included 
in  the  text-book. 

The  service  of  Daily  Prayers  has  been  attended  by  him,  in 
the  Chapel.  He  has  also  supplied  the  Chapel  Pulpit  on 
Sundays,  when  not  relieved  by  the  President. 

At  present,  two  hundred  and  twenty  students  have  leave  of 
absence  from  Cambridge  to  pass  Sunday  at  home  ;  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three  attend  worship  in  the  College  Chapel ; 
and  seventy-nine  attend  other  churches  in  Cambridge. 
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2.   Philosophy. 


The  means  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are  recita- 
tions, familiarly  illustrated  at  the  time  by  the  Professor,  and 
written  forensic  exercises. 

The  Department  was  under  the  charge  of  Francis  Bowen, 
A.M.,  Alford  Professor.  During  the  first  Academic  Term, 
the  Senior  Class  recited  four  times  a  week  in  Hamilton's 
Metaphysics,  and  Bowen's  Ethics  and  Metaphysics.  During 
the  Second  Term,  the  same  Class  recited  four  times  a  week 
in  Thomson's  Laws  of  Thought,  and  Hamilton's  Logic.  The 
Class  recited  in  three  Divisions,  on  the  first  four  days  of  the 
week,  so  that  the  recitation  of  each  day  occupied  three  hours. 

Forensics  were  read,  throughout  the  year,  every  Friday 
afternoon,  by  the  Seniors,  half  of  the  Class  attending  each 
week. 


3.   Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

This  Department  is  under  the  superintendence  of  Francis 
J.  Child,  Boylston  Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  Oratory,  assisted 
in  the  teaching  of  Elocution  by  James  Jennison,  A.M. 

Instruction  in  this  Department  is  given  to  the  Sophomore  and 
Junior  Classes,  by  exercises  in  Reading,  Speaking,  and  Eng- 
lish Composition,  and  by  recitations  in  Grammar  and  Rhetoric* 

The  Sophomores,  during  the  First  Term  of  the  current  year, 
studied  Vernon's  Anglo-Saxon  Guide,  and  Marsh's  Lectures 
on  the  English  Language. 

One  fourth  of  the  Class  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical 
exercise  upon  them,  every  week  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Juniors  instruction  was  given  by  recitations,  twice 
a  week,  during  the  Second  Term,  from  Whately's  Rhetoric. 

They  wrote  Themes,  and  attended  a  critical  exercise  upon 
them,  once  every  two  weeks,  through  the  year. 

They  also  declaimed,  by  sections  of  twelve,  every  week, 
before  a  portion  of  the  Class  and  the  instructors. 

The  inspection  of  performances  for  Commencement  and  for 
the  other  Public  Exhibitions  is  committed  to  this  Department. 

The  foregoing  statement  relates  to  the  duties  of  the  Pro- 
fessor. 

In  addition  to  the  exercises  in  Declamation  already  men- 
tioned, there  is  a  separate  course  of  instruction  in  Elocution, 


*  Logic,  which  has  of  late  years  formed  part  of  the  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment, is  now  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Philosophy. 
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and  courses  of  instruction  in  Reading,  which  are  wholly  under 
the  care  of  the  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Twelve  Juniors  attended  him  every  week  in  an  exercise  pre- 
paratory to  the  weekly  Declamation  of  the  Class. 

The  Sophomores  and  Freshmen  attended  him  once  every 
week,  during  the  year. 

He  superintended  the  rehearsals  of  performances  for  the 
Public  Exhibitions  of  the  year  ;  the  final  rehearsal  for  each 
of  which  is  regularly  attended  by  the  Professor. 


4.    History. 

Instruction  was  given  in  this  Department  to  the  Senior 
Class,  during  the  last  academical  year,  by  the  Professor  of 
History.  The  books  used  were  Michelet's  Summary,  Ar- 
nold's Lectures,  May's  Constitutional  History,  and  Sheppard's 
Constitutional  Text-Book.  The  Class  recited  four  times  a 
week  during  the  year,  and  were  examined  by  written  ques- 
tions and  orally  at  the  end  of  the  Second  Term.  A  course 
of  Lectures  was  also  read  to  the  Class  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  The  Freshman  Class  recited  twice  a  week  during  the 
Second  Term  to  Mr.  Hudson,  in  Smith's  History  of  Greece, 
and  were  examined  by  written  questions  and  orally  at  the  end 
of  that  Term. 


5.   Modern  Languages. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  James 
R.  Lowell,  A.M.,  Smith  Professor  of  the  French  and  Spanish 
Languages,  and  Professor  of  the  Belles-Lettres.  There  were 
in  the  Department  two  Instructors:  Ferdinand  Bocher,  A.M., 
Instructor  in  French,  and  Ernst  K.  F.  Krauss,  Instructor  in 
German.* 

The  principles  which  regulate  the  Department  are,  —  1.  All 
the  Modern  Languages  are  optional.  2.  A  student  commen- 
cing the  study  of  any  language  is  not  permitted  to  leave  it  before 
the  close  of  the  year  without  a  vote  of  the  Faculty.  3.  The 
students  are  formed  into  Sections,  and  are  carried  forward 
according  to  their  proficiency,  without  reference  to  Classes. 
4.  The  days  of  instruction  are  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays. 


*  In  Spanish  and  Italian  the  instruction  is  given  by  Professor  Lowell. 
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The  French  Language  was  taught  to  students  pf  the  Jun- 
ior and  Sophomore  Classes,  in  two  Sections.  One  hour  a 
day,  three  days  in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  was  de- 
voted to  each  Section.  The  instruction  was  given  by  trans- 
lation from  text-books  (Demogeot  and  Robertson),  written 
exercises,  and  practice  in  speaking  at  each  recitation. 

Instruction  was  given  in  German  by  translation  from  Ger- 
man into  English  and  from  English  into  German,  the  text- 
books used  being  Goethe's  "Faust"  and  Follen's  "  German 
Reader."  The  Instructor  has  paid  especial  attention  to 
grounding  the  students  thoroughly  in  the  elements  of  the 
language. 

The  students  in  Spanish  and  Italian  from  the  Senior  and 
Junior  Classes  recited  in  two  Sections  three  times  a  week 
during  the  year.  Instruction  was  given  by  translation  from 
text-books,  and  by  written  exercises. 

Instruction  in  Italian  was  given  to  one  Section  of  Seniors 
three  times  a  week  during  the  year,  by  translation  from  text- 
books, and  written  exercises. 

Professor  Lowell  delivered  Lectures  during  the  Second  Term 
of  the  Academic  Year.  A  class  of  volunteer  students  in 
Spanish  read  Don  Quixote  with  him  twice  a  week  during  the 
year. 


6.   Latin. 

During  the  past  year  this  Department  was  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  George  M.  Lane,  University  Professor  of  Latin, 
assisted  by  Assistant-Prof.  Ephraim  W.  Gurney,  and  George 
W.  C.  Noble  and  J.  E.  Hudson,  Tutors.  The  instruction  of 
the  Senior  and  Junior  Classes  was  conducted  by  Professor 
Lane,  that  of  the  Sophomore  Class  by  Prof.  Gurney,  and  that 
of  the  Freshman  Class  by  Mr.  Noble  and  Mr.  Hudson. 

Instruction  was  given  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  Lincoln's 
Selections  from  Livy,  the  Odes  of  Horace,  Tusculan  Dispu- 
tations, Book  I.,  Ars  Poetica,  Roman  Antiquities,  and  in  writ- 
ing Latin,  once  a  month. 

To  the  Sophomore  Class,  in  the  Eunuchus  and  Phormio 
of  Terence,  Cicero's  Epistles,  De  Senectute  and  De  Amicitia, 
and  the  Epistles  of  Horace,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Junior  Class,  in  Tacitus's  Histories  and  Cicero's 
Oration  for  Roscius  of  Ameria,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

To  the  Seniors,  in  the  Amphitruo  and  Trinummus  of  Plautus, 
and  Cicero  against  Verres,  and  in  writing  Latin. 

In  the  three  lower  Classes  the  Latin  was  a  required  study  ; 
with  the  Seniors  it  was  elective. 
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7.   Greek. 

The  Greek  Department  was  under  the  care  of  William  W. 
Goodwin,  Ph.D.,  Eliot  Professor  of  Greek  Literature,  Evan- 
gelinus  A.  Sophocles,  A.M.,  University  Professor  of  Ancient, 
Byzantine,  and  Modern  Greek,  Andrew  T.  Bates,  A.M.,  and 
John  E.  Hudson,  A.B.,  Tutors. 

The  Freshmen  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Bates  and  Mr. 
Hudson.  They  were  divided  into  four  alphabetical  Sections. 
The  text-books  were  the  Odyssey,  the  Birds  of  Aristophanes, 
the  Medea  of  Euripides,  and  Thucydides.  There  were  five 
recitations  a  week  during  each  Term,  besides  an  exercise  every 
fortnight  in  Greek  Prose  Composition. 

The  Sophomores  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Goodwin.  They 
were  divided  into  three  alphabetical  Sections,  each  Section  re- 
citing three  times  a  week.  They  read  the  Prometheus  of 
Aeschylus,  and  parts  of  the  First  Book  of  Herodotus,  during 
the  First  Term,  and  the  Philippics  of  Demosthenes  during  the 
Second  Term.  The  Class  were  also  instructed  in  Greek  Com- 
position. 

The  Juniors  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Sophocles,  and  attended 
three  exercises  each  week,  reciting  in  three  alphabetical  Sec- 
tions. They  read  the  Septem  of  Aeschylus,  part  of  the  Clouds 
of  Aristophanes,  the  Ajax  of  Sophocles,  and  the  Alcestis  of 
Euripides.  The  Class  were  also  instructed  in  Greek  Compo- 
sition. 

A  Section  of  twenty  Seniors  selected  Greek  as  an  elective 
study,  and  were  instructed  by  Mr.  Goodwin.  They  read 
Plato's  Republic  during  the  First  Term,  and  Books  VI.  and 
VII.  of  Thucydides  during  the  Second  Term. 

Professor  Goodwin  delivered  a  course  of  Lectures  to  the 
Sophomore  Class  during  the  First  Term. 

Professor  Sophocles  instructed  a  Section  of  four  Seniors  in 
Patristic  Greek,  reading  with  them  parts  of  the  Septuagint, 
and  Plutarch  de  Sera  Numinis  Vindicta.  He  also  instructed 
a  Section  of  four  Juniors  in  Modern  Greek. 


8.   Hebrew. 

This  Department  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and 
other  Oriental  Languages  ;  being  conducted  by  recitations  and 
oral  instruction,  given  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class  three 
times  each  week,  during  the  year,  if  desired.  Attendance  on 
this  branch  is  optional. 
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9.   Natural  History. 

This  Department  was  under  the  care  of  Asa  Gray,  M.D., 
Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History. 

Early  in  the  First  Term  a  course  of  ten  Lectures  upon  Geo- 
graphical Botany  was  delivered  to  a  small  portion  of  the 
Senior  Class. 

Throughout  the  Second  Term  the  whole  Sophomore  Class 
were  instructed  in  Vegetable  Physiology  and  Morphology,  by 
recitations  from  Gray's  Botanical  Text-Book,  with  informal 
lectures,  microscopical  demonstrations,  and  written  examina- 
tions. These  exercises  were  attended  by  the  Class,  in  three 
Sections,  twice  a  week,  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 

A  course  of  Lectures  upon  Systematic  Botany,  consisting 
of  two  Lectures  per  week  throughout  the  Term,  was  deliv- 
ered to  those  students  of  the  Junior  Class  who  elected  the 
study.  These  Lectures  were  attended  by  about  forty-five 
Juniors  and  several  Scientific  Students.  From  the  first  of  May 
to  the  first  of  July,  private  practical  lessons  were  given  by 
the  Professor,  twice  a  week,  to  about  thirty  members  of  the 
Class,  who  chose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege. 

The  course  of  Lectures  on  Geology,  delivered  by  Professor 
Agassiz  during  the  First  Term,  and  that  upon  Zoology  during 
the  Second  Term,  are  open  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class. 


10.   Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

A  course  of  twenty-six  Lectures  on  the  Anatomy  and  Physi- 
ology of  Vertebrated  Animals  was  delivered  during  the  First 
Term,  also  a  course  of  eleven  Lectures  on  Comparative  Em- 
bryology during  the  Second,  to  the  members  of  the  Senior 
Class,  and  to  members  of  the  Professional  Schools,  by  Jeffries 
Wyman,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy.  The  Lec- 
tures were  given  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  at  12  M.,  in 
the  anatomical  lecture-room  in  Boylston  Hall.  Recitations 
from  text-books  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  were  heard  from 
some  of  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  on  three  days  each 
week,  during  the  Second  Term. 


11.   Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 

The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Josiah  P. 
Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor,  and  Leonard  C.  Alden,  A.B., 
Assistant  in  Chemistry.  During  the  First  Term,  the  Sopho- 
more Class  recited  twice  a  week,  from  Cooke's  Chemical 
Physics,  and  went  over  the  portions  of  the  work  on  Mechanics, 
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Hydrostatics,  and  Pneumatics.  They  also  passed  two  private 
examinations  on  these  subjects.  During  the  Second  Term, 
the  same  Class  attended  two  Lectures  each  week  on  the  Ele- 
ments of  Chemistry,  and  were  examined  on  the  subject  of  these 
Lectures  once  each  week,  reciting  in  three  Divisions.  They 
also  studied  Cooke's  Chemical  Problems  and  Reactions,  and 
passed  one  private  and  two  public  examinations  during  the 
Term. 

The  Junior  Class  recited  twice  a  week  from  Cooke's  Chemi- 
cal Physics ;  the  portion  of  the  book  studied  was  that  relating 
to  Heat. 

Those  of  the  Junior  Class  who  elected  this  Department  at- 
tended during  the  First  Term  a  course  of  instruction  in  Prac- 
tical Chemistry,  giving  their  attendance  in  the  Laboratory  on 
three  days  in  the  week,  three  hours  each  day.  The  recita- 
tions of  this  section  were  heard  by  the  Professor,  but  the  Class 
while  in  the  Laboratory  were  under  the  direction  of  the 
Assistant  in  Chemistry.  During  the  Second  Term,  the  same 
Section  of  the  Junior  Class  recited  to  the  Erving  Professor 
three  times  each  week  from  Dana's  System  of  Mineralogy,  and 
the  Chapter  of  Crystallography  in  Cooke's  Chemical  Physics. 


12.    Physics. 

During  the  past  academical  year,  instruction  in  this  De- 
partment was  conducted  by  Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  whole  Junior  Class  attended  recitations  three  times  a 
week  during  the  First  and  Second  Terms  ;  and  read  Her- 
schel's  Outlines  of  Astronomy  and  Lardner's  Course  of  Nat- 
ural Philosophy  [Optics].  This  Class  was  examined  at  the 
end  of  the  Second  Term  in  both  books.  The  examination  was 
both  oral  and  written. 

Each  Class  was  divided  into  three  Divisions ;  and  each  Di- 
vision remained  with  the  instructor  one  hour  at  every  exercise  ; 
in  all  nine  hours  a. week. 

The  Senior  Class  attended  a  course  of  thirty-four  Lectures 
on  Physics  and  Experimental  Philosophy.  The  Junior  Class 
attended  a  similar  course  of  thirty  Lectures.  The  whole  course 
of  Lectures  in  this  Department,  which  extends  through  two 
years,  consists  of  about  seventy  Lectures  of  one  hour  each  ;  or 
one  Lecture  to  each  Class  for  every  week  of  both  Terms. 
The  subject  last  year  wras  Electrostatics,  Electrodynamics,  and 
Acoustics.  These  Lectures  are  always  attended  by  some  mem- 
bers of  the  Scientific  and  Professional  Schools. 
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13.   Mathematics. 


The  instruction  in  this  Department  was  given  by  Benjamin 
Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy  and  Mathe- 
matics, James  Mills  Peirce,  A.M.,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Mathematics,  and  Solomon  Lincoln,  Tutor. 

The  Freshman  Class  recited  in  four  Sections  on  four  days  of 
the  week,  throughout  the  year,  from  the  following  text-books  ; 
namely,  Peirce's  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry  and  Peirce's  Alge- 
bra. 

The  Sophomore  Class  recited  in  four  Sections  three  times 
in  the  week,  throughout  the  year,  from  the  following  text- 
books :  Peirce's  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  and  J.  M. 
Peirce's  Analytic  Geometry. 

Instruction  was  given  to  those  who  elected  Mathematics  in 
the  Junior  and  Senior  years  by  Lectures  and  recitations,  on 
three  days  in  the  week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday, 
throughout  the  year,  in  the  Differential,  Imaginary,  Integral, 
and  Residual  Calculuses  and  the  Calculus  of  Quaternions,  and 
in  the  Mathematical  Theory  of  Mechanics  and  Astronomy. 


II.     PROFESSIONAL   SCHOOLS. 

1.  Divinity  School. 

The  Divinity  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Rev.  Convers  Francis,  D.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Pulpit 
Eloquence  and  the  Pastoral  Care ;  the  Rev.  George  R. 
Noyes,  D.D.,  Hancock  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  other  Ori- 
ental Languages,  and  Dexter  Lecturer  on  Sacred  Literature  ; 
the  Rev.  Frederick  H.  Hedge,  D.D.,  Professor  of  Ecclesiasti- 
cal History  ;  and  Rev.  George  E.  Ellis,  D.D.,  Professor  of 
Systematic  Theology. 

In  consequence  of  the  lamented  death  of  Professor  Francis, 
the  instruction  which  would  have  been  given  by  him  during 
the  Second  Term  was  in  great  measure  supplied  by  the  volun- 
tary services  of  President  Hill  and  Dr.  Peabody. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Divinity  School  occupies 
three  years.  The  School  consists  of  three  Classes  ;  the  Jun- 
ior, Middle,  and  Senior. 

Each  Professor  attends  exercises  with  each  of  the  Classes 
through  the  year.  The  course  of  instruction  is  divided  be- 
tween them  as  follows.  To  the  Parkman  Professor  are  allotted 
the  branches  of  Natural  Religion,  Christian  Ethics,  and  Prac- 
tical Divinity,  Church  Polity,  the  Composition  and  Delivery  of 
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Sermons,  and  the  Duties  of  the  Pastoral  Office,  together  with 
several  exercises  of  a  miscellaneous  character.  To  the  Han- 
cock Professor,  the  Principles  of  Criticism  and  Interpreta- 
tion, the  Criticism  and  Interpretation  of  the  Old  and  the  New 
Testaments,  and  the  Hebrew  Language.  The  Professor  of 
Ecclesiastical  History  and  the  Professor  of  Systematic  Theol- 
ogy give  instruction  in  the  branches  of  Theology  which  their 
titles  designate. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  have  a  course  of  preach- 
ing during  a  part  of  the  year  in  the  Chapel  of  Divinity  Hall. 
They  also  have  an  evening  meeting  once  a  week  for  prayer 
and  religious  conversation.  Occasionally,  evening  meetings 
are  held  for  extemporaneous  debate  on  given  questions. 

The  present  number  of  students  (December,  1863)  is  20. 
They  come  from  the  States  of  New  Hampshire,  Massa- 
chusetts, New  York,  Missouri,  and  Iowa ;  and  those  of  them 
who  are  graduates,  from  Amherst,  Harvard,  and  Antioch 
Colleges. 


2.   Law  School. 

During  the  academic  year  1862 -63,  the  Law  School  has 
continued  under  the  superintendence  of  Joel  Parker,  LL.D., 
Royall  Professor  of  Law,  Theophilus  Parsons,  LL.D.,  Dane 
Professor  of  Law,  and  Emory  Washburn,  LL.D.,  Bussey 
Professor  of  Law. 

The  Royall  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  the  Law 
of  Agency,  Pleading,  Constitutional  Law,  and  Equity  Juris- 
prudence. 

The  Dane  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Blackstone's 
Commentaries,  Kent's  Commentaries,  the  Law  of  Evidence, 
the  Law  of  Bills  and  Notes,  and  the  Law  of  Shipping  and 
Admiralty. 

The  Bussey  Professor  has  delivered  Lectures  upon  Wills 
and  Administration,  Criminal  Law,  the  Domestic  Relations, 
and  the  Law  of  Real  Property. 

There  have  been  no  new  arrangements  in  relation  to  the 
organization  of  the  School  or  the  course  of  instruction,  and 
the  Faculty  have  nothing  to  add  to  their  previous  reports  on 
these  subjects. 

As  stated  in  their  last  report,  ten  Lectures  are  delivered  in 
each  week,  with  occasional  extra  Lectures,  generally  from  text- 
books designated ;  and  in  the  course  of  the  Lectures  examina- 
tions are  made,  by  inquiry  of  the  students  as  to  cases  or 
principles  presented  to  them  in  connection  with  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  Lecture.     The  Faculty  continue  this  method  of 
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examination,  being  convinced  that  no  other  would  meet  so 
satisfactorily  the  wants  of  the  School. 

A  Moot  Court  has  been  held  each  week  by  one  of  the  Pro- 
fessors. The  Law  Faculty  repeat  the  expression  of  their 
confidence  in  the  great  utility  of  these  courts.  That  they 
must  be  especially  useful  to  the  students  engaged  in  them 
as  counsel,  is  obvious.  But  they  are  almost  equally  profitable 
to  others  who  investigate  the  questions  presented,  and  indeed 
to  all  who  attend  them,  and  make  use  of  the  opportunities 
they  offer  to  learn  to  take  notes  readily  and  accurately. 

Clubs  for  discussion  and  debate,  and  for  the  argument  of 
cases,  have  been  continued  by  the  students.  The  Faculty 
regard  them  as  eminently  useful,  and  provide  for  them  all  the 
facilities  and  encouragement  in  their  power. 

Prizes  for  Dissertations  have  been  awarded  as  before. 

The  number  of  students  attending  at  the  First  Term  was 
ninety-two,  at  the  Second  Term  eighty.  They  came  from 
eighteen  of  the  United  States,  Canada  West,  and  New  Bruns- 
wick,  Turkey,   and  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 

The  degree  of  LL.B.  was  conferred  at  Commencement  upon 
thirty-eight  students. 


3.   Medical  School. 

This  School  was  under  the  superintendence  of 

D.  Humphreys  Storer,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Midwifery  and 
Medical  Jurisprudence  ; 

J.  B.  S.  Jackson,  M.D.,  Shattuck  Professor  of  Morbid  Anat- 
omy ; 

Henry  I.  Bowditch,  M.D.,  Jackson  Professor  of  Clinical 
Medicine  ; 

George  C.  Shattuck,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  the  Theory 
and  Practice  of  Physic  ; 

Oliver  W.  Holmes,  M.D.,  Parkman  Professor  of  Anatomy 
and  Physiology  ; 

Henry  J.  Bigelow,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Surgery  ; 

Edward  H.  Clarke,  M.D.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  ; 

John  Bacon,  M.D.,  University  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Medical  School  was  conducted  by  the  above-named  Pro- 
fessors, at  the  Medical  College  in  North  Grove  Street,  Boston. 
The  instruction  was  given  by  Courses  of  Lectures,  delivered  by 
the  several  Professors  in  their  respective  departments.  The 
Lectures  begin  annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November, 
and  continue  four  months,  or  seventeen  weeks.  The  students 
also  attend  the  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

The  number  of  students  attending  Medical  Lectures  in  the 
session  of  1862-63  was  211. 
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The  above  School  is  devoted  exclusively  to  Medical  Stu- 
dents, Undergraduates  not  being  permitted  to  attend. 

Instruction  is  also  given  during  the  summer  at  the  Medical 
College,  by  means  of  Recitations  and  Lectures.  The  summer 
course  begins  at  the  close  of  the  winter  course,  and  continues 
till  November.  There  is  a  vacation  from  the  middle  of  July- 
till  the  middle  of  September. 


4.   Lawrence  Scientific  School. 

This  institution  has,  during  the  past  year,  been  under  the 
superintendence  of 

Louis  Agassiz,  LL.D.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Zoology  and 
Geology  ; 

Benjamin  Peirce,  LL.D.,  Perkins  Professor  of  Astronomy 
and  Mathematics  ; 

Asa  Gray,  M.D.,  Fisher  Professor  of  Natural  History  ; 

Joseph  Lovering,  A.M.,  Hollis  Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Natural  Philosophy  ; 

Jeffries  Wyman,  M.D.,  Hersey  Professor  of  Anatomy  ; 

Eben  Norton  Horsford,  A.M.,  Rumford  Professor,  and  Lec- 
turer on  the  Application  of  the  Sciences  to  the  Useful  Arts ; 

Josiah  P.  Cooke,  A.M.,  Erving  Professor  of  Chemistry  and 
Mineralogy ; 

Henry  James  Clark,  S.B.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Zoology; 

Charles  W.  Eliot,  A.M.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Chemistry, 
and  Acting  Dean  of  the  Faculty. 

Henry  L.  Eustis,  A.  M.,  Lawrence  Professor  of  Engineer- 
ing, being  temporarily  absent,  the  Department  of  Engineering 
has  been  under  the  charge  of  the  Acting  Dean  and  Edward 
Pearce,  A.  B. 

The  course  of  instruction  embraced  systematic  practical  ex- 
ercises in  the  several  Laboratories  of  Professors  Agassiz,  Wy- 
man, Gray,  and  Eliot  ;  instruction  in  Engineering  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Pearce  ;  recitations  ;  and  Lectures. 

The  Lectures  were  as  follows :  — 

Professor  Agassiz's  Course  on  Geology,  and  the  Structure 
and  Classification  of  the  Animal  Kingdom,  consisting  of  be- 
tween thirty  and  forty  Lectures  each  Term.  These  Lectures 
were  attended  by  members  of  the  Scientific  and  Law  Schools, 
and  by  the  Senior  Class  of  the  College. 

All  the  courses  of  Lectures  of  the  Academic  Department 
are  open  to  Scientific  Students. 

The  average  number  of  Special  Students  in  all  Depart- 
ments of  the  School,  throughout  the  year,  was  about  sixty. 
4 
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5.  Museum  of  Comparative  Zoology. 

The  Museum  has  been  under  the  superintendence  of  Louis 
Agassiz,  Professor  of  Geology  and  Zoology  in  the  Lawrence 
Scientific  School.  The  lectures  and  instruction  in  his  de- 
partment of  the  Scientific  School  have  been  given  at  the 
Museum,  where  the  special  students  have  been  employed  in 
their  several  branches  of  study,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor.  With  one  exception,  all  the  students  have  received 
their  instruction  gratuitously. 

The  lectures  were  also  attended  by  the  Senior  Class,  and  by  a 
large  number  of  teachers  of  the  public  schools  of  Massachusetts. 


6.    Astronomical  Observatory. 

Daring  the  past  year  the  Astronomical  Observatory  has 
been  under  the  superintendence  of  George  P.  Bond,  A.M., 
Director  of  the  Observatory. 

The  Observatory  was  not  founded  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
elementary  instruction  in  Astronomy  and  the  kindred  sci- 
ences, but  to  furnish  accurate  systematic  observations  of  the 
heavenly  bodies,  and  to  co-operate  in  other  investigations 
for  the  public  good.  It  is,  however,  open  to  persons  wishing 
to  enter  upon  a  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Practical 
Astronomy. 


III.     UNIVERSITY    LECTURES. 

Eight  courses  of  Lectures,  open  to  all  graduates  of  colleges 
and  public  school  teachers  who  entered  their  names,  to  persons 
connected  with  the  University,  except  undergraduates,  and  to 
others  on  the  payment  of  five  dollars  a  term,  were  delivered 
in  the  Term  commencing  February  26th,  1863,  by  Professor 
Louis  Agassiz,  Professor  Benjamin  Peirce,  Samuel  H.  Scud- 
der,  S.  B.,  President  Hill,  Mr.  Louis  Thies,  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Norton,  Mr.  A.  E.  R.  Agassiz,  and  Mr.  J.  K.  Paine. 

Some  of  these  courses  were  special  and  attended  by  but 
few  hearers,  while  those  of  a  more  general  character  drew 
larger  audiences.

TREASURER'S   STATEMENT. 


To  the  Honorable  and  Reverend, 

The  Overseers  of  Harvard  College. 

The  accompanying  statement  of  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  College  is  respectfully  submitted  by  the  Treas- 
urer. 

Document  No.  II,  the  General  Statement  of  the 
Academic  Department,  shows  that  the  income  from 
all  sources  has  been  $  146,254.35 ;  that  the  several 
accounts  in  the  different  departments  have  been  cred- 
ited $  83,244.29,  and  that  there  has  been  paid  for  gen- 
eral expenses  and  salaries,  $  64,154.93.  The  whole 
expenditure,  therefore,  has  been  $  147,399.22,  or 
$  1,144.87  beyond  the  income  for  the  year.  This 
amount  has  been  charged  to  the  Insurance  and  Guar- 
anty Fund,  instead  of,  as  usual  heretofore,  to  the  Stock 
Account. 

That  account  has  been  reduced  by  similar  charges, 
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during  the  last  six  years,  $15,356.82,  and  during 
that  period  it  has  also  been  reduced  by  charges  for 
completing  the  Appleton  Chapel,  the  Boylston  Mu- 
seum, and  for  some  other  purposes  in  small  amounts, 
$  13,067.32,  making  together  $  28,424.14. 

The  balance  at  the  commencement  of  the  present 
year  to  the  credit  of  the  Insurance  and  Guaranty 
Fund  having  been  unusually  increased  by  the  surplus 
over  six  per  cent  of  dividends,  it  has  been  thought 
judicious  to  avail  of  so  favorable  an  opportunity  to 
restore  the  Stock  Account  to  its  former  value,  which 
has  been  done  to  the  debit  of  the  Insurance  and 
Guaranty  Fund.  Several  small  amounts,  which  have 
heretofore  appeared  in  the  Treasurer's  Statement 
as  balances  of  accounts  representing  property,  but 
really  of  no  intrinsic  value,  have  also  been  charged 
of!  to  that  account.  By  this  process  the  fund  has 
been  essentially  reduced,  but  not  entirely  exhausted. 

Donations  from  Thomas  Lee,  Esq.,  amounting  to- 
gether to  five  thousand  dollars,  have  been  received 
for  the  encouragement  of  reading  in  the  Undergradu- 
ate department. 

The  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  has  been  paid 
over  by  the  executor  of  the  will  of  the  late  Ben- 
jamin D.  Greene  towards  the  establishment  of  a 
scholarship. 

The  "Scholarship  of  the  Class  of  1817"  has  been 


increased  two  hundred  dollars  by  a  donation  from 
George  B.  Emerson,  Esq. 

The  late  J.  Henry  Kendall,  of  Leominster,  bequeathed 
two  thousand  dollars  to  the  Divinity  School,  for  the 
benefit  of  indigent  students. 

F.  A.  Lane,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  has  given  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  the  annual  interest  to  be  expended  in 
the  purchase  of  books  for  the  library. 

Charles  Sanders,  Esq.  has  manifested  his  warm  in- 
terest in  the  College,  by  conveying  to  the  President 
and  Fellows  his  valuable  estate  at  Cambridge,  subject 
to  an  annuity,  to  be  used,  with  such  additions  as  may 
hereafter  be  made  by  himself  or  others,  "to  aid  in 
the  erection  of  a  large  and  substantial  hall,  of  simple 
architecture,  for  the  meetings  of  the  Alumni,  Com- 
mencement-days, and  other  public  occasions." 

A  permanent  fund  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  publication  of  the  Transactions  of  the 
Observatory,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  Trustees  by 
the  late  William  Sturgis,  of  Boston,  a  few  months 
previous  to  his  death. 

Fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  three  years,  for 
the  temporary  support  of  the  Botanic  Garden,  and 
five  hundred  towards  a  permanent  fund  for  the  same 
object,  have  been  contributed  by  fourteen  persons, 
friends  of  the  institution.  This  is  the  result  of  meas- 
ures alluded  to  in   the  last   annual   Statement.     The 


Garden  has  received  a  donation  of  rare  plants,  for- 
merly belonging  to  Edward  S.  Kand,  Esq.,  from  that 
gentleman  and  James  Lawrence,  Esq. ;  and  other 
donations  of  a  similar  character  are  proposed,  which 
make  it  desirable  that  further  means  for  the  per- 
manent support  of  the  Professorship  of  Natural  His- 
tory, now  designated  as  the  Massachusetts  Fund  for 
the  Support  of  the  Botanic  Garden,  should  be  pro- 
vided before  the  temporary  source  above  spoken  of 
shall  be  exhausted. 

A  portrait,  of  historic  and  artistic  value,  of  Samuel 
Adams,  by  Copley,  bequeathed  by  the  late  Miss  Pris- 
cilla  Melvill,  has  been  received  from  her  executor. 

A  marble  bust  of  Professor  Peabody  has  been  pre- 
sented by  friends  of  that  gentleman  and  the  College. 

Donations  of  books  from  many  friends  will  be 
more  appropriately  acknowledged  in  other  reports. 

A  new  dormitory  is  now  in  the  process  of  build- 
ing in  the  College  yard,  which  will  furnish  accommo- 
dations for  about  fifty  students.  This  is  a  permanent 
investment  of  a  part  of  the  College  funds,  and  it  is 
believed  that  it  will  prove  a  judicious  one.  It  is  in- 
tended to  meet  the  demands  of  those  students  who 
have  sought  such  rooms  outside  of  the  College  walls 
and  each  room  is  to  be  occupied  by  a  single  person, 
for  the  full  College  term,  should  he  so  desire. 

The  repairs    of  the  Observatory,  recommended   by 


the  Committee  of  the  Overseers,  have  been  made,  and 
charged  to  the  general  expenses  of  the  College. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  no  fund  exists  for 
this  and  similar  purposes,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to 
place  such  charges  to  one  entirely  inadequate  to  meet 
even  the  requirements  of  the  Academic  branch,  as  is 
evident  from  the  fact  stated  in  the  first  part  of  this 
report,  that  the  Stock  Account  has  been  drawn  on  for 
General  Expenses  $  15,356.82  within  six  years. 

It  will  probably  be  necessary,  at  an  early  day,  to 
raise  the  price  of  education,  which  is  now  below  that 
of  an  ordinary  school,  in  order  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  College.  This  will  be  the  less  onerous 
to  the  students,  from  the  large  and  increasing  num- 
ber of  scholarships  provided  by  the  generous  friends 
of  education  and  the  College.
